Walter  W.  Johnson,  Chairman  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Com- 
mittee, read  and  submitted  their  report  upon  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  several  Boards,  and  the  Articles  of  the  Warrant 
which  had  been  referred  to  them. 

Mr.  Moderator  and  Gentlemen : 

Your  Committee  find  that  the  financial  condition  of  the  Town 
is  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  We  have  notes  amounting  to 
$14,945  due  tms  year  against  $12,000  last  year,  and  are  pleased 
to  note  that  with  the  exception  of  Removal  of  Snow,  the  depart- 
ments have  kept  very  close  within  their  appropriation.  The 
over-draft  in  department  of  Removal  of  Snow  a  year  ago  was 
$162.39,  while  this  year  it  is  $1,038.74,  accounted  for  by  the 
severe  storms  during  the  winter.  Your  departments  report  to 
our  Committee  that  they  have  no  outstanding  bills  unpaid.

we  would  recommend  that  a  Committee  of  four  be  appointed  by 
the  Moderator  to  act  in  connection  with  School  Committee  to 
inquire  into  different  locations,  the  cost  of  same,  also  whether  a 
two  eight  room  one  sixteen  room  school  would  be  better,  the 
cost  of  same  and  report  to  a  Town  Meeting  to  be  called  by 
them.

We  have  visited  the  Phillips  School,  and  have  heard  all  the 
arguments  and  suggestions  offered,  and  are  of  the  same  opinion 
as  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  of  last  year  and  recommend 
no  action  be  taken  at  this  time.

said  bonds  shall  bear  on  the  face  thereof,  the  words,  "Town  of 
Swampscott,  Sewerage  Loan,  19 10,"  and  that  the  Treasurer  is

4  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  bearing  the  Town 
Seal,  signed  by  the  Town  Treasurer,  countersigned  by  the  Sewer 
Commissioners,  authenticated  by  the  Old  Colony  Trust  Company 
of  Boston  and  subject  to  registration  at  the  holder's  option  on 
presentation  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for  cancellation  of  the 
coupons  and  appropriate  endorsement.  The  principal  and 
interest  shall  be  payable  at  the  Town  Treasurer's  office  or  at 
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such  Boston  trust  company  or  bank  as  the  Town  Treasurer  and 
the  Sewer  Commissioners  designate.  All  other  particulars  as 
to  the  form,  issuance  and  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Sewer  Commissioners,  but  the 
bonds  shall  not  be  sold  at  less  than  par  and  interest.  Except  as 
inconsistent  with  the  foregoing  particulars,  the  vote  under  said 
Article  27  is  confirmed. 

Art.  2.  Article  has  been  considered  in  conjunction  with 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  Board  of  Auditors.  We  recommend 
that  the  following  be  fixed  as  the  particulars  of  the  bonds  to  be 
issued  by  the  Town  under  the  following  votes  of  the  Town  : 
On  November  15,  1909,  under  Article  S,  $2,200  for  ladder 
truck;  on  April  20,  1910,  under  Article  7,  $4,000  for  macadam 
streets  and  gravel  pit,  $900  for  catch  basins  and  gutters,  $1,^00 
for  sidewalks,  $500  for  fire  department ;  under  Article  23,  $1,500 
for  laying  out  Fuller  avenue  ;  under  Article  24,  $1,000  for  laying 
out  Banks  road,  Section  1  ;  under  Article  25,  $800  for  laying 
out  Banks  road,  Section  2  ;  under  Article  3^,  $3,000  for  con- 
struction purposes  in  water  department ;  under  Article  37 : 
$1,800  for  compressed  air  whistle;  under  Article  43,  $300  for 
culvert  from  junction  of  Banks  road  across  Farragut  road  to  the 
Brook;  a  total  of  $17,500.  There  shall  be  seventeen  bonds 
of  $1,000  each,  numbered  from  1  to  17,  and  one  for  $500, 
numbered  18.  They  shall  be  dated  July  1,  1910  and  mature  on 
July  1st,  $2,000  a  year  for  eight  years  and  $1,500  in  the  ninth 
year.  The  bonds  shall  bear  the  Town  Seal,  be  signed  by 
the  Town  Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the  Selectmen,  and 
shall  be  authenticated  by  the  Old  Colony  Trust  Company  of 
Boston.  They  shall  be  subject  to  registration,  at  holder's 
option,  on  presentation  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for  cancellation 
of  the  coupons  and  appropriate  endorsement.  The  principal 
and  interest  shall  be  payable  at  the  Town  Treasurer's  office  or 
at  such  Boston  trust  company  or  bank  as  the  Town  Treasurer 
and  Selectmen  designate.  They  shall  be  called  "Town  of 
Swampscott  Miscellaneous  Bonds  19 10."  All  other  particulars 
as  to  the  form,  issuance  and  sale  of  said  bond  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Selectmen,  but  the  bonds  shall 
not  be  sold  at  less  than  par  and  interest. 
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We  learn  from  various  sources  that  through  some  confusion  in 
preparation  of  the  last  Annual  Town  report,  the  customary  pro- 
vision for  appropriating  certain  sums  for  the  various  depart- 
ments together  with  the  use  by  those  departments  of  their  receipts 
during  the  year,  was  inadvertently  changed  so  that  at  the  last 
meeting  these  departments  were  by  vote  provided  only  with  the 
appropriations  called  for  but  were  not  given  the  benefit  of  their 
receipts,  in  accordance  with  custom.  Therefore,  to  put  these 
departments  in  their  customary  basis,  it  is  necessary  to  grant 
them  the  use  of  their  receipts  and  to  do  this  and  cover  the  over- 
sight referred  to,  we  report  as  follows  : 

Art.  3.    We  recommend  its  passage. 

Art.  4.    We  recommend  its  passage. 

Art.  5.    We  recommend  its  passage.

Art.  7.    We  recommend  its  passage. 

Art.  8.  We  are  informed  by  Selectmen  that  this  Article 
appears  in  the  present  warrant  through  an  error,  as  the  approba- 
tion alloted  the  Moth  Work  Department  does  not  need  to  be 
supplemented  by  its  receipts  in  order  to  properly  prosecute  the 
work  in  accordance  with  custom.  We  therefore  recommend  that 
consideration  of  this  Article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Art.  9.    We  Recommend  its  passage. 

Art.  10.    We  Recommend  its  passage. 

Art.  11.  At  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  the  Park  Department 
was  voted  an  appropriation,  the  matter  of  receipts  being  over- 
looked, as  in  Articles  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  9  and  10,  and  a  special 
appropriation  of  $150  for  the  purpose  of  making  certain  im- 
provements in  a  small  piece  of  property  known  as  Monument 
Park.  The  Park  Department  informs  us  that  this  special  appro- 
priation is  too  limited  to  enable  it  to  carry  out  the   work  for 
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which  the  sum  is  intended,  consequently,  this  $150  is  available 
for  other  purposes.  We  believe  the  installation  of  standard 
public  playground  apparatus,  such  as  is  in  use  in  the  various 
Lynn  playgrounds,  would  be  both  beneficial  and  wise.  We  are 
given  to  understand  by  members  of  the  Park  Department  that  if 
the  $150  referred  to  could  by  vote  of  the  Town  be  diverted  for 
the  purpose  of  playground  apparatus,  they  would  gladly  see  to 
its  installation  on  the  northerly  end  of  the  playground  opposite 
the  Clarke  school.  We,  therefore,  recommend  that  this  article 
be  amended  and  passed  as  follows  :  To  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  allow  the  receipts  of  the  Park  Department  for  the  use  of 
that  department  during  the  current  year  as  petitioned  for  bv 
George  R.  Durkee  and  others,  and  also  permit  the  Park  Depart- 
ment to  spend  the  sum  of  $150,  authorized  by  vote  at  the  last 
Annual  Town  Meeting  for  improvements  in  Monument  Park, 
for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  playground  apparatus  on  the 
public  playground  opposite  the  Clarke  school. 

Art.  13.  In  order  that  the  findings  of  this  and  succeeding 
Committees  on  Ways  and  Means  may  be  subject  to  a  general 
understanding  and  comprehensive  digest  before  the  meetings,  we 
believe  it  would  be  in  the  interest  of  good  government  to  have 
the  reports  printed  and  distributed  at  least  three  days  previous 
to  such  meetings.  We  recommend  the  passage  of  this  Article, 
the  slight  expense  therefor  to  be  paid  from  the  Selectmen's 
fund. 

Art.  14.  The  petitioners  were  requested  to  appear  and  ex- 
plain their  reasons  for  suggesting  the  creation  of  the  office  of  an 
Inspector  of  Buildings  with  its  consequent  expense  but,  as  noth- 
ing was  subsequently  heard  from  them  or  anyone  advocating  the 
Article,  the  Committee  has  been  unable  to  find  any  justification 
for  a  commendatory  report  and  we,  therefore,  recommend  that 
consideration  of  this  Article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Art.  15.  Relating  to  the  purchase  of  500  feet  of  hose  cost- 
ing $400,  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Engineers  of  the 
Fire  Department,   appears  to  be  necessitated  by  the  fact  that 
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through  a  recent  accident,  some  of  the  department  hose  was 
destroyed  and  it  becomes  necessary  to  replace  it.  We  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  this  Article,  and  that  the  Town  Treasurer 
be  authorized  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  of  the  Town  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Selectmen,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  amount 
called  for,  namely,  $400. 

Art.  16.  With  reference  to  oiling  Farragut  road,  was 
explained  to  the  Committee  by  Mr.  Robert  Leslie,  petitioner. 
To  do  this,  the  Committee  is  informed,  would  cost  roughly 
$450.  The  complaint  of  dust  created  by  automobiles  through 
this  road  might  be  urged  with  equal  force  in  connection  with 
several  other  thoroughfares  not  at  present  oiled,  and  as  there  is 
under  consideration  at  the  present  time  a  comprehensive  scheme 
by  which  oiling  of  roads  in  various  traveled  sections  of  the  town 
may  be  accomplished  with  a  view  to  corresponding  economy  in 
the  street  sprinkling  service,  we  believe  it  to  be  good  policy  to 
allow  those  officials  at  present  working  on  this  question  to  com- 
plete their  plan,  unhampered,  at  this  time,  by  instructions  as  to 
oiling  this  or  that  particular  section.  The  plan  of  oiling  certain 
sections  referred  to,  if  subsequently  carried  out,  admits  of  the 
economy  entailed  by  the  discontinuance  of  certain  street  sprink- 
lers. We,  therefore,  recommend  that  consideration  of  this 
Article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Art.  18.  Pertaining  to  action  in  regard  to  the  laying  of 
water  mains  through  a  new  thoroughfare  to  be  laid  out  through 
the  Lodge  estate,  off  Orient  street,  and  appropriating  money  for 
the  same,  has  been  explained  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Water  and 
Sewerage  Board  and  others.  We  are  told  that  about  2,000  feet 
of  6-inch  pipe  would  be  required  which,  together  with  labor  and 
other  expenses,  would  cost  the  Town  about  $2,500.  Mr.  Henry 
£.  Lodge,  the  petitioner,  has  offered  to  pay  the  Town  interest  on 
the  cost  at  6  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  amount  of  interest  so  paid 
to  be  reduced  in  proportion  as  new  sources  for  water  mains  are 
made  available  on  the  lots  now  being  opened.  In  other  words, 
when  the  Town  is  finally  receiving  the  full  benefit  of  the  pro- 
jected number  of  water  takers  on  this  estate,  payment  of  this 
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interest  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Lodge  will  wholly  cease  and  the 
Town's  source  of  income  from  this  locality  will  be  on  the  same 
basis  as  in  any  other  section.  We  recommend  that  this  Article 
be  accepted  and  adopted  and  that  the  Town  Treasurer  be 
authorized  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  of  the  Town  with  the  approval 
of  the  Selectmen  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  amount  called 
for,  namely,  $2,500. 

Art.  19.  Calling  for  an  appropriation  of  $300  for  re- 
surfacing sidewalks  with  tar  concrete  as  recommended  by  the 
Surveyor  of  Highways.  It  appears  that  certain  work  of  this 
character  has  become  necessary,  and  we  recommend  the  passage 
of  this  Article  and  that  the  Town  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
issue  a  note  or  notes  of  the  Town,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  $300  necessary  to  do 
the  work. 

Art.  20.  With  reference  to  an  appropriation  of  $500  to 
provide  for  transportation  of  children  to  and  from  schools.  Our 
investigation  shows  the  necessity  for  some  such  action  as  that 
petitioned  for  inasmuch  as  a  limited  number  of  children  are  at 
present  required  to  walk  daily  a  distance  in  excess  of  what  might 
be  termed  reasonable.  The  amount  requested  was  originally 
intended  to  cover  a  full  school  year  but  as  the  School  Committee 
agrees  that  a  less  amount  will  amply  cover  the  point  raised  until 
the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting,  we  recommend  that  Article  20 
be  accepted  and  adopted  with  the  substitution  of  the  sum  of 
$300  in  place  of  the  $500  called  for ;  that  said  sum  be  appro- 
priated and  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  School  Committee  to 
be  expended  at  its  discretion  for  the  purpose  covered  by  the 
article. 

Art.  21.  Pertaining  to  increasing  the  compensation  of  the 
permanent  drivers  of  the  Fire  Department  from  $16  to  $18  per 
week,  commencing  March  21,  19 10.  Our  judgment,  based  on 
information  from  parties  both  interested  and  disinterested  is  that 
the  request  is  a  reasonable  one  and  should  be  granted.  We 
recommend  that  this  article  be  amended  to  provide  for  the 
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increase  requested  to  commence  on  the  date  the  article  is  accepted 
and  adopted  and  in  this  form,  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
article. 

Art.  22.  We  recommend  that  this  Article  be  accepted  and 
adopted  and  that  the  Town  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue  a 
note  or  notes  of  the  Town,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen, 
to  the  amount  of  $200  to  cover  expense,  the  acceptance  to  be 
effective  when  all  waivers  are  signed. 

Art.  23.  We  recommend  the  passage  of  this  Article  and 
that  the  Town  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  of 
the  Town,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  the  amount  of 
$500,  the  acceptance  to  be  effective  when  all  waivers  are  signed. 

Art.  24.  In  relation  to  authorizing  the  WTater  and  Sewerage 
Board  to  build  and  maintain  a  sewer  in  Suffolk  avenue.  We 
recommend  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  Water  and  Sewer- 
age Board.  WTe  believe  that  if  the  work  requested  can  be  done 
and  paid  for  out  of  the  receipts  of  that  department  and  such 
action  will  not  interfere  with  the  installation  of  sewers  more 
urgently  needed,  it  would  be  advisable  to  have  the  work  under- 
taken. We  further  believe  that  the  matter  can  be  safely  left  to 
the  discretion  of  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 

Art.  25.  Relating  to  extending  the  sewer  south  in  Orient 
court.  We  recommend  that  disposition  of  this  article  be  made 
in  a  manner  similar  to  that  advocated  on  Article  24. 

Art.  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$124  for  the  purchase  of  a  portion  of  the  Brook  estate  on 
Humphrey  street  for  the  purpose  of  widening  that  street.  This 
matter  has  been  considered  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  con- 
junction with  the  Mayor  of  Lynn  and  should  the  Town  vote  to 
accept  and  pass  this  article,  a  corner  at  present  in  a  generally 
unsatisfactory  and  dangerous  condition  will  be  much  improved. 
Swampscott's  portion  would  be  the  sum  called  for  and  the  City 
of  Lynn,  on  its  part,  agrees  to  make  necessary  improvements  in 
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the  curb  and  sidewalk  on  the  portion  of  the  land  lying  within  its 
limits.  We  recommend  the  passage  of  this  article  and  that  the 
Town  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  of  the 
Town,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  for  the  sum  of 
$124. 

Art.  27.  Calling  for  an  additional  $1,000  for  street  water- 
ing and  oiling  is  recommended  by  the  Selectmen.  Previously, 
the  street  watering  division  has  had  the  sum  of  $4,000  at  its  dis- 
posal for  sprinkler  service  but  this  year,  by  vote,  $1,500  of  this 
was  diverted  for  the  purpose  of  oiling  certain  streets.  While 
this  implies  a  benefit  to  the  streets  so  treated,  the  rest  of  the 
town  is  left  with  but  $2,500  for  sprinkler  service  which  sum  is 
inadequate.  We  recommend  the  passage  of  this  article  and  that 
the  Town  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  of  the 
Town,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  for  the  sum  of 
$1,000  to  cover  the  expense. 

Art.  28.  In  relation  to  an  increase  in  the  salary  of  the 
janitor  of  the  Town  Hall  from  $14  to  $16  per  week.  What 
the  Committee  has  learned  in  considering  this  question  leads  it 
to  the  belief  that  in  view  of  the  demands  made  on  the  custodian 
of  the  Town  Hall,  a  compensation  of  $16  per  week  is  reason- 
able. It  is  explained  that  this  increase  could  readily  be  paid  out 
of  receipts  of  Town  Hall,  and  that  no  especial  provision  would 
be  necessary.  We  recommend  the  passage  of  this  article  to  take 
effect  on  the  date  of  acceptance. 

Art.  29.  In  relation  to  increasing  the  compensation  of  the 
Town  Treasurer  from  $400  to  $600  per  year  and  the  Treasurer's 
assistant  from  $100  to  $150  per  year  and  appropriating  the 
necessary  funds  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
In  our  judgment,  the  matter  of  increasing  the  salary  of  a  town 
official  at  a  special  town  meeting  is  both  unwise  and  injudicious. 
Without,  at  this  time,  going  into  detail  as  to  the  merits  of  the 
([iiestion,  we  believe  the  town  should,  at  this  meeting,  take  no 
action  on  the  application  for  an  increase  in  the  Treasurer's 
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salary.  Mr.  Honors  has  served  the  town  long  and  faithfully, 
but  as  a  matter  of  precedent,  we  consider  it  inadvisable  to  advo- 
cate increasing  his  salary  at  this  meeting.  Mr.  Honors  explained 
to  the  Committee  that  detail  work  in  his  department  has  in- 
creased to  such  an  extent  that  he  requires  more  assistance  than 
he  feels  he  should  expect  from  an  assistant  at  the  present  rate, 
namely  $100  per  year  and  that  if  the  $50  additional  recom- 
mended for  the  clerk  is  granted,  he  will  feet  at  liberty  to  transfer 
to  the  clerk  much  of  the  detail  work  now  involving  on  him. 
With  this  in  mind  and  with  the  wish  to  assist  Mr.  Honors  all 
possible,  we  recommend  that  consideration  of  that  portion  of 
Article  29  relating  to  increase  in  the  compensation  of  the  Treas- 
urer from  $400  to  $600  per  year  be  postponed  until  the  next 
Annual  Town  Meeting  and  that  the  salary  of  the  Treasurer's 
assistant  be  made  $150  per  year,  taking  effect  at  once,  and  that 
the  increase  be  covered  by  an  appropriation. 

Art.  30.  Pertaining  to  the  extension  of  the  sewerage  system 
in  Essex  street  in  an  easterly  direction.  The  Committee  is 
informed  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  others  that  this  is  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  several  houses  on  Essex  street  with  sew- 
erage service,  particularly  the  Florence  Crittenton  Home  the 
sewerage  provision  for  which  is  in  such  dangerous  and  unsatis- 
factory shape  as  to  necessitate  the  closing  of  the  home  within  a 
short  time  if  some  action  of  this  nature  is  not  taken.  We  under- 
stand the  sum  of  $750  would  be  sufficient  to  cover  the  expense  and 
that  work  could  and  would  be  undertaken  immediately  if  author- 
ized. We  recommend  that  this  matter  be  committed  to  the 
Water  and  Sewerage  Board  with  full  authority  to  prosecute  the 
work,  the  expense  to  be  paid  out  of  funds  at  present  within  its 
control. 

The  Warrant  convening  this  meeting  contains  no  provision  by 
which  the  meeting  itself  may  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer  to 
isssue  notes  for  the  amounts  required  and  voted.  As  it  will 
be  impossible  to  borrow  the  sums  called  for  in  any  way  other 
than  by  holding  another  Town  Meeting  with  a  specific  article  in 
the  Warrant  authorizing  the  Town  Treasurer  with  the  approval 
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of  the  Selectmen  to  negotiate  such  notes  as  may  be  required,  we 
recommend  this  matter  to  the  Selectmen  for  their  thoughtful  con- ' 
sideration.

Meeting  called  to  order  at  8  o'clock  P.  M.  by  the  Moderator, 
Mr.  H.  O.  Russ,  Chairman  of  Ways  and  Means  Committee  read 
and  submitted  the  following  report  upon  Articles  in  the  Warrant. 

Committee  on  Ways  and  Means. 

TOWN  WARRANT. 

Article  i  .  To  authorize  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  to 
extend  water  pipes  in  Walker  road  for  a  distance  approximated 
five  hundred  feet  beyond  the  Railroad  line  to  the  road  called 
Mountwood,  and  appropriate  necessary  money,  as  petitioned  for 
by  Charles  S.  Jameson  and  others.  We  recommend  that  this 
matter  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board 
with  the  understanding    that    that    Board  execute  with  Mr. 
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Jameson  or  others  an  agreement  similar  to  the  one  maAe  with 
Mr.  Henry  E.  Lodge  on  Little's  Point,  and  that  the  sum  of 
$700  be  appropriated  for  the  work  ;  that  the  Town  Treasurer 
be  authorized  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  of  the  Town,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  re- 
quired $700. 

Art.  3.  With  reference  to  selling  the  chemical  fire  engine 
stationed  at  Phillips  Beach  and  replacing  it  with  an  auto  chem- 
ical. From  the  investigation  possible  in  the  limited  time  this 
Committee  has  had  to  consider  the  matter,  we  believe  it  to  be 
good  policy  to  provide  the  Town  with  an  auto  chemical.  We 
are,  however,  unwilling  to  advocate  the  purchase  of  such  ap- 
paratus at  this  time,  believing  the  interests  of  the  town  would  be 
better  served  b}  appointment,  at  this  meeting,  by  the  Moderator, 
of  a  Committee  of  three,  which  shall  be  empowered  to  investi- 
gate the  question  further  and  report  fully  their  findings  at  the 
regular  Annual  Meeting  in  March  next. 

Art.  4.  To  appropriate  $1,000  for  the  Fire  Department,  in 
addition  to  the  amount  already  at  its  disposal.  We  are  informed 
that  of  the  $9,500  requested  last  year  by  the  Fire  Department 
but  $9,200  wTas  granted,  but  that  no  corresponding  decrease  in 
expenses  has  been  found  possible.  In  addition,  owing  to  in- 
creases in  salaries  and  expenses  on  account  of  new  fire  whistle, 
etc.,  it  is  foreseen  that  the  Department  will  be  obliged  to  have 
more  money  to  carry  it  through  until  the  March  meeting.  We 
recommend  that  this  amount  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Department  and  that  the  Town  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue 
a  note  or  notes  of  the  Town,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen, 
for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  necessary  $1,000. 

Art.  5.  To  appropriate  $300,  in  addition  to  the  sum  already 
in  the  hands  of  the  Selectmen  for  use  in  the  Town  Hall  Depart- 
ment. Of  the  $2,000  and  receipts  asked  for,  for  this  Depart- 
ment last  March,  but  $1,400  and  receipts  were  voted.  Custom- 
ary and  regular  expenses  now  make  it  necessary  that  an  additional 
$300  be  furnished  to  cover  expenses  between  now  and  the  next

annual  Town  Meeting.  We  recommend  that  this  amount  be 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Town  Hall  Department  and  that 
the  Town  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  of  the 
Town,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  the  amount  called  for,  namely  $300. 

Art.  6.  Calling  for  an  appropriation  of  $500  for  sidewalk 
work.  We  recommend  that  this  amount  be  placed  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Selectmen's  Department  for  the  purpose  specified, 
with  the  further  recommendation  that  in  the  construction  of  new 
sidewalk  work,  the  material  selected  be  of  a  nature  more  per- 
manent than  the  form  of  tar  concrete  at  present  employed. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
appoint  a  Town  Accountant  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  624  of  the  Acts  of  1910,  fix  the  salary  of  said 
Accountant  and  make  an  appropriation.  Our  present  Account- 
ant is  appointed  yearly  at  an  annual  rate  of  $550.  As  there  is  at 
present  no  definite  means  of  knowing  how  much  time  would  be 
required  of  an  accountant  under  the  new  state  law,  which  goes 
into  effect  February  1st,  and  as  the  time  from  then  until  the 
March  meeting  is  so  short,  we  recommend  that  the  present  rate 
as  a  fixed  salary  be  adhered  to  and  that  the  Accountant  in  per- 
forming such  new  duties  as  are  required  after  February  1st, 
keep  account  of  the  time  required  to  do  his  work  over  that 
necessary  under  the  present  system,  and  render  a  bill  for  such 
overtime  at  the  annual  March  meeting.  It  would  then  be 
possible  to  fix  a  definite  and  fair  salary  with  a  better  under- 
standing of  what  is  required  than  to  at  present  settle  on  any 
definite  sum. 

Art.  10.  With  reference  to  existing  nuisance  on  Jessie 
street.  In  view  of  the  report  of  the  special  Committee  on  this 
subject,  as  furnished  to  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  we 
recommend  that  the  sum  of  $500  be  appropriated  to  properly 
drain  the  section  in  question  and  that  the  same  be  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Surveyor  of  Highways,  to  be  expended  for  this 
purpose,  provided  it  is  found  possible  to  execute  with  the  owners 
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of  certain  private  land  in  the  vicinity,  a  written  agreement 
absolving  the  Town  from  any  question  of  damages  in  con- 
sequence of  disposing  of  the  matter  in  the  manner  outlined. 

Art.  12.  To  appropriate  $765  to  settle  the  claim  of  Tuttle 
&  Edgerly  against  the  Town.  This  appears  to  be  a  very  old 
matter  and  one  that  should  be  acted  upon  at  the  regular 
March  Meeting  rather  than  at  a  Special  Meeting.  We  recom- 
mend that  this  article  be  postponed,  affording  the  petitioners 
opportunity  for  bringing  the  matter  up  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting. 

Art.  14.  With  reference  to  replacing  certain  crosswalks 
previously  removed  from  Humphrey  street  and  appropriate 
necessary  money  therefor.  These  crosswalks  were  removed  by 
direction  of  the  Surveyor  of  Highways  which  action  is  in  line 
with  the  practice  of  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Commission  on 
roads  with  a  macadam  surface  similar  to  the  section  of  Humphrey 
street  in  question.  The  change  was  made  last  spring  and  even 
if  the  argument  of  the  petitioners  that  crossing  the  street  during 
the  winter  is  to  be  a  difficult  and  uncomfortable  matter,  were 
true,  this  has  not  yet  been  demonstrated.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  removal  of  the  crossings  was,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Highway  Surveyor,  in  the  nature  of  an  improvement,  it  is  our 
opinion  that  a  practical  demonstration  of  the  present  conditions 
should  be  permitted  before  undertaking  the  expense  necessary  to 
replace  the  crosswalks.  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  replace- 
ment would  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  $600  to  $700.  There 
are  many  streets  in  this  Town  not  at  present  supplied  with  cross- 
walks, where  conditions  are  worse  than  at  the  points  covered  by 
the  article  and  we  believe  it  unwise  to  do  as  requested  by  the 
petitioners.  We  recommend  that  consideration  of  this  article  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 

Art.  15.  We  recommend  that  the  following  be  fixed  as  the 
particulars  of  the  note  to  be  issued  by  the  Town  under  votes  of 
the  Town  of  this  date,  namely  : 
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Under  Article  1 ,  $700.  For  extension  of  water  pipe  in 
Walker  road.

Dear  Sirs, — In  accordance  with  your  orders  I  have  examined 
the  books,  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  January  31,  19 10,  for  the  purpose  of 
verifying  the  figures  of  the  Annual  Report. 

I  submit  herewith  a  certificate  of  my  findings,  and  a  memo- 
randum setting  forth  the  scope  of  my  examination  and  comments 
on  the  condition  and  arrangement  of  the  accounts  as  they  have 
been  kept  by  the  various  Town  officials. 

I  submit  also  two  schedules  : 

Schedule  1,  Irregular  and  Missing  Vouchers: 

Schedule  2,  Errors  and  Omissions. 

In  order  to  verify  the  cash  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  as  of 
January  31,  19 10,  it  was  necessary  to  check  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  from  February  1,  1909  to  May  19,  1910.  The

funds  then  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  were  found  to  be  short 
$5.46  of  the  sum  required,  this  discrepancy  appearing  to  result 
from  clerical  errors. 

I  hereby  certify : 

1.  That  subject  to  the  foregoing  qualification,  all  funds 
shown  to  have  been  received  by  the  Treasurer,  have 
been  accounted  for ;  and  that  I  have  found  practically, 
all  his  disbursements  supported  by  proper  vouchers, 
except  those  listed  on  Schedule  1.  I  have,  however, 
satisfied  myself  that  these  disbursements  were  properly 
made. 

2.  That  subject  to  the  foregoing  qualification,  the  balances 
of  cash  on  January  31,  1910,  held  in  the  General 
Account,  Water  Account,  Sewer  Account  and  various 
Trust  Funds,  as  shown  by  the  Annual  Report,  were  on 
hand  as  of  that  date. 

3.  That  all  funds  shown  to  have  been  received  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Sinking  Fund  have  been  accounted  for  : 
and  that  the  securtties  and  cash  on  January  31,  19 10, 
as  shown  by  the  Annual  Report,  were  on  hand  as  of 
that  date.

Scope  of  Examination. 
My  examination  of  the  accounts  has  covered  not  only  the 
finding  of  proper  vouchers  for  the  disbursements,  but  also  the 
verification  —  as  far  as  possible  —  of  the  entry  on  the  books  of 
the  Treasurer  of  all  funds  which  should  have  been  received  by 
him. 

During  the  year  under  examination  the  Treasurer  has  dis- 
bursed over  $450,000.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  small 
amounts,  as  listed  on  Schedule  1 ,  vouchers  have  been  found  for 
the  whole  of  this  sum. 
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Each  voucher  has  been  examined  not  only  for  the  receipt  of 
the  payee,  but  also  to  see  that  it  had  been  approved  for  payment 
by  the  proper  authority.  The  records  were  examined  to  deter- 
mine who  were  the  proper  officials  to  prove  the  vouchers  for  the 
various  disbursements,  and,  with  a  few  exceptions,  I  have  found 
all  vouchers  approved  by  the  proper  parties.  In  cases  in  which 
the  approvals  were  either  irregular  or  missing  (Schedule  1),  the 
•disbursements  appear  to  be  proper  and  ordinary  expenses. 

I  have  verified  the  amounts  shown  by  the  Treasurer  as  having 
been  received  from  taxes,  by  the  examination  of  the  tax  ledgers  : 
and  have  verified  the  amount  of  taxes  remaining  uncollected. 

The  receipts  of  the  Treasurer  from  the  Water  Department 
have  been  checked  with  the  records  of  that  department. 

The  Treasurer's  receipts  of  other  commercial  revenue,  and 
collections  of  various  kinds,  have  been  verified  by  comparison 
with  the  records  of  the  Sewer  Department,  Highway  Depart- 
ment, Police  Department,  Town  Clerk,  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  District  Court,  and  other  sources  of  information, 
except  as  shown  on  Schedule  2. 

I  have  also  seen  that  the  proper  amount  of  income  from  trust 
funds  has  been  carried  to  the  credit  of  the  various  trust  accounts. 

Explanation  and  Comments. 

The  accounts  of  the  Town  are  kept  on  the  same  system  that 
has  been  in  use  for  some  years,  and  while  it  may  have  been  suf- 
ficient for  the  needs  of  the  Town  at  the  time  it  was  introduced, 
it  is  entirely  inadequate  to  record  properly  the  transactions  of  a 
town  the  present  size  of  Swampscott. 

Considering  the  character  of  some  of  the  methods,  and  the 
almost  total  absence  of  internal  checks,  the  accounts  are  remark- 
ably free  from  clerical  errors. 

Attention  is  called  to  certain  defects  of  the  accounting  system, 
not  for  the  purpose  of  criticising  the  wrork  of  the  Town  officers 
but  to  point  out  the  fundamental  objection  to  the  system,  viz., 
that  there  is  no  general  ledger  to  furnish  the  information  neces- 
sary for  a  statement  of  the  actual  assets  and  liabilities  of  the 
Town  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  or  of  its  true  income  and 
expenses. 
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Up  to  a  few  years  ago  the  accounts  of  most  towns  in  this 
country  were  kept  on  practically  the  same  general  system  that  is 
in  use  in  Swampscott,  and  even  now  there  are  comparatively 
few  municipalities  which  have  adopted  modern  methods. 

In  1894  the  National  Municipal  League  was  organized,  having 
for  its  object,  among  other  things,  14  to  promote  the  thorough 
investigation  and  discussion  of  the  conditions  and  details  of  civic 
administration."  Under  the  auspices  of  this  organization  aided 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  at  Washington,  a  great  deal  of 
attention  has  been  given  to  the  subject  of  municipal  accounts  by 
municipal  officials,  and  a  system  of  "  Uniform  Accounting"  has 
been  devised  which  was  first  adopted  by  law  in  the  State  of 
Ohio,  and  by  a  large  number  of  cities  and  towns  in  other  parts 
of  the  country.  In  1906  the  Legislature  of  this  State  passed  the 
law  requiring  cities  and  towns  to  furnish  uniform  annual  returns 
to  the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  and  legislation  is  now  pending  which 
will  require  the  installation  of  uniform  systems  in  order  to  show 
the  true  operating  cost  of  towns  and  whether  their  expenses  are 
within  their  incomes,  etc. 

Receipts  and  Disbursements. 

Again  following  the  ordinary  municipal  practice,  the  accounts 
of  the  Town  record  simply  the  amount  of  money  which  actually 
came  into  the  possession  of  the  Treasurer,  and  the  amount  of 
the  disbursements  approved  for  payment  during  any  given  period. 

Outside  of  municipal  accounting  it  is  universally  conceded 
that  the  income  and  expenses  properly  belonging  to  each  period 
should  be  shown — whether  the  money  has  actually  been  received 
and  disbursed  or  not.  Within  the  last  few  years  some  of  the 
more  advanced  municipalities  have  applied  this  principle  to  their 
accounts,  and  the  desirability  of  this  treatment  will  eventually  be 
universally  recognized. 

The  receipts  of  any  given  year,  which  are  shown  in  the 
accounts  of  the  Town,  include  a  large  amount  of  taxes  and 
various  other  items  of  income  properly  belonging  to  preceding 
years,  as  well  as  funds  received  from  the  sale  of  bonds  and  from 
temporary  loans. 
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The  disbursements  include  expenses  belonging  to  prior  periods 
and  omit  all  expenses  of  the  year  in  question  which  have  not 
actually  been  paid  at  the  date  of  the  closing  of  the  books  for  that 
year.  They  also  include  payments  made  for  the  cost  of  public 
improvements  and  buildings — the  funds  for  which  are  provided 
from  the  sale  of  bonds,  and  not  from  the  ordinary  revenues  of 
the  Town. 

The  Ledger  does  not  give  in  full  the  amount  of  the  expenses 
for  any  given  year  which  has  not  been  paid  at  the  date  of  the 
closing  of  the  books. 

In  attempting  to  state  the  receipts  and  disbursements  in 
accordance  with  the  forms  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  the  classi- 
fications shown  on  the  books  do  not  permit  of  a  division  of  the 
various  disbursements  in  the  detail  set  forth  on  these  forms, 
without  a  great  amount  of  labor,  hence  this  has  not  been 
attempted  in  this  report. 

Other  Accounting  Methods. 

In  addition  to  what  I  believe  to  be  the  undesirable  features  of 
the  general  system  on  which  the  accounts  are  kept,  there  are 
other  features  which  should  be  improved. 

One  of  the  chief  functions  of  the  Town  Accountant  should  be 
to  act  as  a  check  on  the  transactions  of  the  Treasurer's  office  : 
but  this  feature  is  only  partially  effected  in  Swampscott.  The 
so-called  u  Ledger  "  kept  by  the  Town  Accountant  is  not  a 
ledger  at  all,  but  merely  a  partial  record  of  approved  orders  paid 
by  the  Treasurer,  and  contains  debits  only.  This  ledger  is 
supplemented  by  a  (paper-covered)  book  which  contains  an 
(incomplete  record)  of  the  Treasurer's  receipts,  and  other  tran- 
sactions.   A  trial  balance  is  not  attempted. 

The  Ledger  should  be  kept  so  as  to  show  at  a  glance  all  the 
receipts  and  disbursements,  classified  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  State  Bureau,  also  all  fixed  and  current 
Assets  and  Liabilities  of  the  Town,  such  as  Public  Property, 
Treasurer's  cash,  Trust  Funds,  Sinking  Funds,  Taxes  Receivable. 
Accounts  Receivable,  Bonds  and  Notes  Payable,  Accounts 
Payable,  etc.  ;  and  this  Ledger,  containing  a  complete  set  of 
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accounts  as  required  in  your  By-Laws,  should  be  kept  in  balance 
all  the  time  by  the  double  entry  system. 

The  Treasurer's  cash  book  should  be  interlocking  with  the 
Town  Accountant's  ledger,  and  the  latter  should  show  continually 
the  balance  of  cash  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer. 

I  noted  that  the  cash  book  is  improperly  used  to  record  trans- 
actions between  departments,  where  no  cash  is  involved.  These 
transactions  are  in  the  nature  of  work  done  by  one  department 
for  another  and  are  properly  journal  items,  not  cash  items,  but 
as  no  journal  has  been  kept,  the  use  of  the  cash  book  has  been 
substituted. 


Water  Works. 

The  accounts  of  this  department  are  well  and  carefully  kept, 
but  as  they  record  only  the  cash  receipts  and  disbursements,  they 
do  not  show  the  true  income  and  expense  of  the  department  from 
year  to  year. 

Whatever  might  be  thought  as  to  the  necessity  of  recording  the 
true  income  and  expense  of  the  Town  as  a  whole,  it  would  seem 
that  the  accounts  of  the  Water  Department,  which  is  in  effect  a 
business  undertaking,  should  be  stated  so  as  to  show  accurately 
its  net  income  each  year. 

As  the  date  of  the  close  of  the  financial  year  the  department 
has  recived  a  proportion  of  the  water  rates  from  consumers  for 
some  months  in  advance,  and  water  must  be  furnished  to  these 
consumers  for  this  time  without  further  revenue.  There  are  also 
expenses  due,  but  not  paid.

Fees  for  Weights  and  Measures  for  the  year,  $25.68,  do  not 
appear  to  have  been  handed  over  to  the  Treasurer  during  the 
year. 

The  expenditures  for  the  Health  Department  exceed  the 
amount  called  for  by  the  Town  Accountant's  ledger  in  the  sum 
of  $26.46,  for  which  no  entry  appears  in  the  ledger. 

The  coupons  cut  from  the  bonds  in  the  Sinking  Fund  have 
been  filed  in  the  coupon  book  without  being  cancelled. 

Water  Works  receipts  for  the  year  exceed  the  amount  called 
for  by  the  Treasurer's  cash  by  $25.00,  for  water  and  service, 
and  are  short  $25.00  for  rental  of  land,  signs,  etc. 

No  books  of  original  entry  were  available  showing  the  amounts 
that  should  have  been  received  from  rentals  of  Fish  House  and 
Town  Hall,  or  from  Boat  permits  and  Library  fines.  Every 
officer  or  agent  making  charges  or  collections  should  be  required 
to  keep  a  record  of  such  charges  and  collections. 

On  June  27,  at  the  request  of  the  Selectmen,  the  Town  Offi- 
cials met  in  Water  &  Sewer  Commissioners  rooms  to  hear  the 
report  of  the  Expert  Accountant,  and  after  the  same  had  been 
read,  the  following  explanations  were  made. 

By  the  Town  Treasurer. 
•    That  the  shortage  of  $5.46  was  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
some  small  silver  and  pennies  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer, 
but  was  not  on  deposit  in  any  bank  to  the  credit  of  the  Town. 

In  relation  to  proper  vouchers  for  the  disbursement  of  moneys 
as  called  for  on  Schedule  1. 

The  Treasurer  has  proper  warrants  for  all  disbursements,  and 
the  omissions  if  any  are  in  the  Accountant's  Department. 
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By  the  Chief  of  Police. 

That  the  amount  of  Fines  due  the  Town  was  of  the  amount 
recorded,  but  the  amount  allowed  by  the  Police  Court  was  of  a 
smaller  amount.  This  the  Chief  considers  as  no  error  on  his 
part. 

By  the  Water  Commissioners. 

The  difference  of  $25.00  in  Water  receipts  as  between  the 
Treasurer  and  the  Water  Department  is  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  the  amount  was  credited  to  land  rent.  The  total 
amounts  are  the  same. 

The  fees  from  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  were  re- 
ceived after  the  books  had  closed,  but  the  amount  is  now  on 
record. 

Of  the  list  of  vouchers  reported  as  not  approved,  thirteen  of 
the  number  were  not  so  required. 

Offsetting  this,  there  may  be  amounts  due  for  water  used,  but 
not  paid,  and  there  are  certain  materials  and  supplies  on  hand — 
the  cost  of  which  does  not  appear  in  the  financial  statement. 

All  supplies  purchased  are  charged  to  maintenance  or  con- 
struction when  the  money  is  disbursed,  although  the  supplies 
may  not  be  used  until  the  succeeding  year  or  later,  so  that  actual 
results  of  operation — profit  or  loss — are  not  clearly  shown  by 
the  report. 

The  Water  Department  bookkeeping  should  show  the  differ- 
ence between  annual  cost  of  operation,  plus  annual  fixed  charges, 
on  the  one  side,  against  annual  income  on  the  other  side.  This 
difference  would  be  the  actual  Department  profit  or  loss  for  the 
year,  provided  the  actual  charges  and  income  had  been  compiled 
for  the  exact  twelve  months  under  consideration. 

I  venture  to  assert  that  it  would  take  an  abler  accountant  than 
the  average  citizen  to  determine  from  the  Annual  Report  what 
profit  or  loss  the  Water  Department  has  made  during  the  year. 

Modern  accounting  furnishes  exact  information  to  a  town 
or  a  business  enterprise,  first,  whether  it  is  solvent  or  insolvent, 
and  to  what  extent;  second,  whether  it  is  improving  its  financial 
condition  or  going  backwards,  in  other  words,  running  at  a  profit 
or  a  loss. 
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With  the  knowledge  thus  gained,  the  policy  of  either  increas- 
ing income  or  decreasing  expenses  can  be  intelligently  studied 
and  applied  as  conditions  may  require  or  permit.

Art.  10.  The  Committee  appointed  at  the  meeting  of  Feb- 
ruary 28,  1910,  in  regard  to  the  nuisance  existing  on  Jessie  street 
submitted!  the  following  report  which  was  read  by  the  Clerk  : 
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To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

Your  Committee  appointed  at  the  Town  Meeting  of  February 
28,  1 910,  in  regard  to  the  nuisance  existing  on  Jessie  street 
submit  the  following  report. 

We  have  examined  the  ground  at  this  point  and  the  topography 
of  the  country  in  the  immediate  vicinity  and  find  that  this 
nuisance  is  caused  by  the  waters  which  flow  into  Jessie  street 
from  Tidd  street,  which  is  a  private  street  and  the  natural  drain- 
age outlet  for  the  territory  immediately  north  of  same.  Jessie 
street  being  quite  flat  at  this  point,  the  waters  stand  there  and 
during  this  time  of  year  disappear  by  evaporation.  In  the  fall 
and  winter  time  ice  is  formed  at  this  place,  we  understand,  to 
the  extent  of  three  or  four  feet  in  thickness,  so  that  it  becomes 
necessary  for  the  Surveyor  of  Highways  to  chop  and  team  away 
same  at  an  estimated  expense  of  from  $75  to  $100  each  year. 
To  relieve  this  nuisance  it  will  be  necessary  to  build  a  catch- 
basin  and  carry  the  water  away  by  a  surface  water  drain  along 
the  northerly  line  of  Jessie  street  to  Eureka  avenue,  and  thence 
along  Eureka  avenue  to  a  point  within  about  one  hundred  feet  of 
the  end  of  that  portion  which  is  accepted.  Eureka  avenue  at 
this  point  although  accepted,  is  undeveloped,  and  the  water  will 
flow  over  this  ground,  thence  over  land  of  Breed,  and  will 
eventually  find  its  way  into  Jackson's  brook,  so  that  it  will  be 
necessary  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Breed  estate  before  doing 
this  work.  The  estimated  cost  will  be  about  $500,  and  in  order 
to  receive  any  benefits  this  winter  the  work  should  be  done  at 
once.

Voted,  unanimously  to  adopt  the  Committee's  report  on  Article 
10,  Article  11.  The  report  of  the  Committee  appointed  at  the 
April  Town  Meeting  in  reference  to  School -house  sites  and  build- 
ings was  submitted,  and  read  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Welch,  Secretary  as 
follows ; 
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To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott : 

Your  Committee  appointed  at  the  April  Town  Meeting  under 
Article  17  to  inquire  into  the  different  locations  for  school-house 
sites,  the  cost  of  same  and  whether  two  eight  room  or  one  sixteen 
room  building  woud  be  better,  and  report  at  a  Town  Meeting  to 
be  called  by  the  Committee,  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report  : 

The  Committee,  realizing  the  importance  of  this  subject  to  the 
Town  has  given  it  careful  and  painstaking  study  that  the  financial 
and  educational  interests  of  the  Town  may  be  subserved.  In  con- 
sidering the  location  of  a  school -house,  we  deem  it  of  first 
importance  that  it  shall  be  centrally  located  both  as  to  present 
and  future  growth.  Within  the  territory  between  the  Boston  & 
Maine  tracks  and  Redington  street  nearly  two-thirds  of  all  the 
children  of  school  age  reside.  The  Clarke  and  Essex  Street 
buildings  will  accommodate  the  scholars  of  the  northerly  part  of 
this  section  if  they  are  not  encroached  upon  by  pupils  from  other 
districts.  Your  Committee  has  therefore  not  considered  any 
location  north  of  Redington  street  believing  any  other  site  would 
remove  the  school  from  the  center  of  the  district  it  is  intended  to 
serve . 

Your  Committee  has  found  it  difficult  to  find  many  available 
locations  from  which  to  select  that  would  fill  the  requirements. 
Much  of  the  territory  is  so  thickly  settled  that  to  obtain  a  suitable 
lot  would  necessitate  the  destruction  of  considerable  taxable 
property  and  inconvenience  many  families.  Many  excellent 
sites  are  too  expensive  to  acquire. 

We  have  made  a  study  of  three  locations  as  follows  : 

1.  The  present  school-house  lot  on  Redington  street  with  the 
addition  of  the  two  adjoining  estates  including  all  the  the  land  on 
the  north  side  of  said  street  between  Holden's  store  and  the 
Methodist  church. 

2.  Land  on  Redington  street  situated  between  the  Methodist 
church  and  Stone  court. 

3.  Land  on  Redington  street  situated  between  Mapledale 
place  and  the  adjoining  estates  on  Sheridan  road.

Site  One. 

The  present  School-house  lot  with  the  adjoining  Wiley  and 
Chick  estates  have  a  frontage  of  176  feet  and  a  depth  of  157 
feet,  making  a  total  area  of  27,233  feet.  This  lot  is  centrally 
located,  but  has  other  features  that  are  not  desirable.  Reding- 
ton  street  at  this  point  is  only  36  feet  wide  and  offers  a  poor 
approach  to  a  large  school-yard.  A  building  here  would  be  in 
proximity  to  a  large  three-story  business  block  on  one  side  and 
a  church  on  the  other.  These  conditions  would  interfere  with 
proper  lighting  of  the  building  and  add  to  danger  of  destruction 
by  fire.  Another  undesirable  feature  is  the  danger  of  accident 
to  pupils  due  to  the  outpouring  of  several  hundred  after  school 
hours  into  Humphrey  street,  one  of  the  most  congested  and  most 
travelled  highways  in  Essex  county. 

The  assessed  valuation  is  as  follows  :

We  have  been  unable  to  get  any  price  from  Mr.  Chick  as  he 
does  not  desire  to  sell.    Mrs.  Wiley's  price  is  $5,000. 

Site  Two. 

This  location  includes  the  Martin,  Otis  Stone  and  Delano 
properties  situated  on  Redington  street,  comprising  all  the  land 
between  the  Methodist  church  and  Stone  court  on  the  northerly 
side.  These  lots  give  a  frontage  of  216  feet  and  a  depth  of  157 
feet,  a  total  area  of  33,179  feet.  This  lot  is  about  the  same 
depth  as  site  one  but  it  has  60  feet  more  frontage.  The  assessed 
valuation  is  as  follows  :

This  site  is  larger  in  area  than  site  one  and  affords  more  yard 
room  and  better  light  and  air  for  the  building.     In  acquiring 
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this  site  your  committee  would  be  advisable  for  the  town  to  take 
a  twenty-foot  strip  of  land  from  the  Chick  estate  for  the  con- 
venience of  pupils  residing  to  the  north  who  would  otherwise 
travel  via  Humphrey  and  Redington  streets.  This  would  entail 
additional  cost.  The  stone  property  is  an  entailed  estate  with 
many  heirs.  Mr.  Delano  will  not  name  a  price  for  his  property 
and  Mr.  Martin  declines  to  set  any  value  upon  his. 

Site  Three. 

This  location  comprises  the  Kehoe  and  Delano  properties 
situated  on  Redington  street  and  the  Delory  estate  on  Mapledale 
place  having  an  aggregate  area  of  50,982  square  feet.  The  land 
is  in  an  undeveloped  state  with  the  exception  of  the  Delano 
estate  which  is  graded  to  a  level  with  the  street  and  upon  which 
are  two  small  cottage  houses.  A  majority  of  your  committee 
favor  this  site  for  a  school-house  for  several  reasons,  Mr.  Jeffers 
dissenting. 

1.  It  is  more  centrally  located  with  reference  to  the  district 
to  be  served  when  the  direction  of  the  future  growth  of  Swamp- 
scott  is  considered. 

2.  In  area  this  site  is  nearly  as  large  as  the  other  two  sites 
combined.  A  lot  of  these  proportions  bounded  by  streets  on 
two  sides  would  give  an  easv  and  adequate  approach  to  a  large 
building  and  afford  plenty  of  light  and  yard  room.  Its  distance 
from  other  buildings  would  minimize  the  risk  from  conflagration 
and  if  at  any  future  time  the  town  should  wish  to  expand,  the 
acquiring  of  the  three  estates  on  Sheridan  road  would  give  a  lot 
bounded  by  streets  on  three  sides. 

3.  A  study  of  the  map  of  the  Town  shows  that  the  streets 
converge  at  this  point,  making  the  site  easy  of  access  from  all 
directions. 

4.  The  larger  part  of  this  area  is  unsightly  and  undeveloped. 
The  grading  of  this  lot  and  the  erection  of  a  building  would  tend 
to  appreciate  rather  than  depreciate  property  in  its  immediate 
vicinity.    School-house  locations  in  many  instances  are  opposed 
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by  abutters  and  residents  of  the  immediate  vicinity.  We  feel 
that  a  school  building  here  will  meet  with  little  or  no  objection 
of  this  nature.  The  taking  of  this  property  will  inconvenience 
only  two  families.  The  assessed  valuation  of  site  three  is  as 
follows  : 

Kehoe  estate  31 ,490  feet  square  $1,900 
Delory  estate  11,478  feet  square  600 
Delano  estate         8,014  ^eet  square        3, 000  including  houses. 

Total  50,982  $5,500 


Mr.  Kehoe's  asking  price  is  25  cents  square  foot  or  $7,872. 
Miss  Delory's  asking  price  is  25  cents  square  foot  or  $2,869. 
Mr.  Delano  declines  to  set  a  price. 

With  regard  to  the  Kehoe  and  Delorey  properties  your  Com- 
mittee feels  the  price  named  in  each  instance  is  excessive  and  we 
would  therefore  recommend  that  if  this  location  meets  with  the 
favor  of  the  tax  payers,  the  Town  make  a  taking  in  each  case  as 
provided  by  law.  As  previously  stated  this  lot  is  largely  in  an 
undeveloped  state  and  considerable  filling  and  grading  will  be 
necessary  in  order  to  bring  it  to  a  grade  with  the  basement. 
Your  Committee  has  made  investigation  and  is  satisfied  that  a 
sum  not  exceeding  $4,000  will  do  the  necessary  excavating, 
grading  and  foundation  work.  We  believe  this  to  be  a  liberal 
estimate. 

Building. 

A  study  of  the  development  and  growth  of  the  schools,  as 
shown  by  the  annual  town  reports,  furnishes  us  with  information 
that  should  enable  us  to  avoid  the  mistakes  of  the  past  and 
assist  us  in  estimating  the  needs  of  the  future.  The  report  of 
1899  says  44  if  the  growth  of  the  Town  continues  as  in  recent 
years  the  erection  of  a  new  building  containing  at  least  two 
large  rooms  cannot  be  long  deferred."  As  an  illustration  of 
how  much  in  excess  of  the  estimate  of  this  committee  has  been 
the  growth  of  the  Town  it  is  well  to  recall  that  within  seven 
years  from  the  time  of  this  recommendation  the  Town  has  erected 
an  eight-room  building  and  filled  it.    During  this  period,  also, 
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the  attendance  at  the  Redington  street  school  had  increased  by 
1 20  pupils.  The  following  year,  1900,  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee states  "it  has  been  suggested  that  we  erect  a  new  two- 
room  high  school  building  and  have  it  occupied  exclusively  by 
the  high  school  scholars.  This  would  give  us  two  rooms  in  the 
Phillips  school  building  for  future  growth."  This  recommenda- 
tion of  ten  years  ago  seems  amusing  to-day  when  we  recall  that 
the  Phillips  school  building  of  eight  rooms  is  now  occupied 
exclusively  for  high  school  purposes.  The  average  annual 
increase  of  school  attendance  for  the  past  five  years  has  been  40 
pupils  and  this  average  will  necessarily  increase  as  the  Town 
continues  to  grow  in  population.  At  the  present  rate  of  increase 
this  would  necessitate  one  new  room  each  year.  The  last  annual 
report  of  the  Town  Clerk  records  155  births  with  only  17  deaths 
among  children  under  15  years  of  age  making  a  net  gain  of  138. 
Your  committee,  considering  these  facts,  of  past  and  present 
growth  of  population,  recommends  the  erection  of  a  16-room 
building  to  contain  a  suitable  assembly  hall.  Your  committee 
favors  one  centrally  located  large  building.  It  is  more  econom- 
ical to  build  under  one  roof  than  two  and  one  building  can  be 
maintained  at  less  expense  than  two  smaller  ones  accommodating 
the  same  number  of  pupils.  If  work  on  the  proposed  building 
should  begin  at  once  12  rooms  will  be  needed  for  occupancy  on 
completion.  It  is  an  important  feature  in  a  large  school  building 
to  have  an  assembly  hall  which  every  school  building  of  con- 
siderable size  should  contain.  A  centralized  school  system 
results  in  better  and  stronger  organization.  The  progressive 
towns  throughout  the  state  are  amalgamating  their  schools. 
Educationalists  everywhere  are  advising  such  a  course  and  among 
whom  are  our  present  superintendent,  Mr.  Ford,  and  former 
superintendents,  Pelo  and  Martin.  Your  committee,  from  its 
limited  study  of  the  situation,  fully  concurs  in  their  opinion. 

It  is  difficult  for  your  Committee  to  state  the  exact  cost  of  an 
eight-room  or  sixteen  room  building,  but  from  investigation,  we 
would  estimate  the  expense  of  an  eight-room  building  of  brick 
of  modern  type  and  requirements  without  audience  hall  to  be 
about  $45,000.    A  sixteen  room  building  of  similar  construction 
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with  audience  hall,  can  be  built  for  $85,000  or  $90,000. 
School  furniture  is  not  included  in  either  case. 

We  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  Town  take  site  number 
three  as  the  location  for  the  proposed  school  building  and  that  a 
committee  be  appointed  with  authority  to  secure  plans  for  a 
sixteen  room  school  builiding  with  assembly  hall  which  shall  be 
submitted  with  exact  cost  of  same  at  a  future  Town  Meeting  to 
be  called  as  early  as  possible.

Mr.  Jeffers  of  the  Committee  here  read  and  submitted  the 
following  Minority  Report  on  the  same  subject. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Svjamfiscott : 

It  was  very  evident  to  the  citizens  at  last  April's  Town  Meet- 
ing that  another  school-house  or  school-houses  must  be  provided. 
Just  where  to  build  was  an  important  question  on  which  more 
light  was  desired.  Expression  of  your  will  is  explicitly  given  in 
Article  17,  the  meat  of  which  is  found  in  these  words,  "  Inquire 
and  report." 

It  is  my  idea  that  we  as  a  Committee  should  give  all  the  facts 
concerning  each  site  as  impartially  as  possible  and  leave  it  for 
you  to  weigh  and  decide.  It  is  with  the  design  of  supplement- 
ing the  majority  report   on   sites   2   and  3,  that  this  minority 
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report  is  presented.  In  my  judgment  more  that  is  favorable 
might  be  said  for  site  2,  and  more  that  is  unfavorable  may  be 
said  about  site  3.  This  location  number  2,  it  seems  to  me,  can 
easily  be  demonstrated  to  be  the  most  central  location  possible. 

From  districts  to  the  north,  Redington  and  King  streets  would 
easily  serve  all.  From  the  east,  Rockland  and  Blaney  streets. 
From  points  farther  east,  including  Salem  street,  Phillips  Beach, 
Beach  Bluff,  and  Orient  street,  all  streets  naturally  discharge 
into  Humphrey  street,  whose  cars  bring  the  pupils  from  distant 
points. 

Last  year  30  pupils  came  on  the  cars  to  school.  They  were  so 
well  accommodated  that  being  allowed  to  leave  a  very  few  min- 
utes before  its  close,  it  was  possible  for  them  to  go  home  for 
their  dinners  and  return  in  time  for  the  afternoon  session.  This 
would  be  absolutely  impossible  if  you  force  them  to  climb  the 
hill,  travelling  nearly  three  times  as  far  as  to  site  No.  2.  Can 
you  so  disregard  the  health  and  happiness  of  the  many  times  30 
children  who  will  be  coming  from  this  large  part  of  the  Town. 

It  cannot  be  urged  that  any  such  hardship  be  inflicted  upon 
children  who  may  come  from  parts  beyond  Redington  street  if 
the  school-house  be  located  on  site  1  or  2. 

Nobody  has  better  understanding  of  the  school  problems  in 
our  town  than  our  late  Superintendent,  Mr.  Pelo.  In  a  recent 
interview  he  told  me  it  would  be  a  serious  mistake,  according  to 
his  judgement  to  build  on  site  No.  3. 

At  present,  beside  those  already  attending  Grammar  grades 
here,  74  are  now  registered  at  the  Palmer  School,  and  these  all 
eventually,  must  come  to  this  school.  This  site  can  be  almost 
as  readily  reached  from  the  cars  as  the  present  one.  No  site  far 
distant  from  Humphrey  street  can  be  central,  because  this  is  the 
only  street  running  through  the  town  from  end  to  end.  The 
nearest  disembarking  point  from  the  cars  is  the  corner  of 
Humphrey  and  Redington  streets.  To  be  sure,  there  are  the 
stairs  from  Ingall's  court,  which  might  be  used,  but  they  are 
dangerous  to  adults,  to  say  nothing  of  young  children. 

For  all  parts  lying  to  the  West,  an  entrance  provided 
through  from  Elmwood  Road  would  complete  every  demand  for 
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accessibility.  It  does  not  seem  to  me  that  it  would  be  neeessary, 
as  has  been  said,  for  the  town  to  take  a  20-foot  strip  of  land 
from  the  Chick  Estate.  It  would  be  a  convenience,  but  no 
more  a  necessity  than  at  present. 

A  possible  solution  for  a  Right  of  Way  has  been  suggested  to 
me  by  a  Director  of  the  Odd  Fellows'  Association,  to  the  effect 
that  the  Association  would  sell  its  property  at  a  reasonable 
figure.  It  might  to  advantage  be  temporarily  used  to  relieve  the 
present  congestion  in  the  schools,  beside  providing  a  Right  of 
Way. 

So  favorably  was  this  lot  No.  2  which  was  suggested  by  a 
member  of  the  School  Board  considered  at  one  time,  that  with 
one  exception  all  the  members  of  the  Committee  expressed 
themselves  as  satisfied  that  this  was  the  best  location  available. 
By  vote  of  the  Committee,  a  study  of  the  lot  was  authorized  to 
be  made  by  an  architect.  From  his  findings  I  quote  the  follow- 
ing : 

These  lots  contain  about  33,912  square  feet  of  area  and  a 
building  of  the  area  above  noted,  9,600  square  feet,  would  leave 
about  24,312  square  feet  for  yard  room,  which  would  allow  an 
average  space  of  35  square  feet  per  pupil,  if  the  entire  enroll- 
ment of  700  pupils  were  assembled  in  the  yard.  This  space 
means  about  5  feet  9  inches  by  6  feet  of  room  for  each  pupil. 

In  Regard  to  Grading. 

The  excavated  material  taken  from  the  cellar,  would  be  more 
than  sufficient  to  properly  grade  the  entire  yard,  and  will  not 
entail  the  expense  of  building  retaining  walls  on  the  lower  lines 
of  the  lot  to  hold  in  check  earth-banks. 

The  approximate  cost  of  excavating  for  the  cellar  only  of 
above  noted  building  would  be  about  $500,  provided  an  average 
depth  of  five  feet  was  maintained  and  no  ledge  encountered 
which  is  improbable,  basing  my  calculations  on  the  lot  just 
above  Stone  court. 

An  approximate  estimate  of  the  grading  is  hard  to  obtain, 
unless  drawings  were  made  more  in   detail,  but  it   is  safe  to 
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assume  that  it  would  not  exceed  $350.00.  This  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  material  is  now  on  the  lots,  which  comprise  abun- 
dant loam,  gravel  and  sand. 

It  is  the  writer's  judgment  that  these  lots  combined  make  a 
pleasing  school  site,  and  a  very  economical  one  to  develop.  As 
to  the  matter  of  the  lots  being  entailed,  I  have  legal  assurance 
that  the  Town  may  acquire  clear  title  without  difficulty. 

It  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  property  which  bears  a  total 
assessed  valuation  of  but  $8,850.00  should  be  procurable  at  less 
than  $15,000.00.  Howrever,  for  so  valuable  an  acquisition,  the 
Town  could  well  afford  to  handsomely  remunerate  the  present 
owners. 

Concerning  Site  3. 

At  the  time  when  the  majority  of  the  Committee  were  most 
favorably  considering  site  2,  a  blue  print  was  presented  by  one 
of  the  Committee  showing  results  of  a  study  of  site  3. 

It  proposed  to  grade  the  5  feet  below  Redington  street  upon 
which  the  building  shall  face,  that  is,  to  grade  it  to  the  level  of 
Sheridan  road  and  Mapledale  place.  But  why  should  it  be 
graded  to  these  streets  ?  We  shall  not  ow  n  the  property  on 
Sheridan  road,  and  Mapledale  place  is  no  thoroughfare.  It 
would  seem  to  me  that  the  grade  should  be  to  Redington  street. 

Moreover,  the  proposed  location  of  the  building  in  the  rear  of 
the  lot  would  hide  it  behind  the  three  buildings  on  Sheridan 
road,  while  the  houses  to  be  erected  on  the  high  ground  in  the 
rear  must  blanket  it  on  that  side,  shutting  out  the  air,  and  the 
western  sunlight. 

Only  one  favored  this  proposal  at  that  time.  Perhaps  I  was 
more  decided  than  any  one  else  in  disapproval  of  this  plan  ;  if 
there  has  been  any  change  in  this  plan  I  have  not  heard  it  dis- 
cussed by  the  Committee. 

From  the  report  of  the  Majority  I  do  not  see  how  any  one 
unfamiliar  with  this  location  could  acquire  anything  like  a  just 
estimate  of  the  lot  and  its  condition.  I  venture  to  say  there  are 
scores  of  our  citizens  who  have  never  seen  it,  and  those  who  are 
more  or  less  familiar  with  its  conditions  could  not  form  any 
judgment  as  to  the  cost  of  its  development.    Before  a  vote  on 
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this  question  is  taken,  I  wish  every  voter  could  stand  on  Reding- 
ton  street  and  look  down  into  the  depths  of  the  bog  below. 
Twenty  feet  below  where  one  would  stand  there  yawns  a 
chasm  into  which,  apparently,  countless  loads  of  filling  must  be 
dumped,  if  it  were  to  be  raised  to  the  level  of   Redington  street. 

Interested  in  the  location  of  school  buildings  as  I  have  recentlv 
travelled  by  trolley  through  the  streets  of  scores  of  towns  and 
cities  between  here  and  New  York,  taking  particular  notice  of  the 
school  buildings,  I  have  never  once  seen  one  which  was  not 
raised  above  the  grade  of  the  street. 

This  site  is  the  natural  basin  into  which  the  drainage  from 
the  Phillip's  school  hill,  upper  Redington  street,  and  the  hills  in 
the  rear  empties  itself.  From  these  the  wash  of  ages  has  left 
its  deposit  to  a  depth  of  to  my  knowledge,  unknown.  Before  ever 
foundations  for  a  building  are  laid  this  deposit  must  be  removed 
and  an  expensive  system  of  drainage  installed  through  private 
property  to  connect  with  sewers  on  Sheridan  road.  So  far  as  I 
am  aware  no  one  has  any  knowledge  where  an  adequate  amount 
of  filling  is  to  be  obtained.  True,  we  have  ledges  which  can  be 
blasted,  but  this  is  also  an  expensive  operation.  While  the  Com- 
mittee expresses  itself  as  believing  $4,000  is  a  liberal  estimate, 
should  not  actual  figures,  rather  than  a  mere  estimate  be  pro- 
cured. 

Would  this  Town  be  satisfied  to  put  a  $100,000  building  into 
a  sunken  lot,  5  feet  below  grade  and  hidden  from  view  by  houses 
on  Sheridan  road  ? 

In  my  opinion  nothing  less  than  the  whole  area  bounded  by 
Sheridan  road,  Redington  street  and  Mapledale  place  would 
satisfy  the  Town.  It  would  be  poor  economy  to  defer  the  pur- 
chase of  the  whole  until  value  shall  have  further  increased.  I 
have  endeavored  with  the  aid  of  an  expert  to  arrive  at  a  reason- 
able estimate  of  the  total  cost  of  acquiring  this  property.  The 
estimate  which  he  considered  a  very  conservative  one  totals 
$2S,ooo.  This  with  the  Committee's  own  figures  of  $4,000  for 
raising  to  a  point  five  feet  below  grade  brings  it  to  $32,000. 
W  hat  it  might  be  when  raised  to  a  proper  height  no  one  has  dared 
to  estimate. 
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All  this  for  a  location,  before  putting  up  a  building  which 
will  probably  cost  at  least  $85,000  or  $90,00.  Are  you 
ready  now  to  vote  for  such  an  outlay  ? 

Finally,  as  this  minority  report  is  intended  to  supplement  the 
report  of  the  majority,  furnishing  additional  facts  about  the 
different  sites  considered,  and  you  are  to  be  the  judges. 

I  offer  no  recommendations.

Town  Claims. 

The  claim  of  Edgerly  &  Tuttle  for  damages  sustained  at  the 
time  of  building  basin  at  the  sewer  pumping  station  amounting 
to  $765,  has  been  paid.  By  vote  in  Article  12  of  Special  Town 
Meeting,  of  November  1,  1910. 

The  claim  of  John  G.  Stanley  for  damages  sustained  by  rais- 
ing Humphrey  street  at  the  time  sewers  were  laid,  has  been  sat- 
isfactorily adjusted  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Town  Surveyor, 
who  has  relaid  the  curbs  and  walks  at  this  place. 

The  only  outstanding  claim  on  hand  is  that  of  Annie  P. 
Blackmore  for  damages  sustained  by  falling  on  the  sidewalk  on 
Sheridan  road.    We  do  not  admit  same. 


Town  Boundaries. 
For  the  purpose  of  preserving  and  maintaining  the  monuments 
on  the  Town  boundary  lines,  Section  2  of  Chapter  25  of  the 
Revised  Laws  requires  that  these  lines  shall  be  perambulated 
once  in  every  five,  years  by  the  Selectmen  so  that  if  any  are 
removed  they  can,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  adjacent  towns, 
be  replaced.  Our  Town  lines  were  perambulated  this  year  in 
company  with  the  governing  officers  of  Marblehead,  Salem  and 
Lynn  respectively.  The  bounds  were  found  to  be  in  good  con- 
dition, and  your  Selectmen  so  report. 
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Gypsy  and  Brown  Tail  Moths. 

The  work  performed  this  year  has  been  very  satisfactory  to 
the  Board  and  to  the  State  Department  with  whom  we  have  been 
in  close  touch.  By  their  advice  we  purchased  a  powerful 
sprayer,  which  enables  the  Department  to  cover  more  ground 
and  also  more  inaccessible  places  than  under  the  old  hand 
regime,  at  a  much  less  expense. 

Swampscott's  boundaries  being  so  largely  sea  frontage,  this 
treatment  along  the  inland  boundaries  on  the  wooded  districts,  if 
conscientiously  done,  would  have  a  tendency  to  reduce  the 
amount  expended  each  year,  and  our  present  Superintendent 
informs  us  that  this  work  ought  to  be  accomplished  with  an 
average  pay  roll  of  about  $60  per  week,  supplies  excepted. 

For  the  state  fiscal  year  ending  November  30,  1910,  we  were 
authorized  to  expend  the  sum  of  $4,050.37,  acting  under 
Chapter  38,  of  the  Acts  of  1905  and  amendments  thereto.

For  the  State  fiscal  year  ending  November  30,  191 1,  we  are 
authorized  to  expend  the  sum  of  $4,475.02.  We  recommend 
an  appropriation  of  $4,^00  for  this  Department  for  the  coming 
year. 

Street  Watering  and  Oiling. 

The  watering  this  year  has  been  done  by  six  carts,  two  of 
which  are  owned  by  the  Town  and  operated  by  the  fire  depart- 
ment.   The  two  Town  carts  cover  the  routes  nearest  the  engine 
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house,  as  the  horses  are  relied  upon  in  case  of  fire.  After  the 
streets  were  oiled,  three  carts  covered  the  balance  of  the  Town, 
each  averaging  12,000  feet  of  roadway  for  which  we  paid  $5 .25 
per  day,  or  an  average  of  $600  per  season.  Our  experience  this 
year  shows  that  a  light  oil  containing  30  to  40  per  cent,  asphalt, 
will  cover  the  roadway  at  the  rate  of  about  $60  per  1000  feet, 
which  is  not  very  much  more  than  water,  and  the  roads  being 
once  treated,  the  amount  needed  in  subsequent  years  is  less, 
besides  keeping  the  dust  down  at  all  times.  We  recommend 
that  the  sum  of  $5,500  be  appropriated  to  be  used  by  the  Select- 
men in  carrying  out  the  above  policy  for  the  coming  year. 

The  oil  purchased  this  year  was  furnished  by  the  Indian 
Refining  Co.,  being  the  same  company  from  whom  oil  was  pur- 
chased for  the  last  two  years,  they  guaranteeing  it  to  be  the 
same  as  that  used  upon  Atlantic  avenue.  The  price  agreed 
upon  was  6  cents  per  square  yard  for  heavy  oil  containing  70 
per  cent,  asphalt,  and  5  cents  per  gallon,  laid,  for  a  light  oil 
containing  40  per  cent,  asphalt. 

The  oil  was  late  in  arriving,  and  when  it  was  finally  laid, 
although  at  first  excellent,  it  soon  softened  up  in  rainy  weather. 
On  investigating  the  cause,  we  found  that  petroleum  oils  vary  in 
their  bases,  some  containing  parafine,  others  asphalt,  and  that 
when  the  parafiine  predominates,  it  is  only  of  value  as  a  dust 
layer,  and  that  the  roads  treated  with  material  of  this  character, 
although  excellent  for  the  time  being,  will,  in  rainy  weather  be- 
come covered  with  a  slimy,  greasy  mud,  while  an  asphalt  oil, 
owing  to  the  character  of  its  bases,  ranks  with  tar  as  a  perma- 
nent binder. 

The  analysis  of  the  light  oil  shows  2  per  cent  asphalt,  and  we 
have  not  yet  received  the  analysis  of  the  heavy  oil.  For  the 
above  reasons,  bills  of  this  company  remain  unpaid,  amounting 
to  $941.34,  and  this  accounts  for  the  large  unexpended  balance 
in  this  department.

taking  of  the  land  therein  described.

On  receipt  of  the  above  letter,  we  caused  surveys  to  be  made 
of  each  individual  parcel,  with  descriptions  drawn  sufficient  for 
identification  of  same  and  on  advice  of  counsel,  incorporated 
these  into  the  Town  Warrant  for  a  Special  Meeting  called 
Wednesday  evening,  December  28,  1910.  This  being  referred 
to  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  and  the  Town  granting  more 
time  to  them,  they  will  report  at  the  March  meeting. 

The  law  for  taking  the  land  is  as  follows  : 


Revised  Laws,  Chapter  25,  Sections  47.  48  and  49. 

Section  47.  The  city  council  of  a  city  except  Boston,  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners  of  the  city  of  Boston  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor,  or  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town,  may 
vote  to  take  in  fee  any  land  within  the  limits  of  the  city  or  town 
not  appropriated  to  public  uses,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
thereon  a  building  to  be  used  for  a  public  school,  a  library  or  an 
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engine  house,  or  for  the  enlargement  of  a  lot  of  land  taken  or 
used  for  such  purpose,  but  no  land  shall  be  so  taken  if  the  lot 
will  thereby  exceed  two  acres  in  area.  Such  vote  shall  contain 
a  description  sufficient  for  identification  of  the  land  to  be  taken. 

Sect.  48.  The  mayor  of  the  city  or  the  selectmen  of  the 
town,  within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  such  vote,  shall  sign 
and  cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  registry  of  deeds  for  the  country 
or  district  in  which  the  land  lies  a  statement  that  the  city  or 
town  takes  the  land,  giving  the  description  aforesaid  and  the 
purpose  for  which  the  land  is  taken  and  upon  such  recording  the 
land  so  described  shall  be  taken  in  fee  by  the  city  or  town. 

Sect.  49.  The  city  council  of  such  city  except  Boston,  the 
board  of  Street  Commissioners  of  the  city  of  Boston  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor,  or  the  selectmen  of  such  town,  may 
agree  with  a  person  sustaining  damages  to  his  property  by  such 
taking  and  the  city  or  town  shall  pay  the  same ;  but,  if  they  are 
unable  to  agree,  the  damages  shall  on  petition  of  either  party, 
filed  in  the  superior  court,  within  two  years  after  the  date  of  the 
recording  of  the  statement,  be  determined  by  a  jury  in  the  manner 
provided  for  determining  damages  sustained  by  the  taking  of 
land  in  laying  out  highways. 

Certification  of  Town  Notes. 

On  January  1st,  191 1,  the  new  law,  Chapter  16  of  the  Acts 
of  1910,  relative  to  the  form  of  notes  to  be  issued  by  towns  took 
effect,  so  that  in  the  future  when  a  town  votes  to  raise  money 
otherwise  than  by  issue  of  bonds  the  notes  are  to  be  made 
out  on  forms  furnished  by  the  State  signed  by  the  Town  Trea- 
surer, countersigned  by  the  Selectmen  and  certified  to  by  the 
Town  Clerk  ;  after  which  the  notes,  together  with  other  data, 
which  includes  the  vote  of  the  Town,  are  sent  to  the  Director  of 
the  Bureau  of  Statistics.  The  above  town  officers  are  then  each 
notified  of  the  receipt  of  these  notes,  and  are  sent  identification 
certificates  to  sign,  after  which  the  notes  receive  the  certification 
of  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  who  returns  the  same 
by  registered  mail  to  the  Town  Treasurer.    As  a  matter  of 
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publicity,  these  records  are  on  file  at  the  State  House  where 
they  may  be  inspected. 

The  payment  of  notes,  whether  issued  before  or  after  January 
1  st,  191 1,  is  also  checked,  as  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Sta- 
tistics must  be  notified  when  notes  shall  have  become  due  and 
shall  have  been  paid,  stating  also  the  source  from  which  the 
money  to  pay  the  same  was  obtained. 

The  certification  fee  is  $3  for  each  note,  where  we  have  been 
this  year  paying  about  one-eighth  of  one  per  cent  on  the  amount 
issued.    This  law  does  not  apply  to  town  bonds. 

Metropolitan  Park  Payments. 
The  new  apportionment  of  the  Metropolitan  Park  payments 
begins  the  next  fiscal  year,  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  de- 
termine the  apportionment  for  1910-1915  having  already  made 
their  report.  While  the  percentages  that  Swampscott  will  have 
to  pay  are  lower  than  those  for  the  past  five  years,  the  additional 
burden  of  the  Charles  River  Dam  and  Basin  maintenance  sink- 
ing fund  and  interest  will  probably  make  the  aggregate  the 
same,  if  not  more  than  heretofore.  For  comparative  purposes, 
we  submit  the  following  tables  :

Cemetery. 

The  cemetery  this  year  has  been  under  the  superintendency  of 
Edward  A  Smith  whose  work  has  been  most  favorably  reported 
upon. 

The  new  portion  known  as  Section  B  and  containing  about 
20,000  square  feet  of  l^nd  available  for  burial  purposes  being 
now  under  perpetual  care,  new  deeds  with  restriction,  Per- 
petual Care  Contract,  and  small  plan  to  accompany  same  have 
been  prepared  and  sent  to  all  owners,  and  a  new  loose  leaf 
system,  with  cross  index,  has  been  installed  in  our  office  for 
keeping  records  of  the  same.  After  investigating  the  cost  of 
development  and  maintenance,  we  have  established  a  flat  rate 
of  fifty  cents  per  square  foot  for  these  lots. 

We  find  that  the  records  of  interments  have  never  been  kept 
except  by  memory  or  in  small  note  books  and  never  handed  to 
successors  in  office.  These  records  are  important  and  to  remedy 
this  lack  of  method,  the  following  forms,  in  a  loose  leaf  book 
are  being  used  by  the  superintendent,  with  instructions  to  keep 
all  records  in  the  new,  as  well  as  the  old  part,  and  to  compile 
past  records  where  possible.

From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  cash  on  hand  from  the  sale 
of  lots  in  Section  B  and  accumulated  interest  amounts  to  $929.91. 

Corner  of  Humphrey  Street  and  Eastern  Avenue. 

The  official  lines  of  these  streets  make  a  square  corner  at  this 
place,  while  the  car  tracks,  travelway  and  sidewalks  were  built 
following  easy  lines  and  encroaching  upon  private  property. 
The  abutters  wishing  to  build  a  permanent  sidewalk  along  this 
side  of  the  street,  we,  on  investigating,  recommend  under  Article 
26  of  the  Town  Warrant  for  special  meeting  of  June  15,  19 10, 
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that  the  Town  appropriate  $124  to  purchase  a  triangular  piece 
of  land  from  the  Brock  estate  to  widen  Humphrey  street  at  this 
point.  This  land  has  been  purchased,  deeds  filed  at  the  Essex 
South  District  Registry  of  Deeds,  and  the  sidewalk  built.  Con- 
tinuous sidewalks  having  also  been  built  on  the  Lynn  side.  The 
marked  improvement  at  this  corner  is  very  noticeable. 

Streets. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  and  subsequent  special  meetings, 
the  following  streets  were  accepted,  subject  to  signing  of  waivers  : 
Fuller  avenue,  Banks  road  No.  1,  Banks  road  No.  2,  Suffolk 
avenue  and  Orient  court.  At  the  present  time  waivers  for 
Banks  road  No.  2  have  not  been  signed. 

Petitions  are  on  file  for  laying  out  Tidd  street,  Bertha  street 
and  Yawata  streets.  The  engineer  is  making  plans  and  profiles 
of  these  streets  but  they  will  not  be  ready  to  be  viewed  by  the 
Selectmen  before  the  March  meeting.  We  refer  them  to  the 
incoming  board. 

The  manner  of  laying  out  and  accepting  streets  where  the  Town 
is  asked  to  appropriate  money  to  grade  the  same  at  time  of 
acceptance  should  be  adjusted.  No  future  street  or  wray  over 
private  land  should  be  laid  out  or  accepted  unless  the  same  has 
been  built  according  to  certain  specifications,  fixing  the  width  of 
roadwray,  sidewalks,  grades  and  method  of  construction.  Futher- 
more,  the  plan  should  be  approved  by  the  proper  board  before 
building  commences,  as  in  this  way  only  can  the  Town  be 
assured  that  the  streets  can  be  properly  drained  and  sewered  at 
the  proper  time.  We  call  your  attention  to  Chapter  191  of  the 
Acts  of  1907  as  a  means  to  accomplish  this  object. 

Monument  Square. 
The  blocking  of  our  main  streets  by  street  cars  and  auto- 
mobiles, especially  at  Monument  avenue  square,  is  a  serious  ques- 
tion from  which  we  have  received  numerous  complaints.  We 
have  taken  this  matter  up  with  the  Boston  &  Northern  Street 
Railway  Company  and  Massachusetts    Highway  Commission 
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with  the  idea  of  reducing  the  chances  of  accident  at  the  Monu- 
ment, and  lessen  the  using  of  the  turnout  as  a  terminal,  a  purpose 
for  which  it  never  was  intended. 

Our  results  thus  far  have  been  to  have  the  street  west  of  the 
Monument  made  a  one-way  road,  which  will  materially  help 
matters,  and  we  suggest  that  efforts  be  made  to  have  the  road 
double  tracked  to  Phillip's  street,  the  turnout  removed,  and  the 
seven  and  one-half  minute  cars  use  Robert's  turnout  as  a  ter- 
minal, thus  affording  better  service  for  the  residents  of  lower 
Swampscott. 

Town  Accounting. 

Under  Article  20  of  the  Town  Warrant  for  meeting  of  March 
21,  1910,  we  were  instructed  to  employ  an  expert  accountant  to 
examine  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  different  departments  and 
suggest  what  changes,  if  any,  should  be  made  in  the  system  now 
in  use. 

The  report  of  this  accountant,  Mr.  Charles  Barron,  was  made 
at  the  special  meeting  held  June  15,  19 10.  which  report  appears 
on  a  previous  page  in  the  Town  Clerk  records  and  was  accepted. 
His  suggestions  regarding  changes  in  the  systems  then  in  use 
were  not  acted  upon  because  the  fiscal  year  had  advanced  too  far 
and  we  anticipated  action  by  the  legislature  relative  to  Town 
finances  and  municipal  accounts. 

All  of  the  foregoing  matters  are  taken  care  of  under  Chapters 
598  and  624  of  the  Acts  of  1910,  which  have  been  adopted  by 
the  Town,  and  the  new  system  of  book-keeping  was  installed 
February  1,  1911,  the  beginning  of  the  191 1  fiscal  year.  This 
system  necessitates  a  radical  change  in  the  method  of  making 
appropriations,  and  also  a  change  in  certain  sections  of  our  town 
by-laws.  As  a  matter  of  general  information  showing  classifi- 
cations for  future  appropriations,  we  have  prepared  the  follow- 
ing schedule  :

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This  year  loans  were  issued  for  purposes  which  were  purely 
running  expenses,  such  as  repairs  for  fire  alarm,  fire  hose  and 
resurfacing  sidewalks.  These  were  covered  in  the  general  loan, 
which  also  included  appropriations  for  permanent  improvements 
and  water  extensions. 

When  it  is  necessary  to  issue  loans  for  running  expenses,  it 
should  be  done  as  a  separate  loan  and  kept  separate  from  loans 
for  legitimate  permanent  improvements.

It  is  recommended  that  a  flat  appropriation  be  made  for  each 
department  and  that  all  receipts  be  paid  into  the  town  treasury.

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Report  of  School  Committee. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott : 

While  your  School  Committee  feels  that  the  year  just  past  has 
been  one  of  advance  in  all  departments  of  school  work,  it  has 
labored  under  extraordinary  disadvantage  through  the  limited 
amount  of  room  that  has  been  at  its  disposal.  For  the  two 
years  preceding  the  opening  of  the  schools  last  September  the 
Committee  had  been  aware  of  the  coming  situation,  and  a  year 
ago  urged  upon  the  Town  the  necessity  of  providing  a  suitable 
school  building  to  relieve  all  present  congestion,  enable  abandon- 
ment of  the  old  Redington  and  Beach  school  buildings  and  pro- 
vide for  at  least  a  few  years  of  the  future. 

The  question  was  placed  before  the  Town  at  the  regular 
Town  Meeting  last  March.  A  committee  was  appointed  and  it 
has  already  reported  upon  the  advisability  of  building  a  sixteen- 
room  building  on  a  lot  on  Redington  street.  At  present  the 
matter  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Wavs  and  Means  Committee  which 
will  report  at  the  regular  Town  Meeting  of  the  present  March. 

The  urgency  of  the  situation  can  best  be  described  by  calling 
attention  to  the  congestion  that  exists  in  all  the  school  buildings 
of  the  Town.  The  old  Redington  street  building,  the  date  of 
the  erection  of  which  the  oldest  inhabitant  remembereth  not, 
is  providing  quarters  for  seven  classes,  though  it  was  originally 
intended  for  only  four.  It  is  a  gloomy,  poorly  lighted  building 
of  ancient  construction  and  entirely  unadapted  to  the  needs  of 
the  present.  Whatever  may  be  said  of  it,  the  building  has  long 
since  passed  its  era  of  usefulness  and  continuance  of  its  use  can 
reflect  no  credit  upon  the  Town. 
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The  old  Beach  school  is  another  example  of  decay.  The 
building  has  no  cellar  underneath  it,  is  improperly  constructed 
for  school  purposes  and  is  a  relic  of  the  last  century.  For  a 
great  many  years  only  the  upper  of  the  two  rooms  the  building 
contains  was  deemed  suitable  for  use.  Owing  to  the  crowded 
conditions  of  last  year  and  the  probability  that  a  new  school 
building  would  be  erected  this  year,  the  Board  of  Health  per- 
mitted the  School  Department  to  improve  the  sanitary  conditions 
and  temporarily  occupy  the  lower  room.  Several  hundred 
dollars  were  expended  to  make  this  building  as  near  fit  for  occu- 
pancy as  its  age  and  construction  would  allow. 

The  Machon  or  Essex  street  school  is  entirely  occupied  this 
year  and  the  Clark  school  is  filled.  The  Palmer  or  Farms 
school  is  well  taking  care  of  the  needs  of  its  district.  The 
Phillips  school  building  has  been  gradually  filling  until  now  it  is 
used  exclusively  for  High  school  purposes. 

The  school  committee  believes  that  a  sixteen-room  building  on 
Redington  street  would  best  serve  the  interests  of  the  Town.  It 
has  arrived  at  this  conclusion  only  after  a  great  deal  of  thought 
and  study.  The  site  recommended  is  situated  in  the  center  of  a 
district  where  population  is  showing  the  greatest  increase. 
Within  a  radius  of  half  a  mile  is  practically  the  entire  school 
population.  With  the  exception  of  a  very  small  number,  not 
over  two  per  cent,  a  sixteen-room  building  here  would  be  filled 
with  pupils  from  within  this  circle. 

Wherever  you  find  advancement  in  school  affairs  you  will  find 
that  effort  is  being  put  forth  toward  concentration.  The  bigger 
the  school  building  the  better  and  more  economical  can  its 
affairs  be  administrated.  It  costs  less  to  build  one  sixteen-room 
building  than  two  eight-room  buildings.  The  expense  of 
administration  in  the  case  of  the  former  would  be  a  great  deal 
less.  Only  one  principal  and  one  janitor  would  be  required 
while  the  facility  with  which  the  affairs  of  sixteen  classes  can  be 
administered  would  unquestionably  improve  in  some  degree  the 
educational  results  to  be  obtained. 

The  population  of  not  every  town  is  so  distributed  as  to  allow 
of  the  erection  of  a  sixteen-room  building.     In  this  respect 
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Swampscott  is  fortunate  and  to  the  students  of  school  problems 
in  the  greater  cities  of  our  country  the  situation  would  offer  no 
cause  for  hesitancy.  The  very  fact  that  we  have  a  populous  ares 
from  which  a  sixteen-room  building  can  be  rilled  within  a  radius 
of  half  a  mile  would  be  an  all-sufficient  argument  in  favor  of  the 
erection  of  such  a  structure. 

Recently  the  school-house  commission  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  after  having  investigated  conditions  in  all  parts  of 
the  United  States,  made  a  report  of  which  the  following  is  an 
extract : 

"The  eight-room  building,  however,  has  grave  disadvantages, 
being  less  economical  of  administration  both  as  to  upkeep  and 
administration.  Possibly  its  most  serious  disadvantage  develops 
as  the  result  of  the  organization  of  the  educational  system  into 
eight  grades  of  school  work  below  the  High  School.  The  eight- 
room  building,  therefore,  allows  but  one  room  for  each  grade 
and  if  a  school  has  a  class  of  fifty  pupils  in  the  first  primary 
grades  it  will  seldom  have  over  sixty  per  cent  as  many  in  the 
eighth  grade,  the  result  being  that  either  some  rooms  are  only 
half  filled  or  others  are  so  crowded  that  it  becomes  necessary 
that  the  first  two  grades,  and  may  be  also  the  third,  must  be  put 
on  half-time,  largely  increasing  the  work  of  the  teachers  in  the 
primary  grades  although  as  a  rule  these  teachers  receive  less 
pay  The  commission  believes  that  no  more  eight- 
room  buildings  should  be  constructed  except  buildings  of  the 
extensible  type — that  is  an  eight-room  building  should  be  built 
that  would  be  capable  of  being  extended  with  the  growth  of  the 
section  at  least  to  twelve  rooms  and  possibly,  where  the  section 
is  building  up  rapidly,  to  sixteen.  It  would  appear  that  the 
sixteen-room  building  is  a  good  type  for  the  finished  school 
building." 

With  the  probability  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when 
manual  training  will  be  introduced  into  the  grades  and  domestic 
science  for  girls  in  the  upper  grades  and  high  school  the  immense 
advantages  of  having  large  school  centers  must  be  readily  seen. 
In  fact  it  seems  to  us  that  the  only  possible  reasonable  argument 
in  favor  of  two  eight-room  buildings  is  the  simple  one  of  widely 
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distributed  population  a  condition  that  does  not  enter  into  the 
present  situation  here. 

The  opening  of  a  sixteen-room  building  on  Redington  street 
would  immediately  relieve  the  congestion  at  the  Clarke  School 
and  leave  that  building  free  to  take  care  of  only  the  district 
which  it  was  intended  to  serve.  If  a  sixteen-room  building  were 
to  be  started  this  spring  thirteen  of  its  rooms  would  be  filled  at 
completion  and  as  statistics  of  the  past  year  show  that  a  child  is 
born  every  three  days  in  Swampscott  and  families  with  children 
are  constantly  moving  into  the  Town  it  is  obvious  that  the  other 
rooms  would  not  be  long  in  tilling. 

It  is  not  at  all  improbable  that  in  September  of  the  present 
year  the  Committee  will  be  obliged  to  look  to  the  Pine  street 
building,  Odd  Fellows  hall  or  some  church  vestry  for  additional 
quarters,  perhaps  all  of  them.  The  pupils  have  got  to  be  housed 
and  the  School  Committee  has  ample  authority  to  provide 
quarters. 

A  sixteen-room  building  can  very  properly  contain  an  assem- 
bly hall  which  would  be  of  great  advantage  in  promoting  the 
work  of  the  school  system.  Here  the  classes  may  be  assembled 
for  general  work,  such  as  singing  and  drawing,  and  for  purposes 
of  entertainment.  Its  general  use  would  increase  the  interest 
the  pupil  takes  in  his  or  her  school  work  and  stimulate  the 
boy  or  girl  to  continue  through  the  entire  eight  grades.  An 
assembly  hall  has  many  advantages  and  they  should  not  be  over- 
looked by  those  who  have  a  tendency  to  discourage  the  move- 
ment for  a  sixteen-room  building. 

With  the  opening  of  a  sixteen-room  building  on  Redington 
street  many  pupils  now  sent  to  the  Farms  school  from  the  Orient 
street  district  would  come  up  to  the  new  building  and  leave  the 
Farms  school  for  the  people  of  the  district  in  which  it  is  located. 

The  cost  of  heating  a  sixteen-room  building  would  be  reduced 
to  the  minimum  as  the  size  of  the  building  would  enable  the 
establishment  of  a  heating  plant  which  would  save  a  great  deal 
of  money  in  both  coal  and  labor.  The  old  wooden  buildings 
now  in  use  afford  an  excellent  example  of  the  cost  of  heating. 
The  average  annual  expense  for  fuel  for  each  room  is  $73.50. 
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while  Lynn,  with  its  more  modern  buildings,  pays  out  only  $46 
per  room  for  its  eight-room  buildings  and  $29.35  for  its  eighteen 
and  twenty-two  room  buildings. 

When  the  schools  opened  for  the  year  in  September  the  Com- 
mittee was  obliged  to  add  three  teachers  to  the  staff,  one  at  the 
Clarke  to  give  the  principal  more  time  to  attend  to  supervision, 
one  at  the  Redington  and  another  at  the  High  school.  In  order 
to  meet  the  expense  of  this  increase  in  the  teachers'  force  the 
physical  condition  of  the  school  system  had  to  be  somewhat 
neglected  in  order  that  the  Committee  should  be  enabled  to  keep 
within  its  appropriation. 

During  the  summer  the  Beach  school  was  somewhat  remodel- 
led, a  retaining  wall  was  constructed  at  the  Machon  school,  an 
iron  fence  was  placed  along  the  retaining  wall  of  the  Farms 
school  and  a  wire  fence  in  the  rear  and  better  facilities  for  a 
Commercial  Department  were  established  at  the  High  School. 
This  was  done  by  removing  the  partition  between  a  coat  room 
and  a  class  room  and  erecting  a  new  partition  composed  largely 
of  glass  windows.  This  partition  was  set  a  fewr  feet  over  the 
line  of  a  former  class  room  and  gave  the  school  ample  room  for 
a  type-writing  department  and  at  the  same  time  left  a  class  room 
of  sufficient  size  for  commercial  purposes.  Modern  commercial 
desks  were  placed  in  the  room  and  all  the  appurtenances  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  conduct  of  this  department. 

The  grade  teachers  have  petitioned  the  Committee  for  an 
advance  in  salary  and  have  presented  facts  and  figures  to  show- 
that  their  living  expenses  have  greatly  increased  in  the  past  few 
years.  They  are  now  receiving  a  maximum  of  $100  less  a  year 
than  the  grade  teachers  of  Lynn  and  are  working  under  practically 
the  same  conditions.  It  has  been  fourteen  years  since  their  sal- 
aries have  been  advanced.  Although  it  is  not  a  particularly 
auspicious  time  to  raise  salaries  we  feel  it  to  be  our  duty  to  do  so 
and  shall  recommend  a  sufficient  increase  in  the  appropriation  to 
give  them  an  advance  of  at  least  $50  a  year  of  the  $100  which 
they  ask. 

During  the  past  fall  the  Committee  inaugurated  a  more  syste- 
matic medical  supervision  of  the  schools  and  it  is  now  in  operation 
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with  every  prospect  of  being  very  successful.  The  schools  were 
divided  into  four  districts.  The  High  and  Palmer  schools  were 
given  to  Dr.  Bicknell,  the  Redington  to  Dr.  Glidden,  the  Beach 
and  Machon  to  Dr.  Lowd  and  the  Clarke  to  Dr.  Grimes.  The 
regulations  under  which  they  work  are  as  follows  : 

Inspectors  are  required  to  visit  the  schools  to  which  they  are 
assigned  once  each  school  week,  on  a  fixed  day.  during  the  fore- 
noon session. 

They  are  to  examine  each  child  that  has  been  isolated  by  the 
teachers  as  a  possible  source  of  contagion,  and  all  those  absent 
from  school  for  a  few  days  for  no  known  reason,  and  exclude 
from  school  attendance  any  child  affected  with,  or  showing 
symptoms  of,  an  infectious  or  contagious  disease. 

The  following  affections  should  be  excluded  from  the  schools, 
without  any  delay,  and  the  patients  sent  to  their  homes:  viz.. 
measles,  diphtheria,  scarlet-fever,  whooping-cough,  mumps, 
chicken-pox,  and  any  acute  catarrhal  affections  of  the  eyes,  nose 
or  throat. 

Each  pupil  who  is  excluded  from  school  is  to  be  furnished 
with  a  card,  on  which  is  noted  the  name,  age  and  address  of  the 
pupil,  the  grade,  number  and  situation  of  the  school,  and  the 
reason  for  exclusion.    The  principal  will  keep  a  duplicate  record. 

Children  afflicted  with  pediculosis,  contagious  eye  or  skin 
diseases,  may  be  allowed  to  return  to  their  classes  temporarily. 
At  the  Inspector's  discretion  they  may  be  excluded  until  they 
bring  a  certificate  that  they  are  under  treatment,  in  which  case 
the  child  will  be  allowed  to  return  to  the  class. 

In  cases  of  repeated  refusals  to  go  under  treatment  they  should 
be  reported  to  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Health,  with  all  the 
facts  of  the  case. 

A  weekly  report,  including  the  number  examined,  the  number 
excluded,  and  the  name  address,  age  and  reason,  shall  be  made 
in  duplicate  by  each  Inspector,  and  forwarded  every  Thursday 
to  the  Board  of  Health  and  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

At  the  beginning  of  each  school  year  in  September,  the 
Inspectors  shall  make  an  examination  of  each  child  in  his  dis- 
trict for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  if  any  troubles  exist  which 
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should  be  reported  to  the  parents  for  medical  treatment.  At 
this  time  the  Inspectors  shall  also  make  the  examinations  for 
eve  defects,  as  required  by  the  school  laws. 

Children  excluded  from  the  schools  on  account  of  contagious 
or  infectious  diseases  must  not  be  allowed  to  resume  attendance 
until  thev  have  received  a  written  certificate  from  their  medical 
attendant,  or  from  the  district  Medical  Inspector,  that  their  homes 
are  free  from  contagious  diseases,  and  that  the  children  are  ready 
to  return  to  school. 

Vaccination  certificates  may  be  given  by  the  district  Medical 
Inspector. 

If,  by  reason  of  illness  or  other  cause,  an  Inspector  is  unable 
to  attend  to  his  duties,  he  must  so  report  to  the  Board  of  Health, 
and  name  his  substitute. 

During  the  summer  Mr.  William  J.  Pelo.  who  had  served  as 
superintendent  of  the  schools  for  four  years  resigned  to  take  the 
editorship  of  the  Silver,  Burdett  Company  publishing  house  of 
Boston.  Mr.  Pelo's  work  in  the  schools  had  been  of  a  most 
beneficial  chatacter  and  his  resignation  was  received  with  the 
utmost  regret.  He  left  the  schools  in  admirable  condition  for 
his  successor  Mr  Thomas  B.  Ford  of  Cambridge  and  Harvard 
University  who  was  selected  from  among  a  large  number  of 
applicants  as  the  best  qualified  to  pursue  the  duties  so  admirably 
discharged  by  Mr.  Pelo. 

It  must  be  obvious  to  the  most  casual  observer  of  school  events 
that  the  committee  is  to  be  pressed  hard  for  adequate  room  the 
coming  fall.  Instruction  must  be  furnished  to  the  pupils  who 
enter  our  schools.  The  committee  hopes  that  the  townspeople 
will  cooperate  with  it  in  facilitating  the  school  work  and  allow 
no  trifling  obstacles  to  stand  in  the  way  of  gaining  the  desired 
ends  as  quickly  as  possible. 

The  School  Committee  urges  a  more  frequent  visitation  of  the 
schools  in  order  that  citizens  may  become  conversant  of  the  work 
that  is  being  done  to  advance  the  educational  interests  of  the 
children.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  To-w)t  of  Swampscott : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  for  your  consideration 
my  first  annual  report. 

My  term  of  office  has  been  too  short  to  affect  greatly  the  con- 
dition of  your  schools.  Your  former  Superintendent,  Mr. 
William  J.  Pelo,  thoroughly  knows  educational  theories  and  this 
school  system.  Even  the  present  condition  of  our  schools  is  due 
largely  to  his  efficient  service.  In  fact  the  fall  term  was  under 
his  supervision  during  the  first  two  weeks  after  which  time  he 
resigned  to  accept  a  position  with  Silver,  Burdett  &  Company. 
A  new  man  must  make  changes  and  introduce  reforms  gradually 
when  a  system  of  schools  has  been  well  supervised.  For  this 
reason  I  have  considered  it  unwise  to  formulate  many  new 
policies  of  far  reaching  results.  I  shall  not,  however,  play  the 
part  of  a  moral  coward  by  dodging  new  issues  that  may  arise 
but  I  shall  settle  them  in  my  own  way.  Our  music  supervisor. 
Mr.  Eben  Richardson,  began  his  work  last  fall  by  filling  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Proctor.  Other 
changes  in  our  teaching  force  are  recorded  in  the  reports  of  the 
Principals.  It  is  difficult  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  work  in 
any  school  while  many  changes  are  constantly  occuring.  This 
defect  is  largely  overcome  by  the  teacher's  hearty  cooperation 
and  by  the  strength  of  the  teaching  force. 


The  Teachers. 

In  estimating  the  educational  progress  of  any  school,  one  must 
consider  the  ability  of  the  teachers  the  most  vital  factor.  All 
other  conditions  are  much  inferior  to  this  very  important  ques- 
tion.    Buildings  and  equipments  alone  will  not   make  a  good 
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school  yet  they  add  much  to  the  successful  teacher.  But  unless 
the  teacher  is  able  and  willing  to  do  good  work  the  school  must 
remain  poor  regardless  of  its  environments.  The  good  teacher 
can  accomplish  valuable  results  when  working  under  great  disad- 
vantages but  her  value  increases  in  proportion  to  the  improved 
condition  for  good  work.  Not  only  does  the  teacher  need 
equipment  and  pleasant  quarters  but  she  needs  scholarship  vastly 
more  than  all  this.  She  should  have  a  knowledge  of  the  subject 
she  is  to  teach  far  beyond  the  scope  and  thoroughness  of  her 
pupil.  The  teacher  must  know  how  to  use  her  knowledge 
wisely  and  effectively  in  teaching  minds  rather  than  subjects. 
The  efficient  teacher  extends  her  horizon  beyond  her  classroom, 
beyond  her  subject,  and  beyond  the  daily  routine  of  school-room 
work.  Fortunately  the  schools  are  provided  with  efficient 
teachers  but  they  are  not  supplied  with  pleasant  sanitary  rooms. 
The  object  in  securing  the  good  teacher  and  in  providing  modern 
buildings  and  equipment  is  to  fit  the  child  for  complete  living. 

It  has  been  previously  noted  that  the  best  work  cannot  be  done 
in  poor  and  cramped  buildings.  In  another  part  of  this  report 
our  attendance  is  shown  to  have  increased  sixty-six  over  last 
year.  The  school  was  too  large  then  for  the  number  of  teachers 
employed  and  especially  for  size  and  convenience  of  some  of  our 
buildings.  Our  largest  enrollment  for  the  fall  term  was  twelve 
hundred  and  ten.  The  increase  is  greatest  in  the  Redington, 
Clarke  and  Machon  schools.  Increased  room  is  absolutely 
necessary  in  the  Redington  school  and  the  boundary  lines  should 
be  changed  between  the  Machon,  Clarke  and  Redington  schools, 
giving  more  students  to  the  Redington  ward.  This  would  re- 
quire a  new  building.  At  the  present  rate  of  increase  there  will 
be  one  hundred  and  thirty  two  more  pupils  in  the  Redington 
school  by  January  191 2  than  there  was  enrolled  in  this  ward, 
January  191  o.  Enough  students  should  be  drawn  from  the 
Clarke  school  to  make  the  number  two  hundred.  It  should  be 
apparent  to  any  thinking  citizen  that  the  schools  cannot  continue 
to  do  good  work  without  more  room. 
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Half  Year  Promotion  Needed. 

The  scattered  condition  of  the  schools  of  Swampscott  has 
made  half  year  promotion  impracticable,  but  if  the  Beach  school 
can  be  placed  in  a  new  Redington  building,  this  much  desired 
change  in  promotions  can  be  made.  All  educators  agree  that 
half  year  promotions  are  much  better  than  the  crude  and  more 
objectionable  method  of  yearly  promotions.  Bright  pupils  are 
often  permited  to  miss  a  grade.  This  requires  the  students  to 
omit  a  large  body  of  intervening  work  in  the  course  of  study. 
This  violent  readjustment  is  so  great  that  pupils  are  often  held 
back  with  slower  classmates  because  they  are  not  possibly  able 
to  "skip  "  a  year's  work  but  many  of  such  pupils  could  safely 
be  advanced  a  half  a  year.  It  is  very  apparent  that  such  a 
system  is  best  for  the  bright  pupils  because  they  can  make  their 
promotions  oftener.  Such  conditions  also  add  to  their  interest  and 
ambition. 

The  slow  students  who  are  put  back  into  the  same  grade  at  the 
close  of  the  year's  work  are  required  to  think  the  same  old  straw 
for  another  year.  This  destroys  their  interest  in  their  work  and 
they  lose  what  little  ambition  they  formerly  had.  To  repeat  a  half 
year's  work  is  not  so  wasteful.  If  a  student  loses  a  half  year 
for  sickness  he  is  not  required  to  repeat  work  that  has  been  well 
done  because  he  is  not  able  to  work  a  half  year  in  advance  of 
his  present  standing.  It  is  also  more  convenient  to  readjust  the 
classification  of  pupils  of  different  mental  ability  by  shortening 
the  intervals  of  promotion.  The  slow  pupils  that  must  fall  back 
can  be  placed  in  the  next  lower  division  without  so  much  loss 
of  time.  No  defence  can  be  made  for  yearly  promotion  when 
conditions  will  make  a  shorter  period  possible. 

An   Effort  to  Improve  Common  Defects.  , 
It  shall  be  my  purpose  to  mention  briefly  some  defects  in  our 

school  work,  and  to  point  out  some  ends  to  be  attained  in  the 

future.    In  justice  to  our  teachers  it  should  be  said  that  these 

faults  are  not  peculiar  to  our  schools  alone. 

The  vocabulary  of  the  average  child  is  so  limited  that  he  is 

incapacitated  for  understanding  and  appreciating   the  subject 
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matter  studied.  This  deficiency  is  due  to  the  fact  that  too  little 
attention  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  words.  The  limited  amount 
of  classical  literature  afforded  by  this  community  is  also  largely 
responsible  for  this  defect.  It  goes  without  saying  that  bad 
spelling  is  too  prevalent,  and  that  this  defect  incapacitates  pupils 
for  the  great  business  affairs  of  life.  This  defect  can  be  over- 
come by  increasing  the  amount  of  good  literature  to  be  read,  and 
by  an  intelligent  and  persistent  study  of  words  as  individual 
items,  and  this  work  must  be  continued  until  students  have  a 
knowledge  of  the  sources  from  which  words  come,  and  a 
knowledge  of  their  original  significance,  the  changes  which  they 
have  undergone,  and  their  present  meanings.  They  should  also 
understand  the  parts,  prefixes  and  suffixes,  and  the  extent  to 
which  they  have  changed  in  meaning.  The  teacher  should  so 
teach  the  best  classical  literature  until  the  pupils  have  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  finest  shades  of  meaning  given  to  words  by  those 
who  use  them  as  a  means  to  embody  beauty,  express  thought, 
stimulate  emotion,  defend  opinions,  reinforce  convictions,  and 
bless  life.  This  reading  will  enable  them  to  discern  those  deli- 
cate distinctions  which  give  to  words  in  certain  relations  their 
peculiar  force.  They  will  see  that  4'  They  are  apples  of  gold  in 
pictures  of  silver."  While  they  must  know  the  meaning  of 
words  and  their  uses,  they  need  still  more  than  all  this  can  give 
them.  They  should  have  such  a  comprehension  of  thought  as 
a  unit  as  to  enable  them  to  perceive  its  message.  This  knowl- 
edge will  enable  them  to  see  with  dignity  and  propriety  what 
they  know,  think,  feel,  believe,  hope,  strive  for.  The  subtle 
meaning  of  words,  their  skilful  arrangement,  their  attractive  dic- 
tion, their  quality  of  style,  and  their  marvellous  suggestion  must 
appeal  to  them  in  some  degree  for  them  to  drink  deep  or  drink 
with  refreshing  from  Pierian  Springs. 

We  talk  much  and  learnedly  about  instructions  and  inspiration, 
and  many  who  talk  and  still  more  who  listen  have  but  vague  or 
little  ideas  of  the  words  themselves.  If  instructions  always 
carried  out  the  thought  that  some  one  is  bringing  to  another 
something  of  value,  then  the  word  contain  an  idea  for  the  person 
who  expresses  it,  and  carry  a  message  to  the  one  addressed.  If 
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it  were  a  part  of  our  general  knowledge  that  when  we  speak  of 
inspiration  we  mean  that  we  are  breathing  into  some  one  some 
thing  that  means  life  and  a  blessing,  then  it  would  serve  a  pur- 
pose which  is  so  seldom  accomplished.  Teachers  have  inspired 
pupils  to  the  extent  of  breathing  into  them  that  breath  of  life 
which  has  made  it  possible  for  them  to  become  living  souls,  and 
they  have  been  able  to  do  this  because  of  the  quality  of  their 
personality  and  the  character  of  their  culture. 

Some  words  have  acquired  a  wealth  of  meaning  because  of 
their  associations.  The  dictionary  defines  home  as  the  place  of 
abode  or  a  place  of  rest.  The  same  definition  describes  the 
roof  that  shelters  our  chickens.  A  home  means  something  more 
than  a  place  where  one  is  housed.  A  world  of  sacred  experiences 
have  been  associated  with  the  term.  It  is  a  place  made  sacred 
by  father  and  mother ;  it  is  a  place  where  authority  is  respected  ; 
it  is  a  place  where  obedience  is  cheerfully  and  promptly  renderd 
it  is  a  place  where  simple  habits  prevail  and  tenderness  is  a 
ministering  angel.  Here,  too,  opportunity  is  a  blessing  and 
ambition  is  sane  and  proper.  When  this  word  is  spoken  there 
appears  on  the  canvas  a  picture  clear  in  outline,  beautiful  in 
subject  and  inspiring  in  teaching.  With  such  a  knowledge  of 
word  history  and  word  association  the  pupil  is  able  to  under- 
stand what  others  have  read,  and  to  use  language  in  such  a  way 
as  to  indicate  that  he  is  not  a  novice  stumbling  in  the  twilight  of 
his  own  ignorance. 

It  would  be  better  for  our  children  and  better  for  the  com- 
munity with  which  they  are  or  may  be  associated,  if  the  schools 
can  give  them  better  ideas  of  facts.  These  stubborn  things  have 
always  been  with  us  and  will  remain  to  the  end.  They  should 
see,  however,  that  isolated  details,  are  difficult  to  master  and  wrhen 
mastered,  they  become  difficult  to  remember.  They  are  burdens 
increasing  in  weight  as  they  increase  in  numbers  and  as  we  add 
to  the  length  of  time  they  are  to  be  retained.  When  related  and 
we  see  this  relation,  they  are  of  service  because  they  they  give 
us  an  understanding  of  the  perseverance  involved  in  them,  and 
a  conception  of  the  teachings  they  embody.  One's  knowledge 
becomes  more  valuable  when  he  knows  a  thing  so  well  that  he 
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is  unconscious  of  his  knowledge.  We  are  learning  the  foolish- 
ness of  trying  to  become  wise  by  making  ourselves  walking  ency- 
clopedias. Unless  facts  illuminate  and  stimulate  our  investiga- 
tions, it  would  be  better  to  house  them  in  books  than  in  our 
heads.  We  are  beginning  to  learn  that  these  labors  not  only  sap 
the  vitality  out  of  life,  but  communicate  to  it  a  certain  wooden 
quality  which  takes  from  it  warnth,  richness,  and  power.  The 
man  weighed  with  details  grows  narrower  with  the  years  of 
learning  as  his  hoard  increases.  Such  a  one  has  lost  all  his  use- 
fulness when  he  has  told  the  few  things  he  knows. 

To  teach  the  child  to  read  is  indispensable  but  it  is  much 
more  important  to  teach  him  to  read  with  profit,  to  know  what 
to  read,  to  love  to  read  the  right  thing  and  to  be  able  to  pull  the 
pith  from  the  printed  page  and  make  it  a  part  of  his  being. 
Much  of  our  information  must  come  through  reading  and  good 
sense  will  not  limit  the  amount.  The  healthful  soul  loves  the 
culture  that  comes  through  reading.  As  the  plant  turns  in- 
stinctively towards  the  light  so  the  human  soul  turns  toward 
knowledge  and  every  school  ministers,  however  humbly,  to  the 
fulfillment  of  this  noblest  of  human  aspirations.  Our  intel- 
ligence is  the  divine  spot  within  us  and  the  more  we  fan  it  into 
a  flame  the  more  certainly  will  the  world  in  which  we  live  be 
enveloped  in  celestial  light  and  human  life  will  fulfill  its  divine 
purpose. 

Our  social  conditions  demand  that  we  do  much  reading  in 
order  to  prevent  excessive  materialistic  tendencies.  Our  com- 
mercial successes  tend  to  make  cowards  of  us  all.  We  are  too 
likely  to  be  blinded  by  materialism  and  we  hardly  know  whether  to 
serve«God,  or  Mammon,  but  if  we  do  our  part  in  correcting  this 
social  danger  by  providing  proper  culture,  we  shall  preserve  our 
institutions  and  our  existence.  We  must  decide  in  this  country 
whether  we  believe  in  the  goodness  of  God,  as  we  certainly  do 
in  the  dexterity  of  the  devil,  and  shape  our  national  life  accord- 
ingly and  not  be  praying  now  to  God.  and  now  to  the  devil,  and 
wondering  which  is  going  to  carry  us  off  after  all.  Good 
reading  is  a  valuable  means  of  instilling  in  the  pupil  correct 
ethical  ideals. 
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High  School. 

I  most  heartly  concur  with  the  Principal's  recommendation 
concerning  the  need  of  a  course  in  Domestic  Science.  Women's 
interests  are  constantly  being  directed  away  from  the  home  and 
the  school  should  provide  some  corrective  for  this  social  trend. 
The  homes  of  the  future  should  be  better  cared  for  and  should 
be  made  more  attractive.  A  survey  of  the  present  activities  and 
interests  of  women  indicates  the  range  of  duties  which  women 
must  be  fitted  to  perform.  In  spite  of  prejudices  and  con- 
servatism many  paths  have  been  opened  and  followed  by  an 
increasingly  large  number  of  women.  So  successful  have  women 
been  in  many  of  the  new  fields  in  which  they  have  been  employed 
such  as  some  grades  of  teaching,  librarianship  and  clerical  work, 
and  so  valuable  have  been  the  services  rendered  that  not  only 
has  public  protest  practically  ceased  but  the  right  is  freely 
accorded  to  them  to  use  their  powers  to  the  full.  In  certain 
other  fields,  and  especially  where  rank,  remuneration  and  adminis- 
tration or  even  academic  authority  bring  women  into  seemingly 
direct  competition  with  men,  obstacles  still  exist  and  barriers  are 
raised. 

In  other  fields,  again,  women  occupy  a  place  and  perform 
tasks  which  arouse  a  genuine  and  widespread  feeling  of  alarm. 
These  various  industrial  and  commercial  pursuits  which  threaten 
women's  health  are  prolonged  hours  of  toil,  insufficient  wages, 
unsanitary  surroundings  and  unprotected  machinery.  It  is  the 
duty  of  our  schools  to  help  correct  these  social  evils  by  creating 
a  better  social  estimate  of  life.  The  school  should  then,  provide 
suitable  training  for  a  self-supporting  woman  and  it  should  also 
help  her  make  her  vocation  respectable.  This  can  be  done  by 
the  school  creating  an  interest  in,  and  sympathy  for,  industry. 
The  school  should  provide  a  course  in  domestic  science  in  order 
to  increase  social  sympathy  for  the  self-supporting  class  and  at 
the  same  time  benefit  the  coming  house-wife  for  her  duties  of 
life.  A  greater  sympathy  for  others  will  tend  to  find  work  for 
the  leisure  class  women.  She  will  become  the  philanthropic, 
religious,  civic,  educational  and  aesthetic  worker,  the  volunteer 
public  servant.  The  drone  or  social  parasite,  the  woman  of 
11 
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fashion,  will  always  be  with  us,  but  she  will  not  be  the  typical 
woman  of  the  twentieth  century.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this 
class  will  be  gradually  diminished  in  response  to  the  ethical  and 
economic  standards  and  demands  of  an  advancing  civilization. 
Let  us  provide  and  hope  for  better  homes,  wider  scope  for  the 
development  of  individuality,  more  enthusiastic  appreciation  of 
the  role  of  the  family  in  the  state,  truer  protection,  more  generous 
affection,  which  will  bind  the  family  more  strongly  as  a  unit. 
These  are  some  of  the  aims  to  be  accomplished  by  furnishing 
industrial  training  for  the  girls. 

The  School  as  a  Social  Factor. 

No  school  is  worthy  of  the  name  unless  a  child  taught  therein 
comes  to  have  a  sense  of  his  personal,  community,  and  national 
responsibility.  This  knowledge  will  show  him  that  every  viola- 
tion of  rules  or  laws,  every  instance  of  malicious  destruction  of 
property,  every  manifestation  of  vandalism,  every  exhibition  of 
impudence  and  insolence,  every  form  of  disrespect  for  persons, 
places,  positions,  and  sacred  things,  help  to  make  possible  the 
development  of  an  anarchist  and  the  evolution  of  an  assassin. 
When  the  school  shall  have  come  into  its  highest  estate,  the 
child  will  grow  to  feel  his  accountability  to  himself  and  to  that 
power  which  has  given  him  life,  that  he  may  hasten  the  day 
for  which  the  world  is  toiling,  with  a  faith  manifest  in  good 
works  as  beautiful  in  spirit  as  wonderful  in  results.  Even  the 
child  should  learn  that  the  welfare  of  this  nation  does  not  rest  in 
the  hands  of  the  rulers,  but  in  the  lives  of  the  common  people. 
If  this  is  to  be  a  safe  and  wholesome  country  to  live  in,  the  mul- 
titude must  come  to  appreciate  the  fact  that  true  greatness  con- 
sists in  simplicity.  Godliness,  faithfulness,  individuality,  and 
fidelity  in  doing  one's  duty  in  the  place  in  which  he  stands.  It 
is  desired  too  that  one  be  able  and  willing  to  do  his  work  —  the 
work  that  he  has  been  fitted  by  nature  and  training  to  do.  The 
de>ire  to  walk  under  one's  own  hat ;  the  ability  to  earn  the  hat ; 
the  competency  to  do  one's  own  reading,  thinking,  voting;  the 
determination  to  represent  one's  self  and  count  one  when  stand- 
ing alone,  are  instances  of  a  working  plan  of  life  the  world 
much  needs  in  these  days. 
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Ethical  Influence  of  the  School. 
The  teacher  should  help  the  child  to  something  better  than  a 
mastery  of  text  books  if  he  is  to  do  the  work  of  life  worthily. 
His  school  experience  should  teach  him  that  he  is  loser  if  he 
makes  it  necessary  for  anyone  to  tight  for  his  rights  whether  they 
be  social,  financial,  political,  or  religious.  Not  only  should  the 
pupil  feel  charitable  toward  his  fellows  but  he  should  be  able  to 
feel  a  truth  as  well  as  to  know  it.  One  has  wisely  said ;  i4  There 
are  a  thousand  who  can  talk  for  one  who  can  think  and  a  thou- 
sand who  can  think  for  one  who  can  feel  ;  for  to  feel  is  poetry, 
philosophy,  and  religion  all  in  one."  No  school  can  assist  in 
fitting  a  child  for  life  unless  it  leads  him  to  feel  the  truth  which 
he  gathers  from  others.  Our  great  poets  have  been  the  historians 
of  the  future  and  have  lived  most  because  they  have  loved  most. 
The  thrilling  pulse  of  nature  has  startled  them  with  its  power  : 
the  wisdom  embodied  in  the  daisy  has  taught  them  of  life,  death, 
and  the  judgment  to  come.  They  have  read  the  records  written 
in  the  rocks  because  they  have  been  in  touch  with  nature. 

The  Value  of  Art  Instruction. 
The  child  should  be  taught  something  of  great  masters.  He 
must  learn  that  each  have  loved  some  form  of  nature  with  a 
great  passion  :  that  each  had  a  purpose  to  which  he  was  true 
through  appalling  suffering  ;  that  each  sweat  great  drops  of  blood 
that  our  lives  might  be  better  lived  and  that  each  opened  the 
windows  of  the  souls  of  millions  and  let  in  the  light  of  truth  and 
beauty.  A  child  should  be  led  not  only  to  see  and  to  appreciate 
the  beautiful  but  also  to  express  it  in  artistic  form.  Our  work 
in  drawing  and  painting  largely  supplies  this  need.  The  walls 
of  our  schoolrooms  are  fairly  well  decorated  with  cheap  but 
attractive  works  of  art. 

Conclusion. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  and  patrons  for  their  kind  and 
helpful  cooperation.

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Report  of  Principal  of  High  School. 

Mr.  Thomas  B.  Ford*  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Dear  Sir, — I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  fourth 
annual  report  of  the  High  School. 

Teachers. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  in  June,  19 10,  Miss  Knight  resigned 
and  has  been  spending  the  year  in  travel  abroad.  Miss  Butler, 
the  teacher  of  Science,  also  resigned  to  accept  a  similar  but  more 
attractive  position  in  the  Beverly  High  School.  Miss  Butler  had 
been  connected  with  the  school  for  the  past  five  years,  and  during 
that  time  had  proved  a  most  efficient  teacher.  Her  resignation 
was  a  source  of  much  regret.  The  places  made  vacant  by  these 
two  teachers  were  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Alma  H. 
Sander,  a  graduate  of  Boston  University,  and  a  successful 
teacher  in  the  North  Dartmouth  High  School,  and  Miss  Ethel 
L.  Hersey,  a  graduate  of  Wellesley  College,  who  had  been  doing 
excellent  work  in  the  Whitman  High  School.  Miss  Eleanor  D. 
Clement,  a  graduate  of  Mount  Holyoke  College,  was  appointed 
to  a  new  position  made  by  the  increase  in  the  size  of  the  school. 
These  new  members  of  the  teaching  staff  have  entered  upon 
their  work  with  enthusiasm,  and  are  accomplishing  good  results. 

The  School. 

The  total  enrollment  since  September,  19 10,  has  been  179, 
a  very  gratifying  increase  over  a  year  ago.  These  pupils  have 
been  seated  in  five  rooms  containing  188  desks.  It  will  be 
possible  to  place  in  these  rooms  22  more  desks,  and  as  it  is 
probable  that  the  enrollment  will  be  larger  next  year,  I,  there- 
fore, ask  that  the  above  number  of  desks  be  procured  before  the 
opening  of  the  school  in  September. 

Commercial  Department. 

During  the  summer  vacation,  one  of  the  recitation  rooms  on 
the  second  floor  of  the  school,  together  with  the  adjoining  dress- 
ing room,  was   remodeled  into  a  bookkeeping   room  and  a 
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typewriting  room  for  the  use  of  the  commercial  department.  A 
glass  partition  between  the  two  rooms  makes  it  possible,  when 
necessary,  for  one  teacher  to  take  charge  of  both  rooms  at  the 
same  time.  The  new  equipment  of  typewriting  tables,  book- 
keeping desks,  chairs  and  banking  counter  give  the  room  a  very 
business-like  appearance  ;  while  the  superior  results  which  are 
being  obtained  under  the  new  conditions  are  very  gratifying.  As 
one  of  the  pupils  said,  "  It  makes  you  feel  as  if  you  wanted  to 
work."  Another  said,  "I  wish  we  had  had  this  equipment 
when  I  was  taking  bookkeeping." 

As  an  incentive  to  acquiring  greater  proficiency  in  typewriting, 
Mr.  J.  L.  Greeley  of  Swampscott,  who  represents  the  Reming- 
ton Typewriter  Company,  has  presented  to  the  school  a  solid 
gold  medal,  which  will  be  given  to  that  pupil  who,  in  June, 
shall  do  the  best  work  in  a  competitive  test  in  this  subject. 

Lunch  Room. 

In  my  annual  report  of  two  years  ago,  I  mentioned  the  desira- 
bility of  a  lunch  room  in  the  building,  where  pupils  could,  for  a 
few  cents,  secure  at  recess  a  small  lunch  of  home  prepared  food. 
This  subject  touched  a  warm  spot  in  the  hearts  of  the  members 
of  the  Mothers'  Club,  and  at  the  opening  of  the  school  term  in 
January  the  lunch  room  became  a  reality.  The  School  Com- 
mittee arranged  in  one  of  the  rooms  in  the  basement  the  neces- 
sary counters,  closets,  shelves,  sink,  and  a  gas  range,  while  the 
Mothers'  Club  provided  the  dishes  and  cooking  utensils.  Mrs. 
Flora  C.  Graham  has  been  in  charge  of  the  lunch  room  since  its 
opening,  and  with  the  assistance  of  volunteer  members  of  the 
Mothers'  Club  has  admirably  catered  to  the  varied  tastes  of  the 
pupils. 

Alumni  Scholarship. 
The  readiness  with  which  the  many  suggestions  I  have  made 
for  imrpoving  the  conditions  of  the  school  have  been  accepted 
and  brought  to  realization  has  been  a  source  of  much  gratifica- 
tion to  me,  but  during  the  period  of  four  years  in  which  I  have 
been   principal  of  the  school,   nothing  has  given  me  greater 
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pleasure  than  the  willingness  and  alacrity  with  which  the  Alumni 
have  taken  hold  of  my  suggestion  to  provide,  yearly,  a  scholar- 
ship which  shall  be  available  during  the  first  year,  to  some 
worthy  pupil  in  the  school  who  is  preparing  for  college.  I  un- 
derstand that  such  a  scholarship  will  be  offered  by  the  Alumni 
this  year,  and  the  undertaking  deserves  the  highest  cooperation 
on  the  part  of  every  graduate  and  member  of  the  school,  both 
present  and  past. 

Prize  Speaking  Contest. 
The  annual  prize  speaking  contest  for  the  Phillips  medals  took 
place  in  High  School  on  the  evening  of  Friday,  May  27,  1910. 
The  judges,  Mr.  Joseph  A.  Ewart,  Principal  of  the  Bentley 
Grammar  School  of  Salem,  Mr.  Roy  Bergengren,  and  Mr.  Guy 
Newhall  awarded  the  medals  to  Marion  D.  Chesley,  1914,  and 
Charles  M.  Smith,  1910.  The  second  prizes,  consisting  of  a 
set  of  Longfellow's  Poems  and  a  set  of  Bryce's  "American 
Commonwealth,"  were  assigned  to  Phyllis  E.  Littlefield,  191 3, 
and  Thomas  E.  Benner,  1910. 

Class  Gift. 

The  graduating  class  of  1910  most  generously  remembered 
the  school  in  their  class  gift.  Three  large  framed  pictures,  The 
Spirit  of  '76,  Washington  Crossing  the  Delaware,  and  the  Battle 
of  Lexington,  and  a  gift  of  twenty  dollars  for  the  purchase  of 
other  pictures  will  make  a  splendid  nucleus  for  decorating  the 
wall  of  some  room  with  scenes  from  American  History. 

Manual  Training  and  Domestic  Science. 

The  classes  in  manual  training  continue  under  the  charge  of 
Mr.  William  F.  Eastwood.  The  work  in  general  has  followed 
much  along  the  lines  of  previous  vears.  In  the  second  year, 
however,  more  attention  has  been  given  to  joinery  and  pattern 
making,  and  consequently,  in  the  exhibition  in  June,  there  will 
be  seen  less  cabinet  work.  I  believe  that  the  work  in  manual 
training  should  be  extended  to  include  the  boys  in  the  sub-fresh- 
man class  and  I  hope  that  provision  for  this  may  be  made  before 
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another  year.  The  training  thus  gained  would  greatly  enhance 
the  value  of  the  course  during  the  freshman  and  sophomore 
years. 

We  have  manual  training  for  the  boys  but  nothing  corre- 
sponding to  offer  the  girls.  The  movement  for  industrial  training 
should  include  the  interests  of  girls  as  well  as  boys  and  in  order 
more  nearly  to  fulfill  our  duties  we  should  be  able  to  offer  our 
girls  instruction  in  sewing,  cooking  and  household  economics. 
It  seems  to  me  highly  desirable  that  there  should  be  introduced 
into  the  school  curriculum  some  form  of  domestic  science. 

Athletics. 

For  several  years  the  boys  of  the  school  have  had  their  base- 
ball and  football  teams  and  they  have  met  with  a  fair  amount  of 
success.  On  several  occasions  paid  coaches  have  been  secured 
by  the  Athletic  Association  but  the  small  amount  of  benefit  thus 
derived  has  been  shared  only  by  the  few  boys  who  had  been  able 
to  make  the  teams.  Until  this  year  nothing  has  been  done  for 
the  physical  development  of  the  girls.  A  few  weeks  ago  the 
School  Committee  generously  fitted  up  the  school  hall  for  their 
use.  Through  the  financial  assistance  of  the  Athletic  Association 
we  were  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Miss  Claire  Donohoe 
of  Lynn  who  has  devoted  two  afternoons  a  week  to  instructing 
those  girls  who  wished  in  physical  culture  and  basket  ball.  I 
hope  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  physical  culture  may 
be  introduced  as  an  elective  course  in  the  school.  Many  schools 
have  recently  added  to  their  faculty,  a  teacher  who,  in  addition 
to  a  small  number  of  regular  classes,  has  charge  of  the  physical 
instruction  of  the  school  and  coaches  the  athletic  teams  in  the 
afternoon.  Athletics  have  now  become  strongly  intrenched  in 
our  public  schools  and  they  should  be  properly  supervised. 

Laboratory  Apparatus. 
I  had  hoped  that  before  this  time  the  school  might  be  equipped 
with  an  up-to-date  combination  projecting  lantern  and  reflecto- 
scope.     I  fully  realize  that  it  is  impossible  to  secure  everything 
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at  once,  and  that  the  more  pressing  necessities  must  have  pre- 
cedence ;  but  if  patient  waiting  has  its  reward,  I  am  certain  this 
need  in  the  school  will  soon  be  supplied. 

When  the  physical  laboratory  apparatus  was  moved  into  the 
new  laboratory,  much  of  it  was  found  to  be  either  in  need  of 
repair  or  so  badly  corroded  as  to  be  worthless.  Consequently, 
during  the  past  three  years,  the  appropriation  for  this  depart- 
ment has  been  expended  in  replacing  rather  than  in  extending 
the  equipment.  Many  of  our  boys  are  interested  in  wireless 
telegraphy,  and  some  even  have  their  own  instruments.  On  a 
number  of  occasions,  the  teacher  has  been  forced  to  borrow  from 
these  pupils  in  order  to  bridge  over  the  difficulty  of  teaching  this 
subject  without  the  apparatus.  The  school  should  own  its  own 
wireless  equipment,  and  I  hope  that  some  provision  may  be 
made  for  the  same. 

Co-operation  from  the  Home. 

Pupils  old  enough  to  attend  the  High  School  are  old  enough 
to  study  and  study  hard,  and  not  plead  sickness  when  their  lessons 
are  less  interesting  or  more  difficult,  or  when  the  teacher  is  dis- 
inclined to  accept  poorly  prepared  lessons.  On  the  report  card 
attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  two  hours  of  home  study  is  as 
little  as  the  average  pupil  can  give  and  still  do  satisfactory  work. 
I  find  that  most  of  the  failures  come  from  those  pupils  who  tell 
their  parents  that  they  can  learn  their  lessons  in  the  study  periods 
at  school.  Under  this  pretext,  they  gain  the  sanction  of  the 
home  to  attend  the  moving  picture  shows,  read  library  books  of 
questionable  literary  value,  and  do  the  thousand  and  one  other 
things  that  present  themselves, — none  of  which  help  them  in 
mastering  mathematics,  history,  or  English  lessons.  If  parents 
w  ould  more  closely  wratch  pupils  in  their  home  study,  and  then, 
if  failure  comes,  consult  directly  with  the  teachers,  as  to  the 
cause,  and  try  the  suggestions  they  have  to  offer,  they  would  in 
most  cases  find  that  the  report  card  at  the  end  of  the  term  would 
tell  a  different  storv,  and  the  task  of  the  teacher  would  be  greatly 
lightened.

Conclusion. 

A  goodly  number  of  the  pupils  are  evidently  coming  to  school 
for  work  and  not  for  play.  The  pupils  at  all  times  find  the 
teachers  willing  to  give  them  help  and  the  ambitious  ones  are  back 
at  the  afternoon  sessions  to  acquire  it.  The  school  spirit  is 
unusually  good  and  there  is  an  apparent  feeling  of  good  will 
existing  between  pupils  and  teachers  that  cannot  fail  in  the  end 
to  be  productive  of  satisfactory  results.

Report  of  Principal  of  Clarke  School. 

Mr.  Thomas  B .  Ford,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir, — In  September  of  this  vear,  Miss  Annie  W.  Chase 
secured  a  school  in  her  home  town,  at  a  more  remunerative 
salary,  and  Miss  Grace  R.  Makepeace  of  Marston's  Mills.  Cape 
Cod,  was  selected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  second-grade  pupils  were  distributed  between  the  Red- 
ington  and  Machon  schools,  and  a  new  seventh-grade  was  opened 
in  the  second  grade  room  here,  with  Miss  Nellie  J.  Wentworth. 
as  instructor. 

Miss  Florence  Gregg  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  fifth  grade. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  little  sickness  to  prevent 
pupils'  attendance. 

We  would  urge  that  the  parents,  especially  of  the  younger 
children,  start  their  little  ones  in  time,  so  that  we  may  have  less 
tardiness,  and  we  would  encourage  many  less  requests  of  dis- 
missal. 

These  periods  lost  are  often  essential  to  the  pupils'  welfare 
and  advancement,  and  could  be  easily  avoided,  if  the  parent- 
would  consider  their  requests  more  carefully. 

The  speaking  tubes,  connecting  each  room  with  the  office, 
have  operated  imperfectly  since  their  installation,  and  their 
proper  adjustment  is  imperative. 
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The  fixtures  for  artificial  lighting  are  very  essential,  alike  for 
pupils  and  teachers. 

Each  year  the  finance  committee  acknowledges  the  wisdom  and 
justice  of  these  two  contentions  but  do  not  advise  an  appropri- 
ation sufficient  for  them  to  be  granted,  often  preventing  success- 
ful and  efficient  work.

Report  of  Principal  of  Redington  School. 

Mr.  Thomas  B.  Ford,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir, —  I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  Redington  School. 

The  most  serious  obstacle  to  the  highest  progress  of  the  Red- 
ington School  is  the  cramped,  inconvenient  and  unsanitary  con- 
dition of  the  building.  These  conditions  are  constantly  becom- 
ing worse  and  will  increase  until  the  tax  payers  fully  realize  that 
inefficiency  in  school  work  is  the  inevitable  result  of  an  over- 
crowded building.  The  first  four  grades  are  on  the  ground  fioor 
of  the  building  where  two  grades  were  originally  intended  to  be 
accommodated.  Three  years  ago,  this  change  was  made  possible 
by  tearing  down  old  partitions  and  putting  up  new  ones  of 
matched  boards.  That  was  to  be  a  temporary  arrangement  but 
we  are  still  in  the  old  building.  The  citizens  can  readily  see 
what  a  serious  handicap  this  is  to  both  the  children  and  teachers. 
With  music  lesson  or  any  concert  work  being  done  in  one  grade, 
it  is  extremely  difficult  for  the  class  in  the  next  room  to  con- 
centrate and  give  their  undivided  attention  to  their  own  class 
work.  There  are  fifty-six  pupils  in  the  fifth  grade  and  it  is 
accommodated  in  a  long,  narrow  room  lighted  from  the  back  and 
the  right  instead  of  the  left  side.  The  entrance  from  the  first 
floor  to  the  boys1'  basement  is  very  dark  and  narrow,  and  I  am 
astonished  that  the  little  boys  starting  in  for  the  first  time  are  not 
more  frightened.  Unless  the  ground  is  frozen,  the  yard  is  a 
mass  of  mud  and  that  makes  it  difficult  to  keep  the  schoolrooms 
in  good  condition. 
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We  are  expected  to  turn  out  a  certain  product  and  it  is  right 
and  proper  that  such  a  result  should  be  expected,  but  with  the 
present  accommodations  we  cannot  be  held  responsible  for  results. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  average  citizen  does  not  realize  the  con- 
ditions under  which  we  are  working. 

While  the  registration  in  the  schools  is  large,  the  daily  attend- 
ance is  not  all  that  it  might  be.  A  prolonged  epidemic  of 
mumps  has  seriously  interrupted  the  work  in  all  grades,  other- 
wise the  health  of  the  children  has  been  good.  Children  should 
be  regular  and  prompt  in  attendance.  Sickness,  and  urgent 
need  at  home  are  the  only  good  reasons  for  absence,  tardiness  or 
dismissal. 

In  September,  Miss  DeLorey  was  transferred  to  the  Machon 
School  and  Miss  Marion  Newcomb  appointed  as  assistant  in  her 
place. 

Considering  the  disadvantages  under  which  we  are  working, 
the  school  is  progressing  well.

Report  of  Principal  of  Machon  School. 

Mr.  Thomas  B.  Ford,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir,  —  During  the  summer  vacation  Miss  Catherine 
Flagg  resigned  as  teacher  of  the  third  and  fourth  grades  and 
Miss  Isabel  De  Lorey  was  transferred  from  the  Redington  Street 
school  to  take  charge  of  the  third  grade. 

Owing  to  an  overflow  Miss  Elsie  Hussey  was  obliged  to  take 
a  portion  of  the  second  grade  from  the  Clarke  school,  making  a 
class  of  over  fifty  pupils. 

Several  things  are  needed  for  improvement  as  well  as  comfort  : 
on  dark  days  it  is  almost  impossible  to  see,  which  calls  for 
lighting  ;  new  shades  for  the  windows  ;  the  roof  needs  repairing  ; 
many  of  the  blackboarks  are  out  of  repair  and  a  telephone  is 
very  essential. 

The  work  is  running  smoothly  and  the  parents  in  most  cases 
cooperate  with  the  teachers. 
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The  attendance  is  good  but  we  wish  the  parents  would  make 
a  greater  effort  to  have  their  children  on  time  thus  preventing  so 
much  tardiness.

Report  of  Principals  of  Beach  School. 

Mr.  T.  B.  Ford,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Dear  Sir, — The  pupils  of  the  Beach  School,  almost  without 
exception,  are  working  well ;  and  discipline,  the  teachers  have 
seldom  to  consider.  There  is  very  little  unnecessary  absence  or 
tardiness. 

More  material  for  Commercial  Geography  is  needed  in  the 
eighth  grade ;  and  reference  books  of  various  kinds  are  needed 
for  both  the  seventh  and  the  eighth  grades. 

The  sanitary  conditions  were  a  menace  to  the  health  of  those 
occupying  the  lower  room  during  the  early  part  of  the  fall  term  ; 
there  has  been  some  improvement  since.  The  ventilation  is 
entirely  by  the  windows,  and  those  are  very  near  the  pupils. 

Both  rooms  suffer  from  the  method  of  heating.  One  part  of 
the  room  is  comfortable,  while  the  other  is  rarely  over  60 
degrees  in  the  cold  days,  and  generally  under.

Report  of  Principal  of  Palmer  School. 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  Palmer  School  will  have  completed  its  third  year  in  June. 
The  building  has  been  much  enjoyed  by  children  and  teachers, 
and  has  proved,  on  the  whole,  very  satisfactory. 

During  this  period  several  gifts  have  been  made  to  the  school, 
i.e.,  a  picture  of  "The  Child  Handel,"  by  Mrs.  Thomas  Stanley  ; 
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4 'Meditation,"  by  the  Clarke  School  teachers;  and  a  plaster-cast 
by  Mrs.  Hutt.  All  of  which  have  found  their  niche  and  have 
been  duly  appreciated.  The  teachers'  room  has  been  partly 
furnished  with  money  received  for  tuition. 

There  are  still  some  crying  needs,  however.  We  have  no 
electric  lights  although  the  building  is  wired  for  electricity. 
The  teachers'  work  as  well  as  the  janitor's  is  hampered  all 
through  the  winter  months  on  account  of  no  lighting  facilities. 
A  telephone  is  an  absolute  necessity.  We  often  need  to  consult 
the  school  physician,  truant  officer  and  superintendent,  and  it  is 
most  inconvenient  to  be  without  a  telephone.  The  play-ground 
is  very  muddy  during  much  of  the  winter  term  and  through  the 
entire  spring  term.  Several  loads  of  gravel  are  needed  to  make 
it  fit  for  play.

Report  of  Supervisor  of  Drawing. 

Mr.  Thomas  JB .  Ford,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

My  Dear  Sir, — The  results  of  last  year's  supervision  of 
drawing  in  the  Swampscott  schools,  have  been  most  encouraging. 
I  have  found  both  pupils  and  teachers  most  responsive  to  my 
efforts,  toward  a  more  complete  course  of  drawing, — a  course 
which,  if  conscientiously  followed  out  will,  I  hope,  better  train 
the  pupil's  minds  along  artistic  lines  and  culture. 

We  do  not  aim  to  make  artists  of  the  children  but  to  help  them 
to  appreciate  good  proportion,  harmonious  color  and  teach  them 
principles  of  appearance  perspective  and  mechanical  drawing. 

Good  workmanship  is  a  most  essential  factor  in  drawing  and 
for  that  reason,  many  subjects  were  given  last  April  and  May 
which  demanded  careful  designing  and  working.  In  the  fourth 
and  sixth  grades,  models  were  made  of  brass,  which  were  de- 
signed by  the  pupils  themselves  and  the  picture  frames  and  cal- 
endars proved  to  be  a  most  useful  article.  Weaving  was  intro- 
duced in  the  fifth  grade  and  the  original  border  designs  in  the 
cloth  bags  were  excellently  done.    The  nine  difficult  problems 
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of  the  seventh  grade  in  makiag  a  waste-paper  basket  from  book 
binders'  linen,  called  for  care  in  construction  and  original  de- 
signing. The  results  were  very  satisfactory.  Woodblock  print- 
inting  upon  a  Russia  crash  table  runner  was  taken  up  by  eighth 
grade  pupils  and  their  designs  and  execution  of  this  work  was 
most  praiseworthy.  The  stencilled  pillows,  tooled  leather  mats 
and  hand  decorated  fans,  worked  out  by  freehand  classes  of  the 
High  School,  showed  the  practical  appreciation  of  the  manual 
training  to  home  decoration. 

Good  drawing  with  the  pencil  and  brush  seems  to  be  the  most 
difficult  form  of  drawing  for  pupils  and  much  practice  is  given 
in  object  drawing,  composition  and  perspective  in  all  grades. 
September  and  October  offer  rich  opportunities  for  natural 
study,  and  this  is  the  time  for  careful  study  of  flowers,  form  and 
color  harmonies.  An  anatomical  sheet,  illustrating  the  dimen- 
sions of  color  and  its  harmonies,  was  made  by  each  grade  and  it 
is  hoped  that  this  will  help  to  train  the  color  sense,  which  plays 
an  important  role  in  every-day  life. 

Accuracy  in  detail  and  measurements  is  a  most  necessary  part 
of  the  course,  and  for  this  reason  much  stress  is  laid  upon  the 
mechanical  side.  Measuring  to  dictation  in  all  grades  is  given 
and,  after  entering  the  fourth  grade,  the  pupil  is  given  compasses 
to  work  with.  Patterns  for  construction  and  view  drawings  are 
studied.  Simple  principles  of  projection,  demanding  use  of 
instruments,  are  introduced  in  the  seventh  grade  and  working- 
drawing  of  objects,  demanding  scale  work  are  taken  up  in  both 
seventh  and  eighth  grades. 

The  art  of  lettering  and  good  spacing  of  the  same  is  difficult. 
All  grades  are  given  a  certain  type  of  letter  to  study,  followed  by 
spacing  of  mottoes,  quotations,  signs  and  advertisements. 

Mechanical  drawing  in  the  High  School  has  improved  rapidly 
and  four  separate  classes  are  doing  excellent  work  along  these 
lines.  Pupils  electing  this  course  are  given  training  in  con- 
structive problems  for  the  practical  in  the  use  of  instruments  and 
inking  of  same;  progressing  to  the  more  difficult  work  in  ortho- 
graphic projection,  working  drawing,  machine  details,  scale 
drawing,  isometric  and  intersections  of  solids.    This  preliminary 
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training  should  prove  invaluable  to  those  who  anticipate  enter- 
ing college,  and  many  of  the  problems  taught  are  taken  directly 
from  college  courses. 

Let  me  thank  the  Board  and  Superintendent  for  their  interest 
and  cooperation.  Let  me  also  speak,  here,  of  the  excellent  sup- 
port which  the  teachers  have  given  me  in  my  efforts  to  raise  the 
standard  of  drawing  in  the  schools.  Drawing  is  not  the  easiest 
subject  for  some  teachers  to  cope  with  and  I  wish  to  thank  all 
for  their  hearty  response.

Report  of  Supervisor  of  Music. 

To  Mr.  T.  B .  Ford,  Super intendent  of  Schools : 

I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  submit  my  first  report  as  Super- 
visor of  Music  for  the  public  schools  of  Swampscott. 

In  taking  charge  of  any  department,  in  the  business  of  this 
life,  whether  educational,  industrial,  political,  or  otherwise,  it 
takes  some  time  for  the  incumbent  to  get  shaken  down  to  the 
position,  but  in  the  present  case  the  Supervisor  finds  the  schools 
all  in  good  condition  generally  speaking. 

The  material  in  use  in  the  Seventh  grade  (Miss  Went  worth) 
Clarke  School,  and  the  Second  grade  of  the  Redington  and 
Machon  is  obsolete  and  antiquated,  and  has  been  somewhat  of  a 
handicap,  but  the  spirit  of  these  rooms,  is  something  splendid, 
although  we  might  say  this  for  the  whole  Town. 

The  aim  in  handling  children's  voices  is  not  to  develop  but  to 
preserve,  and  to  give  them  a  working  knowledge  of  the  subject. 
Children,  especially  very  young  should  sing  with  the  soft  head 
tone,  and  in  doing  so,  will  produce  the  most  beautiful  musical 
tone  known. 

To  quote  from  another  article  written  by  the  Supervisor  some 
years  ago.  The  day  has  gone  by  when  music  is  considered  an 
experiment  or  luxury  when  considered  as  part  of  the  curriculum 
of  the  school  system.  Any  study  that  enters  into  the  after  life 
of  mankind,  to  give  enjoyment  to  the  masses,  by  either  relaxation, 
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or  instruction,  is  well  worth  the  price  we  pay  for  it,  and 
whether  we  give  them  simple  or  commonplace,  or  artistic  results, 
someone  will  be  satisfied,  and  remember  it  in  after  vears  with 
pleasant  feelings. 

Of  course,  we  do  not  expect  to  make  the  girls  all  Xordicas, 
nor  the  boys  all  DeReskes,  but  there  are  many  instances,  when 
having  made  in  after  life  a  success  of  music,  they  can  trace  the 
beginning  to  the  public  school. 

The  first  year's  work  is  wholly  imitative.  Rote  songs,  motion 
songs,  learning  the  scale  names,  the  scale  from  imitation,  by  any 
means  that  appeal  to  the  childish  imagination.  Toward  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  we  teach  them  the  intervals. 

The  second  year's  work  is  an  advance  rote  or  imitation  year, 
during  which  we  teach  the  staff  and  a  few  of  the  signs  that  go 
with  it,  simple  intervals,  simple  sight  reading  exercises,  with 
shifting  4ido,"  also  continuing  rote  and  motion  songs. 

The  third  year,  is  the  start  of  technical  training  with  all  the 
signs  and  symbols  connected  with  the  study.  After  this  year  we 
drop  all  rote  singing,  and  confine  ourselves  entirely  to  learning 
the  interv  als,  so  that  the  printed  page  becomes  actually  a  mirror 
which  reflects  something  that  finds  utterance  through  the  voice. 

From  this  we  go  up,  taking  difficulty  after  difficulty  and  sur- 
mounting them  until  we  encounter  the  changing  boy's  voice,  in 
either  the  seventh  or  eighth  grade. 

This  paper  is  far  too  brief  for  a  discussion  of  this  phase  of  the 
work,  but  we  think  that  by  hard  work  we  can  reduce  any  retard- 
ing of  the  work  to  a  minimum. 

The  chorus  at  the  High  School  has  started  in  well,  and  at 
graduation  we  hope  to  give  a  good  accounting. 

In  conclusion,  would  state  that  the  supervisor  has  been 
received  very  cordially  and  pleasantly  by  the  teachers,  who  have 
given  him  all  the  assistance  in  their  power,  and  this  combined 
with  the  fact  that  many  of  the  scholars  are  children  of  his  friends, 
and  in  some  cases  offsprings  of  old  schoolmates,  makes  it  more 
like  a  home  coming,  than  assuming  charge  of  a  new  position.

During  the  year  one  case  of  truancy  has  been  prosecuted  in 
the  police  court  and  the  boy  placed  on  probation  writh  the  result 
that  he  is  now  attending  school  regularly  and  doing  good  work. 
The  chief  ground  upon  which  the  complaints  made  to  the  truant 
officer  are  based  is  that  the  parents  keep  their  children  out  of 
school  for  trivial  reasons  which  are  not  recognized  as  excusable 
absence  under  the  educational  laws  of  the  State.  These  cases 
when  called  to  the  attention  of  the  parents  are  usually  rectified 
without  trouble  but  other  cases  still  continue  to  arise  which  make 
the  number  of  inexcuseable  absences  look  large. 

During  the  investigation  of  the  cases  of  absence  one  case  of 
apparently  neglected  children  was  found  and  reported  to  the 
Chief  of  Police  wrho  according  to  law  handles  such  cases.

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Medical  Inspection  of  Schools. 

Chapter  502,  Acts  of  1906,  provides  as  follows: 

APPOINTMENT   OF   SCHOOL   PHYSICIANS,  ETC. 

Section  i.  The  school  committee  of  every  city  and  town  in 
the  Commonwealth  shall  appoint  one  or  more  school  physicians, 
shall  assign  one  to  each  public  school  within  its  city  or  town, 
and  shall  provide  them  with  all  proper  facilities  for  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  as  prescribed  in  this  act :  provided,  how- 
ever, that  in  cities  wherein  the  Board  of  Health  is  already  main- 
taining or  shall  hereafter  maintain  substantially  such  medical 
inspection  as  this  act  requires,  the  Board  of  Health  shall  appoint 
and  assign  the  school  physician. 

examination  and  diagnosis  to  be  made. 

Sect.  2.  Every  school  physician  shall  make  a  prompt  exam- 
ination and  diagnosis  of  all  children  referred  to  him  as  herein- 
after provided,  and  such  further  examination  of  teachers,  janitors 
and  school  buildings  as  in  his  opinion  the  protection  of  the  health 
of  the  pupils  may  require. 

Sect.  3.  The  school  committee  shall  cause  to  be  referred  to  a 
school  physician  for  examination  and  diagnois  every  child  return- 
ing to  school  without  a  certificate  from  the  Board  of  Health  after 
absence  on  account  of  illness  or  from  unknown  cause  ;  and  every 
child  in  the  schools  under  its  jurisdiction  who  shows  signs  of 
being  in  ill  health  or  suffering  from  infectious  or  contagious 
disease,  unless  he  is  at  once  excluded  from  school  by  the  teacher : 
except  that  in  the  case  of  schools  in  remote  and  isolated  situa- 
tions the  school  committee  may  make  such  other  arrangements  as 
may  best  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act. 
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NOTICE   TO   BE   SENT   TO   PARENT   OR  GUARDIAN. 

Sect.  4.  The  School  Committee  shall  cause  notice  of  the 
disease  or  defects,  if  any,  from  which  any  child  is  found  to  be 
suffering  to  be  sent  to  his  parent  or  guardian.  Whenever  a 
child  shows  symptoms  of  small-pox,  scarlet  fever,  measles, 
chicken  pox,  tuberculosis,  diphtheria  or  influenza,  tonsilitis, 
whooping  cough,  mumps,  scabies  or  trachoma,  he  shall  be  sent 
home  immediately,  or  as  soon  as  safe  and  proper  conveyance 
can  be  found  and  the  Board  of  Health  shall  at  once  be  notified. 


TESTS   OF   SIGHT   AND   HEARING   AND   EXAMINATION  FOR 
DISABILITY   OR  DEFECTS. 

Sect.  5.  The  School  Committee  of  every  city  and  town  shall 
cause  every  child  in  the  public  schools  to  be  separately  and  care- 
fully tested  and  examined  at  least  once  in  every  school  year  to 
ascertain  whether  he  is  suffering  from  defective  sight  or  hearing 
or  from  any  other  disability  or  defect  tending  to  prevent  his 
receiving  the  full  benefit  of  his  school  work,  or  requiring  a 
modification  of  the  school  work  in  order  to  prevent  injury  to  the 
child  or  to  secure  the  best  educational  results.  The  tests  of  sight 
and  hearing  shall  be  made  by  teachers.  The  Committee  shall 
cause  notice  of  any  defect  or  disability  requiring  treatment  to  be 
sent  to  the  parent  or  guardian  of  the  child,  and  shall  require  a 
physical  record  of  each  child  to  be  kept  in  such  form  as  the  State 
Board  of  Education  shall  prescribe. 

Sect.  6.  The  State  Board  of  Health  shall  prescribe  the 
directions  for  tests  of  sight  and  hearing  and  the  State  Board  of 
Education  shall,  after  consultation  with  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  prescribe  and  furnish  to  school  committees  suitable  rules 
of  instruction,  test-cards,  blanks,  record  books  and  other  useful 
appliances  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  act,  and  shall 
provide  for  pupils  in  the  normal  schools  instruction  and  practice 
in  the  best  methods  of  testing  the  sight  and  hearing  of  children, 
The  State  Board  of  Education  may  expend  during  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred  and  six  a  sum  not  greater  than  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
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ars,  and  annually  thereafter  a  sum  not  greater  than  five  hundred 
dollars  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  material  required  by 
this  act. 

EXPENSES. 

Sect.  7.  The  expenses  which  a  city  or  town  may  incur  by 
virtue  of  the  authority  herein  vested  in  the  School  Committee  or 
Board  of  Health,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  not  exceed  the  amount 
appropriated  for  that  purpose  in  cities  by  the  city  council  and  in 
towns  by  a  town  meeting.  The  appropriation  shall  precede  any 
expenditure  or  any  indebtedness  which  may  be  incurred  under 
this  act,  and  the  sum  appropriated  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient 
appropriation  in  the  municipality  where  it  is  made.  Such  ap- 
propriation need  not  specify  to  what  section  of  the  act  it  shall 
apply,  and  may  be  voted  as  a  total  appropriation  to  be  applied 
in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the  act. 

Sect.  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember in  the  year  nine  hundred  and  six. 
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[Revised  Laws,  Chapter  44.] 
SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE. 

ATTENDANCE   COMPULSORY    BETWEEN    SEVEN    AND  FOURTEEN 
YEARS  OF  AGE. 

Section  i  .  Every  child  between  seven  and  fourteen  years  of 
age  shall  attend  some  public  day  school  in  the  city  or  town  in 
which  he  resides  during  the  entire  time  the  public  day  schools 
are  in  session,  subject  to  such  exceptions  as  to  children,  places 
of  attendance  and  schools  as  are  provided  for  in  Section  3  of 
Chapter  42,  and  Section  3,  5  and  6  of  this  Chapter.  The 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  or,  if  there  is  no  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  the  School  Committee,  or  teachers  acting  under  author- 
ity of  said  superintendent  or  committee,  may  excuse  cases  of 
necessary  absence.  The  attendance  of  a  child  upon  a  public 
day  school  shall  not  be  required  if  he  has  attended  for  a  like 
period  of  time  a  private  day  school  approved  by  the  School 
Committee  of  such  city  or  town  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  following  section,  or  if  he  has  been  otherwise  instructed  for 
a  like  period  of  time  in  the  branches  of  learning  required  by  law 
to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools,  or  if  he  has  already  acquired 
such  branches  of  learning,  or  if  his  physical  or  mental  condition 
is  such  as  to  render  his  attendance  inexpedient  or  impracticable. 
Every  person  having  under  his  control  a  child  as  described  in 
this  section  shall  cause  him  to  attend  school  as  herein  required  : 
and  if  he  fails  for  five  day  sessions  or  ten  half-day  sessions  within 
any  period  of  six  months  while  under  such  control  to  cause  such 
child,  whose  physical  or  mental  condition  is  not  such  as  to  ren- 
der his  attendance  at  school  harmful  or  impracticable,  so  to 
attend  school,  he  shall,  upon  complaint  of  a  truant  officer  and 
conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty 
dollars.  Whoever  induces  or  attempts  to  induce  a  child  to 
absent  himself  unlawfully  from  school,  or  employs  or  harbors  a 
child  who,  while  school  is  in  session,  is  absent  unlawfully  from 
school  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars. 
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Report  of  the  Library  Trustees. 


From  the  Librarian's  statement  we  gather  the  information 
that  the  general  standing  and  affairs  of  the  Library  show  no 
particular  change  over  previous  years.  The  importance  of 
providing  adequate  facilities  for  the  addition  of  more  books  and 
for  the  ready  reference  and  distribution  of  the  volumes  that  the 
Library  may  contain  grows  more  and  more  a  pressing  question 
as  time  goes  on.  At  a  late  Town  Meeting  a  step  was  taken  to 
consider  this  question  by  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  of 
four  citizens  together  with  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees  to  take 
the  matter  into  consideration  and  report  their  recommendations 
at  some  future  meeting  of  the  Town.  The  Committee  held  a 
meeting  and  considerable  discussion  was  had  relative  to  what 
could  be  done  to  provide  more  room,  and  wrhile  no  definite 
opinion  was  reached,  that  would  enable  the  Committee  to  report, 
it  seemed  to  be  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  any  other  plan  than 
to  provide  a  special  building  for  the  Library  would  be  impracti- 
cal. The  financial  affairs  of  the  Library  are  reported  in  the 
general  reports  of  the  Town  and  appear  on  other  pages  of  this 
volume.  During  the  year  the  Library  has  received  the  gift  of 
several  books  of  reference,  for  which  the  Board  of  Trustees 
extend  to  the  donors  the  thanks  of  the  citizens  and  the  Library 
Board.  The  Trustees  desire  to  mention  that  gifts  of  anything 
useful  to  the  Library  will  be  very  acceptable,  and  of  useful 
articles,  there  are  many  besides  money  and  books,  such  as  records 
of  all  kinds  that  tend  to  show  the  history  of  the  Town,  together 
with  articles  that  have  a  local  interest,  that  can  be  used  to  adorn 
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the  walls  of  some  future  Library  building.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  such  articles  will  be  borne  in  mind  by  the  citizens  when 
opportunity  offers.  To  the  Librarian  and  her  assistants  for  the 
faithful  work  that  they  have  done  during  the  past  years  we  make 
appreciative  mention.    This  report  is  respectfully  submitted.

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Report  of  Park  Commissioners. 


Swampscott,  January  31,  1910. 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott : 

The  Board  of  Park  Comissioners  respectfully  submit  herewith 
its  annnual  report  for  the  season  of  19 10. 

Organization  :  Arthur  T.  Tapper,  Chairman  ;  Robert  Leslie  :

Blaney  Beach  Reservation. 

Mr.  Horace  W.  Blanchard's  services  were  retained  as  Super- 
tendent  and  he  has  attended  to  the  duties  of  this  office  in  a  capable 
and  conscientious  manner. 

The  most  important  work  done  during  the  year  was  in  connec- 
tion with  the  repairs  on  the  fish  house,  which  was  badly  damaged 
by  the  storm  of  December  25,  1909.  The  shingles  on  the  south 
side  were  torn  away  by  the  gale  and  waves,  and  the  underpin- 
ing  and  mason  work  were  impaired  or  carried  away.  The  east 
end  was  saved  and  protected  by  the  granolithic  driveway  which 
had  been  laid  the  year  before.  To  this  fact,  alone,  is  due  the 
lack  of  damage  to  this  end  of  the  fish  house  :  Therefore,  the 
Commission  cannot  too  strongly  recommend  that  the  entire  build- 
ing be  surrounded  by  granolithic  surface  and  for  the  purpose  we 
would  ask  for  a  special  appropriation  of  $650.00. 

Copper  gutters  have  also  been  placed  around  the  entire  build- 
ing, the  old,  galvanized  iron  gutters  having  become  inadequate 
for  the  purpose  required.     New  wooden  sills  were  put  in  on  the 
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south  side  and  new  concrete  floors  placed  in  several  of  the  tenants 
compartments. 

The  shut-off  on  the  southeast  side  of  the  fish  house,  which 
was  exposed  and  therefore  liable  to  freezing,  was  enclosed  in  the 
granolithic  work  to  the  depth  of  three  feet.  This  shut-off  is  now 
well  protected  against  the  elements. 

A  portion  of  the  sea  wall  west  of  the  band  stand,  which  had 
been  undermined  and  torn  away  by  the  storm,  the  foundation  not 
being  strong  enough  to  withstand  the  earth  pressure  and  high 
seas,  was  rebuilt  and  filled  with  gravel  and  loam  covering,  and 
every  precaution  taken  in  the  way  of  construction,  so  as  to  avoid 
as  much  as  possible  any  further  trouble  in  this  regard. 

We  would  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $75.00  be 
made  to  enable  the  Commission  to  replace  the  old  style  drinking 
fountains  with  the  modern  and  approved  bubble  system.  Accord- 
ing to  the  new  law,  which  was  passed  in  the  Legislature  this  past 
year,  public  drinking  cups  must  be  abolished  :  Therefore,  the 
old  fountains  are  practically  useless,  except  to  those  carrying  their 
own  drinking  cups.  Considered  from  a  hygienic  view  point, 
this  is  an  improvement  which  is  both  practical  and  sanitary. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  that  it  would  be  advisable 
to  lay  a  concrete  sidewalk  the  length  of  Blaney  Beach,  terminating 
at  the  fish  house,  as  the  present  walk  is  in  a  deplorable  condition 
in  stormy  weather.  We  think  the  small  cost  of  putting  in  this 
sidewalk  would  greatly  enhance  the  attractiveness  of  the  beach, 
besides  adding  to  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  pedestrians. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  the  small  plot  of  land  on  the 
easterly  end  of  the  beach  was  not  expended,  as  the  Commission, 
after  receiving  expert  advice,  concluded  that  it  was  insufficient 
to  properly  complete  the  work. 

For  repairs  and  maintenance  on  this  Reservation,  we  recom- 
mend that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $700.00  and  receipts. 

There  is  no  available  space  at  present  to  be  had  in  the  fish 
house.

Monument  Avenue  Reservation. 

It  was  deemed  advisable  by  the  Commission  this  past  season 
to  call  for  bids  on  the  care  of  this  reservation.  The  following 
bids  were  received  and  recorded  :

The  contract  was  awarded  to  Mr.  George  Newhall,  he  being 
the  lowest  bidder. 

The  main  efforts  of  the  Commission  as  regards  this  section 
were  devoted  to  the  improving  and  beautifying  of  the  entire  res- 
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ervation.  The  shrubbery,  which  had  been  neglected  for  several 
seasons,  was  found  to  be  in  a  bad  condition,  and  Mr.  John  T. 
Erickson  was  employed  to  prune  and  trim  the  shrubbery,  reset 
many  of  the  bushes  and  refill  with  new  loam.  Some  twenty- 
rive  loads  of  loam  were  used  in  connection  with  this  work. 

The  strip  of  land  lying  between  the  two  traveled  roadways 
was  found  unprotected  and  corner  stones  were  laid  to  protect 
same  from  automobiles,  teams  and  other  vehicles.  This  strip  of 
land  was  also  replanted  with  young  shrubbery  and  granite  walks 
placed  between  both  roadways  for  the  use  of  pedestrians.  This 
was  also  resodded  around  the  edges.  On  the  Monument  Ave- 
nue end  of  the  reservation,  where  the  shrubbery  was  so  high  and 
thick  as  to  obstruct  the  view  of  approachiug  vehicles,  said  shrub- 
bery was  removed  by  last  year's  Commission,  leaving  an  open 
space.  This  has  been  rilled  in  with  attractive  flower  plots  of 
various  shapes  and  designs,  making  a  most  agreeable  approach 
to  the  Monument  Avenue  reservation  from  all  directions.  This 
work  was  given  to  Mr.  John  T.  Erickson  at  the  price  agreed 
upon,  namely,  $65.00.  Also,  in  the  fall  of  19 10,  Mr.  Erickson 
was  engaged  by  the  Commission  to  plant  tulip  bulbs  on  these 
same  plots  at  the  cost  of  $75.00,  he  agreeing  to  give  them 
proper  care  during  the  entire  spring  and  remove  and  care  for 
same  preparatory  to  planting  summer  shrubbery. 

The  Commission  at  this  time  would  ask  an  appropriation  of 
$500.00  to  continue  this  work  for  the  coming  spring  and  sum- 
mer seasons,  and  also  to  take  further  care  of  the  shrubbery, 
thereby  saving  same  from  deteriorating,  as  has  heretofore  been 
the  case. 

The  Commission  had  a  survey  taken  of  the  boundary  of  the 
extreme  end  of  this  reservation,  bordering  upon  the  Edgar  Shaw 
and  Emile  Guay  properties.  It  was  found  that  both  these 
properties  were  encroaching  upon  the  public  reservation,  the 
Shaw  property  being  some  six  feet  beyond  and  the  south  corner 
of  the  roof  of  the  Guay  house  extending  some  six  or  eight  inches 
beyond.  Both  of  these  parties  were  notified  and  appeared 
before  the  Commission,  signing  quitclaim  deeds,  thereby  giving 
up  all  right  to  any  property  of  the  reservation  taken  and  occu- 
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pied  by  them,  these  deeds  being  properly  recorded  with  the  Reg- 
istrar of  Deeds  at  Salem,  by  the  Town  Counsel. 

Paradise  Road  Playgrounds. 

The  Commission  has  kept  the  playgrounds  in  suitable  condi- 
tion this  season  to  meet  all  possible  requirements  on  the  part  of 
the  base  ball  and  foot  ball  players.  Also,  flooding  the  grounds 
during  the  freezing  periods  to  enable  the  children  to  have  good 
skating. 

Several  loads  of  loam  were  used  to  fill  in  and  level  off  the 
base  ball  diamond ;  also  several  new  benches  were  placed  around 
the  field  for  the  convenience  of  those  desirous  of  watching  the 
sports. 

The  Commission  favors  the  placing  of  sand  pits  and  swings 
on  the  small  diamond,  the  Norfolk  avenue  end  of  the  play- 
ground, to  give  the  smaller  children  an  opportunity  to  play  with- 
out danger  of  injury  or  interruptions. 

For  improvements  and  maintenance,  we  recommend  that  the 
sum  of  $300.00  be  appropriated.

7o  the  Citizens  of  the  7  own  of  Swampscott : 

As  Water  Commissioners  we  respectfully  submit  the  thirteenth 
annual  report,  or  what  has  been  done  in  the  Water  Department 
during  the  year  1910. 

A  great  deal  new  construction  has  been  accomplished  in  19 10 
under  vote  of  the  Town  at  its  annual  and  adjourned  meetings, 
which,  in  the  near  future  is  bound  to  produce  a  good  revenue 
upon  the  amount  invested. 

The  consumption  of  water  during  the  past  year  has  shown  an 
increase,  as  expected,  though  possibly  not  more  than  the  natural 
increase  in  population ;  82  new  services  have  been  added  in  the 
past  twelve  months  and  43  houses  were  vacant  on  January  1,  not 
including,  of  course,  the  summer  colony.

The  Metropolitan  assessment  for  the  year  1910  was  $9,547.88, 
the  final  figures  showing  a  slight  reduction  over  the  estimate  of 
$9,600  reported  last  spring ;  the  assessment  for  the  current  year 
as  estimated  by  the  Metropolitan  Engineers  is  $10,750,  this  will 
probably  show  a  slight  change  when  the  State  Treasurer's  figures 
are  finally  made  up  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature. 

The  matter  of  disposing  of  the  idle  land  on  Pine  street  has 
been  repeatedly  brought  to  our  attention  during  the  last  year, 
and  we  state  our  position  plainly  upon  this  matter  that  we 
believe  it  would  be  policy  for  the  Town  to  sell  the  larger  part 
of  this  land  and  by  so  doing  the  conditions  there  could  be  greatly 
improved  and  valuable  property  added  to  the  assessed  valuation 
of  the  Town.  We  can  see  nothing  the  Town  needs  this  land 
for  after  lying  unimproved  for  thirteen  years  with  practically  no 
income. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  usual  $3,000  be  appropriated 
for  new  construction  this  year.

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Report  of  the  Sewer  Commissioners. 


The  duties  of  the  Sewer  Board  having  been  transferred  to  the 
Water  Board  by  Act  of  the  Legislature  in  the  spring  of  1009,  as 
Sewer  Commissioners,  we  herewith  respectfully  submit  the 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  191 1. 

During  the  year  we  have  proceeded  with  the  work  as  laid  out 
at  the  Annual  Meeting  and  at  subsequent  meetings  of  the  Town, 
and  sewers  have  been  completed  in  Paradise,  Farragut,  Devens, 
Sheridan  and  Elmwood  roads;  Redington,  Highland,  Phillips, 
and  Essex  streets ;  Monument  and  Suffolk  avenues  and  Orient 
Court. 

The  work  on  Crescent  street  has  not  as  yet  been  completed 
much  to  our  regret  owing  to  serious  setbacks  and  the  lateness  of 
the  season  before  which  we  were  unable  to  get  this  sewer  started. 

In  the  streets  above  mentioned  we  have  laid  500  feet  of  10 
inch  sewer,  4,Soo  feet  of  8  inch,  1,300  feet  of  6  inch  and  2,600 
feet  of  particular  and  underdrain  sewers  and  in  doing  this  work 
it  was  necessary  to  remove  over  500  cubic  yards  of  ledge. 

At  the  Pumping  Station  we  have  retubed  one  of  the  boilers  at 
a  cost  of  $200,  a  saving  being  made  by  doing  the  work  with  our 
own  men,  and  a  very  satisfactory  job  was  done  ;  we  find  it  will 
be  necessary  to  retube  the  other  one  the  coming  season  and  also 
make  repairs  upon  the  pumps. 

We  would  recommend  that  one  of  the  engines  at  the  station 
be  replaced  with  a  direct  driven  motor  as  an  emergency  plant  in 
case  of  any  serious  trouble  to  our  steam  plant. 

A  matter  of  a  very  urgent  nature  which  must  be  attended  to 
this  year  is  the  abating  of  a  nuisance  which  exists  at  the  rear  of 
the  pumping  plant  upon  the  premises  of  Samuel  X.  Brown 
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caused  by  the  leaking  of  the  force  main,  a  portion  of  this  main 
has  been  recaulked  and  reinforced  at  prior  dates  and  it  will  be 
necessary  to  complete  the  work  or  trouble  will  continue  much  to 
the  discomfort  of  the  Ocean  House  people  and  others. 

We  would  recommend  that  $2,000  be  appropriated  to  carry 
out  the  above  work.

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Report  of  the  Surveyor  of  Highways. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Sivampscott : 

During  the  past  year  2,175  tons  of  crushed  rock  have  been 
used  on  the  different  streets  of  the  Town. 

The  following  streets  have  been  macadamized  : 

Humphrey  street,  on  both  sides  of  the  car  tracks,  from  the 
Soldiers'  Monument  to  Humphrey  terrace.  On  this  street,  at 
the  Stanley  and  Albree  estates,  the  curbstone  has  been  raised 
from  nothing  to  ten  inches,  the  sidewalks  have  been  re-concreted 
and  a  large  overflow  catch-basin  constructed.  This  part  of 
Humphrey  street  has  not  been  resurfaced  since  the  building  of  the 
main  sewer,  at  which  time  the  grade  of  the  street  was  changed. 

On  Humphrey  street,  from  Humphrey  terrace  to  Orient 
court,  on  Orient  street,  both  sides  of  the  street  have  been  picked 
up,  resurfaced  with  crushed  rock,  and  then  rolled. 

Farragut  road,  from  Grant  road  to  the  State  highway. 

All  of  Railroad  avenue. 

Burrill  street,  from  the  cross  walk  at  Thomas'  store  to  the 
cross  walk  at  Jeffers'  store. 

Middlesex  avenue,  from  Burrill  street,  easterly  for  a  distance 
of  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet. 

Burrill  street,  from  the  State  highway  for  a  distance  of  about 
one  hundred  feet,  on  New  Ocean  street,  a  large  catch-basin  has 
been  constructed  and  the  gutter  concreted  for  a  distance  of  about 
fifty  feet. 

Monument  avenue  at  the  Alden  Sleeper  estate,  for  a  distance 
of  about  125  feet  has  been  mecadamized,  paved  gutters  which 
crossed  the  street  at  this  point  have  been  removed  and  a  catch- 
basin  constructed. 
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Monument  avenue  from  Burrill  street  to  Elmwood  road, 
where  a  sewer  was  constructed,  has  been  picked  up,  the  line  of 
the  trench  filled  with  crushed  rock,  and  the  road  rolled  with  the 
steam  roller. 

Streets  have  been  graveled  as  follows  : 

Blaney  street,  from  Redington  street  to  Humphrey  street. 

Phillips  street,  from  Claremont  terrace  to  Humphrey  street. 

Thomas  road,  from  Farragut  road  to  Walker  road. 

Sheridan  road,  from  Walker  road  to  Redington  street. 

Elmwood  road,  from  Sheridan  road  to  Monument  avenue, 
also  from  Hardy  road,  for  a  distance  of  about  200  feet. 

Fuller  avenue,  from  Greenwood  terrace  to  Redington  street. 

Walker  road,  from  Banks  road  to  the  Boston  and  Maine  rail- 
road bridge. 

Essex  avenue,  from  Essex  street  nearly  to  Columbia  street. 

Eulow  street,  from  Mostyn  street  to  Beach  Bluff  avenue. 

Beach  Bluff  avenue,  from  Eulow  street  to  Humphrey  street. 

Salem  street,  from  Vinnin  street  to  Humphrey  street.  The 
road-bed  of  this  street  was  filled  to  an  average  depth  of  fifteen 
inches,  in  some  places  about  two  feet,  with  pit  stone  and  gravel. 

Portions  of  Redington  street,  Hardy  road.  Devens  road  and 
Hampden  street  have  been  graveled. 

All  streets  where  sewers  or  water  pipes  were  laid  this  year 
have  been  levelled,  filled  with  gravel  where  needed  and  rolled 
with  the  steam  roller. 

The  Town  this  year  has  taken  land  of  Mrs.  E.  E.  Brock  at  the 
corner  of  Humphrey  street  and  Eastern  avenue,  a  curbstone  has 
been  laid,  a  catch-basin  built  and  the  sidewalk  concreted. 

All  streets  in  the  Town  have  been  patroled  and  holes  and 
dangerous  places  filled  with  crush  rock  or  gravel. 

The  gutters  on  all  streets  of  the  Town  have  been  cleaned  at 
least  twice  and  on  the  main  streets  eight  times. 

New  fences  have  been  built  as  follows  :  Orient  street,  at  the 
Phillips  estate,  217  feet.  This  was  a  very  dangerous  place. 
The  iron  fence  on  Humphrey  street  from  land  of  the  Stanley 
estate  to  the  Town  park  was  scraped  and  newly  painted  this

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year.  Danvers  street.  24  feet :  Salem  Street,  guard  rails  to 
culverts,  40  feet. 

New  Streets  Accepted  this  Year. 
Orient  court.    This  street  was  put  to  a  grade,  a  catch-basin 
was  built  and  the  whole  street  was  resurfaced  with  gravel  and 
then  rolled. 

Fuller  avenue.  This  street,  the  name  of  which  was  afterward 
changed  to  Greenwood  avenue,  was  resurfaced  with  gravel,  two 
catch-basins  were  built,  one  hundred  and  sixteen  feet  of  8-inch 
drain  pipe  was  laid.  46.60  cubic  yards  of  ledge  was  removed, 
the  gutters  where  needed  were  paved,  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet 
of  new  fence  was  built  and  four  hundred  ninety  feet  of  old  fence 
was  repaired  and  painted. 

Banks  road,  Section  1.  This  street  was  practically  all  rebuilt, 
the  sidewalks  on  both  sides  of  the  driveway  were  pushed  back 
five  feet,  making  the  street  ten  feet  wider  than  when  originally 
constructed,  107^  cubic  yards  of  ledge  were  removed,  the  entire 
street  was  resurfaced  with  gravel  and  then  rolled. 

Suffolk  avenue.  This  street  was  resurfaced  with  gravel 
where  the  sewer  was  constructed,  and  new  sidewalks  were 
shaped  and  put  to  grade  the  entire  length  of  the  street,  from 
Stetson  avenue  to  Franklin  avenue. 

All  of  these  streets  have  had  street  signs  put  in  place  and  stone 
boundary  monuments  set  under  the  direction  of  the  Town 
Engineer. 

Banks  road,  Section  2.  As  the  waivers  for  this  section  of 
the  street  have  not  all  been  signed,  no  work  has  been  done  on 
this  street. 

Essex  street  railroad  bridge  was  re-surfaced  this  year  with 
3-inch  spruce  plank.  Bids  for  this  work  were  asked  for  and  four 
were  received,  as  follows:  —  William  J.  Waters,  $165.00, 
Nathaniel  Belben,  $225.00,  Gilbert  Delano,  $275.00  and  Frank 
Griffin  &  Co.,  325.00.  The  work  was  finally  given  to  Nathaniel 
Belben,  as  Mr.  Waters  withdrew  his  bid.

Stone  Cross  Walks  have  been  Laid  as  Follows: 

Two  across  the  Town  Parks  at  Monument  avenue,  near  Elm- 
wood  road ;  one  across  the  end  of  Hardy  road,  at  Elmwood 
road,  and  one  across  private  way  at  Essex  avenue.

Price  for  tar  concrete  was  forty -two  cents  per  square  yard. 

For  granolithic  sidewalk,  the  abutters  paid  the  extra  cost 
above  the  price  paid  for  tar  concrete. 

The  laying  of  dust  in  the  streets  of  the  Town  still  continues 
to  be  as  serious  a  problem  as  ever.  By  the  present  method  of 
dust  laying,  with  water,  the  dust  is  kept  down  from  two  to  four 
hours ;  and  where  there  are  car-tracks,  a  much  lesser  time. 
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The  heavy  oil  used  this  year  on  Humphrey  street  failed  to 
come  up  to  the  standard  of  former  years,  and  I  would  recom- 
mend that  the  Town  in  the  future,  use  the  lighter  oils. 

Jessie  street  drain.  This  work  was  done  by  contract  by 
Michael  McDonough.  The  work,  which  consisted  of  the  build- 
ing of  one  catch-basin  and  the  laying  of  five  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  feet  of  io-inch  drain  pipe  was  done  for  the  amount  of  the 
appropriation. 

Banks  road  culvert.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  waivers  for 
accepting  Banks  road  were  not  signed,  no  entry  was  made  on 
that  part  of  Banks  road  occupied  by  this  culvert,  but  that  part 
of  the  culvert  which  crosses  Farragut  road  was  enlarged  and 
reconstructed.  This  work  was  done  by  contract  by  James  T. 
Lyons,  for  fifty  dollars,  the  Town  furnishing  the  necessary 
cement  and  covering  stone. 

Kain  gravel  pit.  Early  in  the  summer,  a  lease  of  this 
property  on  Essex  street,  near  the  Cemetery,  was  made  by  the 
Town,  for  a  term  of  12  years.  Leasing  this  property  for  use  as 
a  gravel  pit  was  a  good  investment  for  the  Town,  as  on  this  lot 
there  is  a  large  quantity  of  the  best  gravel  that  can  be  found  any- 
where in  Town  and  this  gravel  can  be  delivered  almost  anywhere 
in  Town  at  a  saving  of  nearly  a  mile  of  teaming  on  each  load, 
over  the  old  Marblehead  pit.  This  department  has  already 
removed  1 ,540  loads  of  gravel  from  this  pit,  for  use  about  Town 
and  310  loads  of  small  rock,  suitable  for  use  at  the  stone  crusher. 

Stone  crusher.  The  stone  crusher  used  by  the  Town  has 
been  in  use  by  the  Town  for  a  period  of  over  20  years,  and 
while  in  its  day  it  was  a  good  machine,  it  has  seen  its  best  days, 
and  at  the  present  time  it  is  about  worn  out.  I  would  therefore 
recommend  that  the  Town  make  an  appropriation  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  new  and  up-to-date  machine  to  take  the  place  of  the 
old  one. 

Also,  That  the  Town  purchase  four  horses  and  two  double 
tip-carts  for  the  use  of  the  Highway  Department,  and  make  an 
appropriation  for  the  same. 

I  recommend  that  no  street  be  opened  for  underground  work 
between  the  dates  of  November  20  and  April  1,  except  in  a 
case  of  emergency. 
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Also,  That  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500  to  be  used 
for  placing  curbstone  around  various  street  corners,  to  hold  the 
sidewalks  in  place,  these  stones  to  be  placed  wherever,  in  the 
judgement  of  the  Surveyor  of  Highways,  it  is  necessary. 

Also,  That  the  sum  of  $250.00  be  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
pose of  removing  the  ledge  which  projects  into  Highland  street, 
near  the  corner  of  Rockland  street.

Svvampscott,  Mass. 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Gentlemen, — We  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  annual 
report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending  February  1 , 
191 1,  this  being  the  sixteenth  annual  and  the  thirty-second  since 
the  organization  of  the  paid  department. 


Manual  Force. 

The  department  consists  of  thirty-four  men  assigned  as  follows  : 
One  chief,  two  assistant  engineers,  seven  permanent  men, 
including  the  chief  and  two  captains,  two  lieutenants,  five  pipe- 
men,  seven  hoseman,  six  laddermen  and  four  men  assigned  to 
the  steamer. 

) 

Apparatus. 

The  apparatus  in  service  consists  of  one  engine,  one  chemical 
engine,  one  ladder  truck,  one  hose  wagon,  two  supply  wagons, 
one  hose  pung,  one  wire  wagon,  one  chief's  wagon.  The 
apparatus  is  in  good  condition  with  the  exception  of  the  hose 
wagon.  It  needs  some  repairs  and  painting.  Chemical  No.  1 
needs  varnishing.  The  old  ladder  truck  was  replaced  by  a  new 
modern  truck  this  past  year. 
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Fire  Alarm. 

During  the  past  year  a  number  of  improvements  have  been 
made.  New  racks  and  elements  of  storage  battery  and  a  com- 
pressed air  whistle  which  is  a  great  improvement.  One  and  one- 
half  miles  of  new  wire  has  been  erected  replacing  wire  that  had 
been  strung  for  a  number  of  years.  New  wire  will  have  to  be 
erected  to  take  the  place  of  old  wire  each  year. 

Hydrants. 

There  have  been  nine  new  hydrants  added  this  year  making  a 
total  number  of  149  at  the  present  time. 

Hose. 

There  is  thirty-three  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  2j-inch  cotton 
hose  rubber  lined  in  good  condition  and  one  thousand  feet  worth- 
less for  fire  service,  four  hundred  feet  ^-inch  rubber  hose  in 
good  condition.  There  was  five  hundred  feet  new  hose  2-|-inch 
rubber  lined  added  this  past  year. 

Horses. 

The  Department  has  ten  horses.  None  have  been  bought  and 
none  exchanged  for  the  past  two  years.  Six  are  in  very  good 
condition,  the  others  are  along  in  years  and  are  unfit  for  fire 
service. 

Fire  Stations. 

The  station  at  Phillip's  Beach  is  in  the  same  condition  as  a 
year  ago,  needs  painting  on  the  outside. 

The  central  house  on  new  Ocean  street  is  still  in  need  of 
repairs.  There  was  no  appropriation  made  last  year  for  repairs 
or  for  painting.  We  earnestly  hope  that  some  action  will  be 
taken  in  the  matter  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Recommendations. 
First,  we  recommend  five  hundred  feet  2^-inch  hose  and  four 
hundred  dollars  ($400)  to  be  appropriated  for  the  same. 
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Second,  we  recommend  painting  and  repairs  on  Central  House 
and  six  hundred  dollars  ($600)  to  be  appropriated  for  the  same. 

Third,  we  recommend  painting  and  repairs  on  Chemical  House 
and  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  ($125)  to  be  appropri- 
ated for  the  same. 

Fourth,  we  recommend  extending  our  fire  alarm  to  the  Fayette 
street  engine  house  and  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars 
($325)  to  be  appropriated  for  the  same. 

Fifth,  we  recommend  the  purchase  of  two  pairs  of  horses  and 
fourteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,400)  to  be  appropriated  for  the 
same.  One  pair  for  Central  House  and  one  pair  for  the  Chem- 
ical House. 

Sixth,  we  recommend  that  the  town  take  some  action  in  regard 
to  the  purchasing  and  installing  a  two  horse  hose  wagon  with 
two  permanent  men  this  coming  year  and  appropriate  money 
for  same. 

Seventh,  we  recommend  that  the  call  men  receive  more  pay 
this  coming  year. 

Eighth,  we  recommend  that  the  Fire  Department  horses  be 
taken  off  from  Street  watering  and  used  for  fire  duty  alone  and 
appropriate  money  to  cover  the  same.

Remarks. 

We  want  to  remind  the  public  that  the  growth  of  the  Town  and 
the  liabilities  grow  greater  every  year  in  regards  to  fires.  This 
past  year  there  has  been  115  alarms  for  fires  of  different  natures, 
an  increase  of  28  alarms,  more  than  any  one  year  in  the  historv 
of  the  Town.  In  order  for  the  Department  to  keep  up  the 
efficiency  the  expense  must  increase  each  year.  There  should  be 
another  piece  of  apparatus  added  to  the  Department  this  coming 
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year.  A  hose  wagon  should  be  added  which  will  aid  and 
strengthen  the  efficiency  of  the  Department.  In  our  recom- 
mendations you  will  see  that  we  recommend  appropriation  to 
cover  the  expense  for  extending  our  fire  alarm  to  the  Fayette 
Street  Engine  House,  for  the  reason  that  in  case  we  need  help 
we  will  get  it  quicker,  and  in  case  we  had  two  fires  at  the  same 
time  apparatus  will  answer  without  further  notice.

Recommendations. 

Owing  to  the  large  increase  in  valuation  and  the  additional 
number  of  residences  erected  through  the  Mudge  and  Stetson 
estates  and  the  lower  portion  of  the  Town,  I  deem  it  advisable 
to  recommend  the  appointment  of  two  more  regular  patrolmen 
to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Police  Department,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  it  is  impossible  to  cover  all  the  thickly  settled  parts 
of  the  Town  as  it  should  be. 

During  the  last  five  years  more  than  200  new  houses  have 
been  built  in  Swampscott,  and  there  is  every  prospect  of  this 
extending  to  still  greater  territory  in  the  next  five  years  to  come, 
and  as  it  is  absolutely  impossible  to  cover  the  Town  with  the 
present  force,  the  need  of  extra  men  should  be  apparent  to  all. 

Remarks. 

The  efficiency  of  having  a  Police  call  on  the  tire  whistle  was 
ably  demonstrated  on  the  morning  of  June  25,  when  14  officers 
reported  and  were  distributed  from  the  Lynn  line  on  Essex  street 
to  the  Salem  line  at  the  head  of  Danvers  street,  within  sixteen 
minutes,  the  cause  being  that  word  was  received  from  the  Lynn 
officers  "That  the  bandits  who  shot  Officer  Carroll  and  Thomas 
Landregan,  were  reported  at  Floating  Bridge,  Lynn,  and  heading 
toward  Swampscott."    The  distribution  of  the  officers  being 
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greatly  facilitated  through  the  kindly  offers  of  automobiles  by 
Herbert  M.  Jacobs  of  the  King's  Beach  garage ;  Harry  Atwood 
of  the  Swampscott  garage  and  Dr.  Ralph  E.  Bicknell,  to  all  of 
whom  I  wish  at  this  time  to  extend  the  thanks  of  the  department. 

I  also  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
for  courtesies  shown  to  the  department  and  myself  through  the 
past  year  and  also  to  the  Court  officers  and  members  of  the  Lynn 
Police  Department,  who  have  assisted  us  in  many  ways  during 
the  past  twelve  months. 

I  also  wish  to  thank  the  officers  of  the  Swampscott  Police 
Department  for  their  promptness  and  willingness  with  which 
regular  and  extra  duties  have  always  been  performed,  whenever 
required.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

The  Board  of  Health  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration 
their  report  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  191 1. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  year,  held  March  22,  19 10,  Dr. 
Loring  Grimes  was  chosen  chairman  and  appointments  made 
as  follows  :

Milk  Inspection. 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  Town  and  the  new  State  Laws 
recently  enacted  have  made  this  once  minor  office  now  among 
the  most  important  offices  of  the  Town.  The  small  salary  which 
he  received  previous  to  this  year  was  not  sufficient  pay  for  the 
amount  of  work  required  of  him.  Therefore,  at  an  early  meet- 
ing we  increased  his  salary  from  $25.00  to  $75.00.  If  you  will 
compare  his  report  herewith  given  with  that  of  same  in  years 
past,  you  will  see  why  such  an  increase  was  necessary.  The 
vigorous  campaign  that  we  have  waged  for  good  milk  has  done 
much  to  prevent  unscrupulous  milk  dealers  from  putting  on  the 
Swampscott  market  a  product  which  was  inferior  to  that  sold  in 
other  places.    For  the  past  year  samples  have  been  taken  at 
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frequent  intervals  and  no  mercy  has  been  shown  the  man  with 
poor  milk.  During  the  coming  year  we  shall  further  improve 
the  quality  of  milk  sold  by  requiring  of  all  milk  a  bacterial  count 
which  means  not  only  pure  milk  but  clean  milk.  In  all  places 
where  it  is  possible  we  make  frequent  visits  to  the  dairies  where 
our  milk  is  produced  and  insist  that  they  be  in  first-class  order. 
During  the  summer  an  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever  started  ;  we  at 
once,  with  the  aid  of  the  State  and  District  Inspectors,  traced  the 
source  of  trouble  and  by  prohibiting  the  sale  of  milk  from  one 
dairy  was  able  10  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  beyond  a  few 
cases. 

Swill  and  Ashes. 

In  this  department  we  have  made  some  radical  changes. 
During  the  last  few  years  the  portion  of  the  Town  which  has 
heretofore  been  used  as  a  dumping  ground  has  rapidly  been 
developed,  and  proportionately  with  this  development  it  has 
increased  our  trouble  from  blowing  paper  and  refuse  from  the 
dumps  which  lately  has  grown  to  be  an  unbearable  nuisance. 
Therefore,  wre  have  found  it  necessary  to  draw  up  a  new  con- 
tract for  caring  for  the  rubbish  and  paper  separately  so  that  the 
streets  of  the  Town  may  be  kept  cleaner  and  the  danger  of 
spreading  disease  lessened.  Proposals  for  collecting  paper  and 
rubbish  under  the  new  contract  were  advertised  for  and  the  fol- 
lowing figures  were  received  :

Mr.  Bernard  J.  Noone  being  the  lowest  bidder  received  the 
contract  for  three  (3)  years.  We  hope  for  a  more  satisf acton- 
state  of  affairs.  The  services  in  general  will  be  greatly  improved 
if  each  individual  will  do  their  part  to  conform  with  the  rules 
and  regulations ;  a  copy  of  which  has  been  left  at  every  house.

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The  swill  as  before  will  be  taken  by  Mr.  G.  F.  Busby,  and  by 
relieving  him  of  the  ashes  we  expect  a  much  more  efficient  ser- 
vice from  him.  The  above  changes  which  have  been  made  will 
naturally  increase  the  expense  to  a  certain  extent,  but  we  feel 
sure  that  this  increase  will  not  be  as  great  proportionately  as  the 
improvement  in  the  service. 

Plumbing  Inspection. 
With  the  great  amount  of  sewers  that  have  been  installed 
during  the  past  year  our  Plumbing  Inspector  has  been  kept  busy 
as  his  report  herewith  submitted  will  show. 

Contracts. 

Except  for  the  new  contract  for  collecting  ashes  and  paper, 
of  which  we  have  made  mention,  there  was  but  one  let  out,  that 
for  the  Care  of  Night  Soil,  which  was  let  to  Mr.  Allen  Rowe, 
he  being  the  only  bidder.  His  figure  was  the  same  as  last  year, 
$95.  As  we  have  received  only  one  complaint  from  this  source 
we  consider  the  disposal  of  the  same  has  been  very  satisfactory. 


Complaints. 

During  the  last  year  the  number  of  complaints  have  been 
comparatively  few  and  of  somewhat  different  nature  than  those 
of  previous  years  due  probably  to  the  extensive  installment  of 
the  sewer  system.  Each  and  every  complaint  that  we  have 
received  has  been  carefully  investigated  and  disposed  of  to  the 
best  of  our  ability,  trying  to  be  impartial  in  any  and  all  our 
proceedings.

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Brooks  and  Drains. 
Last  year  in  our  report  we  recommended  that  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  be  appropriated  for  the  care  of 
brooks  and  drains  which  for  several  years  have  been  in  many 
cases  neglected  on  account  of  the  lack  of  funds  available  for  the 
work.  As  only  one-fifth  of  that  amount  was  given  us  we  did 
the  best  we  could  and  by  the  efficient  help  of  our  Highway  Sur- 
veyor, were  able  to  tide  things  over  to  the  present  time.  At 
present  there  is  a  great  deal  to  be  done  along  this  line  and  no 
funds  with  which  to  work.  A  brook,  with  which  you  are  all 
familiar,  runs  from  Devens  road  through  the  property  of  Mr. 
Scott  Tuttle  and  Mr.  Henry  B.  Sprague,  is  in  very  bad  condition 
and  must  before  long  be  put  in  a  more  sanitary  condition  at  the 
expense  of  the  Town. 

Beaches. 

As  heretofore  it  has  been  our  purpose  to  keep  the  beaches  in 
as  clean  and  presentable  condition  during  the  summer  months  as 
possible.  In  the  Spring  we  had  all  the  beaches  thoroughly 
cleaned,  and  the  debris  which  had  collected,  either  buried  or 
teamed  away.  After  this  at  intervals  during  the  summer  we 
have  cleaned  portions  where  objectionable  matter  gathered  so  as 
to  keep  them  in  a  sanitary  and  presentable  condition  at  all  times. 
Several  instances  where  the  abutters  wished  the  work  done  they 
have  shared  the  expense  where  they  were  receiving  the  greater 
amount  of  the  benefit  from  this  cleaning. 


The  Pest  House. 

Again  we  have  allowed  for  the  past  year  the  Lynn  Tubercu- 
losis Association  the  use  of  the  Pest  House  for  a  day  camp  and 
during  the  year  they  have  greatly  improved  the  property  by  the 
enlarging  of  the  kitchen,  constructing  a  piazza  around  three 
sides  and  installing  a  bathroom.  Besides  these  improvements 
and  keeping  the  building  in  repairs  they  have  taken  care  of  any 
and  all  the  cases  of  Tuberculosis  which  has  been  brought  to  our 
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attention  who  were  unable  to  care  for  themselves  or  be  cared 
for  by  their  friends.  We  consider  this  a  great  benefit  to  us  as 
the  State  Laws  require  each  town  to  take  care  of  such  cases 
that  are  now  being  taken  care  off  without  any  additional  expense. 

Fumigating. 

The  fumigating  has  been  done  in  the  same  manner  as  last 
year.  Our  supply  of  generators  have  been  kept  in  first-class 
condition  by  replacing  some  of  our  old  generators  by  new  ones 
and  having  some  old  ones  repaired.  Mr  Edwin  Russell  and 
Mr.  Willis  Shephard  have  assisted  us  in  fumigating  the  past 
year  at  the  same  price  as  has  been  paid  the  two  previous  years ; 
one  dollar  for  one  room  and  fifty  cents  for  each  additional  room 
up  to  six.  In  any  house  of  over  six  rooms  we  made  no  extra 
charge.  We  have  now  been  able  for  the  last  three  years  to  have 
the  school-house  satisfactorily  fumigated  for  the  maxium  rate  of 
Five  Dollars  ($5.00)  for  each  building.  The  following  list  of 
infectious  diseases  have  been  reported  for  the  year  :

Medical  Inspection  of  Schools. 

Through  the  joint  effort  with  the  School  Board  we  have  been 
able  to  bring  about  a  system  of  medical  school  inspection  which 
is  much  more  satisfactory  than  heretofore. 
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Recommendations. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200) 
be  appropriated  for  the  usual  care  of  brooks  and  drains.  We 
recommend  that  the  brook  extending  from  Devens  road  through 
the  property  of  Scott  Tuttle  and  H.  B.  Sprague  be  cleaned  out, 
pipe  laid  and  covered  in  and  a  sum  of  money  sufficient  for  the 
same  be  appropriated. 

We  recommend  that  four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
($4,500)  be  appropriated  for  current  expenses  of  the  Board.

Gentlemen, — I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  past  year 
as  Inspector  of  Animals. 

The  work  has  consisted  of  the  usual  fall  inspection,  also  a 
spring  inspection  which,  heretofore,  has  never  been  required. 

At  the  fall  inspection  there  were  S6  neat  cattle.  469  swine  and 
2  goats  :  the  animals  seemed  to  be  in  a  generally  healthy  con- 
dition, but  in  some  cases  the  premises  were  not  kept  as  clean  as 
they  might  have  been.  This  was  particularly  the  case  with  the 
swine. 

There  has  been  only  one  case  of  contagious  disease  in  Town 
during  the  past  year  (glanders)  which  was  destroyed  and  the 
premises  properly  disinfected. 

On  going  to  print  the  spring  inspection  has  not  been  com- 
pleted, but  probably  will  not  differ  materially  from  that  of  last 
fall.

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Report  of  the  Town  Engineer. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

Gentlemen,  —  I  herewith  submit,  this,  my  second  annual 
report  of  the  work  performed,  for  the  various  Town  Depart- 
ments, by  the  Engineering  Department,  for  the  year  ending 
January  31,  191 1. 

Assessors  Department.  From  May  1,  1909,  to  April  1,  1910, 
there  were  recorded  at  the  Salem  Registry  of  Deeds,  292  con- 
veyances of  real  estate  in  Swampscott.  Each  of  these  deeds 
have  been  copied  twice.  The  card  system  of  the  Assessors 
Department  has  been  altered  to  cover  each  of  these  transactions, 
and  wherever  a  sub-division  of  property  has  been  made,  the 
plans  of  the  Assessors  Department  have  been  corrected  to  cover 
such  change.  All  plans  of  Swampscott  property  that  have  been 
recorded  during  the  period  above  mentioned  have  been  copied, 
and  parties  owning  property  have  been  consulted  about  same. 

This  work  is  something  that  has  to  be  done  every  year,  in 
order  that  the  card  system  may  be  kept  up-to-date.  This  work 
used  up  53  days  time,  of  the  Engineering  Department. 

Banks  road.  This  road  was  widened  and  regraded,  and  ledge 
was  removed  from  the  sidewalks  by  the  Highway  Department. 
Giving  lines  and  grades,  for  this  construction  work,  and  meas- 
uring the  ledge  to  be  removed,  occupied  two  and  one-quarter 
days  time,  of  the  Engineering  Department. 

Continuous  sidewalks.  During  the  past  summer  season,  there 
have  been  put  in  place,  on  various  streets  of  the  Town,  1,147.50 
linear  feetjof  new  curbstone,  also  several  hundred  feet  of  old 
curbstone  have  been  reset.    For  all  of  this  work,  lines  and 
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grades  have  been  given,  measurements  made,  the  stone  ordered, 
the  stone  measured  after  having  been  put  in  place,  and  bills 
made  for  the  same,  permits  have  been  obtained  from  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Highway  Commission  for  setting  curbing  on  the 
State  Highway,  and  measurements  made  for  prospective  curb- 
stone. 

There  has  been  put  in  place,  2,865  square  yards  of  new  tar 
concrete  sidewalk  and  1 ,428  square  yards  of  tar  concrete  side- 
walks have  been  relaid.  All  of  this  walk  has  been  measured 
and  bills  made  for  the  same  by  the  Engineering  Department. 

Cemetery.  For  this  Department  z\  days  time  have  been  used 
for  locating  trees  on  the  different  lots  and  for  figuring  the  areas 
of  lots  in  the  new  addition. 

Catch-basins  and  gutters.  Lines  and  grades  have  been  given 
for  constructing  a  new  catch-basin  and  concrete  gutter,  at  the 
corner  of  New  Ocean  and  Burrill  streets  and  for  constructing  a 
new  catch-basin  and  the  necessary  overflow  drains  at  Pleasant 
and  Humphrey  streets.  This  work  took  2-^  days  time  of  the 
Engineering  Department. 

Banks  road  culvert.  This  culvert,  which  runs  across  Farragut 
road  and  through  Banks  road,  for  a  distance  of  about  400  feet, 
was  only  partly  constructed,  for  the  reason  that  Banks  road  was 
not  accepted  this  year.  That  part  which  crosses  Farragut  road 
was  enlarged  and  deepened  and  the  walls  constructed  of  concrete. 
Lines  and  grades  were  given  for  this  work  and  the  construction 
was  inspected  from  time  to  time  by  this  department.  This  work 
occupied  4J  days  time  of  the  Engineering  Department. 

Greenwood  avenue,  formerly  called  Fuller  avenue,  was  resur- 
faced, two  catch-basins  were  built  and  about  116  feet  of  drain 
pipe  was  laid.  Lines  and  grades  for  this  work  were  given  from 
time  to  time  and  the  ledge  was  measured  for  blasting  by  the 
Engineering  Department.  Six  days  time  being  used  in  this 
work. 

Highway  Department.  Three-fourths  days  work  was  done 
by  the  Engineering  Department  in  giving  lines  and  grades  for 
the  use  of  the  Highway  Department  in  shaping  parts  of  Norfolk 
avenue  and  Orient  street. 
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Kain  gravel  pit.  Four  days  work  was  done  by  the  Engineering 
Department  in  having  leases,  etc.,  made  out  and  signed  and  in 
defining  the  lines  of  this  property  and  setting  stone  monuments 
to  mark  the  same. 

Orient  court.  This  street  was  laid  out  and  accepted,  by  the 
Town,  this  year,  plans  for  the  same  were  made,  stone  monu- 
ments, defining  the  lines  of  the  street,  were  put  in  place,  lines 
and  grades,  for  constructing  the  street  and  for  building  a  catch- 
basin,  were  given.  This  work  took  ten  days  time,  of  the  Engi- 
neering Department. 

Park  Commission.  During  the  year  1909,  an  iron  fence  was 
partly  constructed,  on  the  Blaney  Beach  Reservation.  Early  in 
1910,  the  construction  of  this  fence  was  completed.  A  survey 
and  plan  of  the  Park,  at  the  head  of  Monument  avenue,  was 
made  and  stone  boundary  monuments  were  put  in  place,  to  define 
the  lines.  All  this  work  was  done  under  the  direction  of  the 
Engineering  Department,  and  10J  days'  time  was  consumed  by 
the  same. 

Selectmen's  Department.  For  this  department,  various  small 
jobs  were  done,  such  as,  attending  legislative  hearings;  taking 
views  of  various  streets  to  be  accepted ;  locating  lines  of  different 
streets  for  fence  construction  ;  locating  the  poles  of  the  various 
Electric  Light  and  Telephone  Companies :  for  hearings  on 
petitions  for  changes  in  location,  etc.  ;  making  surveys  and  plans 
of  walls,  etc.  on  Whale  Beach  ;  of  changes  in  location  of  street 
lines  and  grades,  on  Humphrey  street  near  the  Lynn  line  and  at 
property  of  J.  G.  Stanley;  writing  descriptions  of  land,  to  be 
advertised,  for  sale,  for  non-payment  of  taxes,  by  the  Tax  Col- 
lector ;  making  plans,  etc.  for  use  in  hearings  on  proposed  new 
school-house  locations  :  and  for  land  takings,  as  voted  by  the 
Town.  This  work  reouired  38^  days  time,  of  the  Engineering 
Department. 

School  Department.  For  this  department,  a  plan  of  the 
Redington  street  school  lot  was  made,  requiring  ij  days  time. 

Suffolk  avenue.  Plans ;.  notices  of  hearing  for  laying  out,  of 
the  avenue  ;  and  waivers  of  damages,  for  use  in  laying  out  this 
street,  were  prepared,  and  stone  monuments,  defining  the  lines 
Of  the  location  of  this  street,  were  set,  and  grades  given,  for 
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constructing  the  street.  This  work  required  6^  days  time  of  the 
Engineering  Department. 

Street  watering.  That  part  of  Humphrey  street,  Burrill  street 
and  Woodbine  avenue,  which  was  oiled  during  the  past  year, 
was  measured  and  the  area  computed,  requiring  3  days'  time  of 
the  Engineering  Department. 

Tidd  street  drain.  An  8-inch  pipe  drain  was  laid  on  Jessie 
street,  from  Tidd  street,  for  a  distance  of  about  525  feet,  and  a 
catch-basin  was  built.  The  work  required  in  laying  out  this 
drain  and  inspecting  the  construction  of  the  same,  consumed  4J 
days'  time  of  the  Engineering  Department. 

Water  and  Sewer  Department.  During  the  past  year,  water 
pipes  were  laid  on  parts  of  Walker  road,  Mountwood  road  and 
at  the  Giles  Lodge  estate.  These  main  lines  of  pipe  were  mea- 
sured and  the  gates,  hydrants,  etc.,  located.  Also  various 
shut-off  gates,  to  the  service  pipes  at  private  houses,  in  different 
parts  of  the  Town  were  located,  and  the  card  system,  showing 
the  same,  was  corrected.  This  work  required  5  days'  time  of 
the  Engineering  Department. 

Sewers  were  laid  in  Crescent  street,  Devens  road,  Elmwood 
road,  Essex  street,  Farragut  road,  Highland  street,  Monument 
avenue,  Orient  court,  Paradise  road,  Phillips  street,  Redington 
street,  Sheridan  road  and  Suffolk  avenue,  and  at  the  present  time 
construction  work  is  being  done  on  sewers  in  Crescent  street  and 
Rockland  street.  The  sewer  work  finished  this  year,  including 
particular  sewers  and  underdrains,  amounted  to  9,370  linear  feet 
of  pipe  laid.  These  pipes  range  in  size,  from  10-inch  sewer  pipe 
to  4-inch  underdrain  pipe.  The  Engineering  Department  had 
practically  full  charge  of  the  construction  ©f  these  sewers,  includ- 
ing the  preparation  of  preliminary  plans,  forms  for  bids  and 
advertising,  contracts  and  specifications,  giving  of  lines  and 
grades  for  construction  work,  inspection,  measuring  of  ledge, 
wherever  encountered,  preparing  estimates  of  wTork  done,  for 
partial  and  final  payments,  to  the  different  contractors  employed. 
For  this  work  476^  days'  time,  of  the  Engineering  Department 
were  necessary.

As  each  year  comes  to  a  close  the  Board  of  Overseers'  find 
that  the  work  of  the  Department  increases,  and  also  the  number 
of  persons  being  aided,  and  a  larger  annual  expenditure  in  the 
support  of  the  poor  is  required.  In  the  past  year  we  have  had 
an  unusual  increase  in  the  demands  of  our  department,  and 
consequently  we  were  obliged  to  exceed  our  appropriation. 

We  have  been  pleasantly  located  in  our  new  office  in  the  Town 
Hall  since  the  first  of  the  year,  and  find  that  we  can  conduct  the 
business  of  our  Board  much  better  than  under  past  arrangements. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,000  and  receipts  for  the  maintenance  of  our  department  for 
the  ensuing  year.  We  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  to  all  the 
officials  and  citizens  who  have  assisted  us  during  the  past  year.

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Report  of  Street  Lights  Committee. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

The  most  important  matter  coming  before  the  Committee 
since  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting  has  been  to  provide  for  a 
continuance  of  our  street  lights,  power  having  been  given  the 
said  Committee  at  the  Annual  Meeting  to  make  such  arrange- 
ment  or  agreement  by  contract  as  would  in  their  judgment  be 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  Town. 

Late  in  the  summer  the  Committee  asked  for  bids  through 
advertising,  and  the  only  response  came  from  the  Lynn  Gas  and 
Electric  Co..  the  Company  which  has  always  furnished  the 
street  lights  for  the  Town  since  we  went  into  the  Electric  Light 
System. 

A  number  of  meetings  were  held  by  the  Committee,  with  the 
contract  men  of  the  Lynn  Gas  and  Electric  Co.,  and  after  having 
submitted  to  us  the  bottom  prices  on  a  five  years'  contract  we 
concluded  to  close  with  them  and  the  result  is  we  get  our  lights 
at  still  lower  prices  than  ever  before. 

Starting  in  the  first  year  at  $73.00  per  arc  which  is  fifty  cents 
less  than  ever  before,  we  drop  on  a  sliding  scale  to  the  fourth 
and  fifth  year  to  $71.^0  per  arc.  Incandescent  lamps  will  be 
$17.50  per  year  which  is  fiftv  cents  lower  than  formerly.  The 
committee  consider  that  this  town  is  well  lighted,  and  would 
remind  the  citizens  when  comparing  cost  that  our  contracts  the 
past  ten  years  have  been  for  an  all  night  light  on  every  dark 
night.  Many  towns  shut  off  the  power  at  two  o'clock  A.  M. 
and  also  on  moon  schedules,  but  whenever  the  silvery  orb  of 
night,  goes  behind  a  dark  cloud  which  blankets  the  precincts 
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and  homes  in  this  beauty  spot  by  the  sea  the  powerful  rays  of 
man's  benignly  light  comes  forth  to  guide  us  on  our  way. 

Your  committee  recommend  an  appropriation  for  the  current 
year  of  $10,500.

M.  L.  Quinn.  E.  G.  Hodgkins 

its  Committee  on  Street  Lights  hereunto  duly  authorized  by  vote 
of  the  Town,  witnesseth  that 

Whereas,  said  Town  desires  to  continue  to  light  certain  of  its 
streets  and  public  places  by  electric  light  supplied  by  both  the 
arc  and  incandescent  systems, 

And  Whereas,  the  Electric  Company  is  ready  to  continue  to 
furnish  such  light  for  the  term  of  rive  years  upon  the  terms  and 
conditions  and  for  the  prices  hereinafter  mentioned,  provided  the 
Town  grants  the  necessary  licenses,  permits  and  easements 
therefor. 

Now  Then,  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  covenants  and 
agreements  herein  contained  to  be  kept  and  performed  bv  the 
parties  hereto  respectively,  it  is  hereby  mutually  covenanted  and 
agreed  as  follows  : 

1 .  The  Electric  Company  agrees  to  furnish  one  hundred  and 
twenty  (120)  more  or  less  arc  lamps  of  the  enclosed  alternating 
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type  of  nominal  twelve  hundred  candle  power  each,  and  ninety 
(90)  more  or  less  incandescent  lamps  of  nominal  thirty -two 
candle  power  each,  said  lamps  to  be  operated  in  the  locations 
already  established.  The  Electric  Company  agrees  that  it  will 
at  its  own  cost  and  expense  maintain  all  the  necessary  poles, 
wires,  circuits  and  other  apparatus  required  for  the  operation  of 
said  lamps,  and  properly  connect  said  lines  and  circuits  with  the 
generating  and  controlling  apparatus  at  its  Electric  Light  Station 
in  Lynn,  so  as  to  constitute  a  complete  and  efficient  lighting 
plant  for  the  purposes  above  named,  but  all  the  property, 
apparatus  and  fixtures  mentioned  in  this  article  shall  be  and 
remain  the  property  of  the  Electric  Company. 

2.  The  Electric  Company  agrees,  during  the  term  of  this 
contract  so  to  maintain  and  operate  its  generating  and  controlling 
apparatus,  wires,  circuits  and  lamps,  as  to  furnish  light  from 
said  lamps  at  their  respective  capacities,  during  the  times  and 
hours  hereinafter  specified,  and  in  such  manner  that  said  light 
shall  be  practically  steady  and  continuous,  The  Electric  Com- 
pany guarantees  that  each  so-called  1,200  candle  power  arc  lamp 
and  each  so-called  32  candle  power  incandescent  lamp  shall  be 
as  efficient,  as  regards  steadiness  and  quantity  of  light,  as  any 
lamp  of  like  rated  capacities  now  in  general  use. 

3.  The  Electric  Company  agrees  to  light  and  keep  lighted 
all  the  arc  and  incandescent  lamps  upon  each  and  every  night  of 
the  year  whenever  the  moon  is  not  out  or  is  obscured,  and  to 
keep  lighted  such  lights  such  parts  of  the  nights  in  the  year  as 
the  moon  may  be  temporarily  obscured,  as  well  as  upon  such 
nights  as  the  moon  is  not  out. 

On  and  after  the  first  day  of  October,  19 10,  the  Town  of 
Swampscott  agrees  to  pay  for  said  arc  and  incandescent  lights, 
furnished  lighted  and  maintained  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Street  Lights  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott,  as  per 
schedule  hereto  attached  marked  A. 

4.  All  amount  accruing  under  the  above  items  or  any  of 
them  shall  be  paid  by  the  Town  of  Swampscott  to  the  Electric 
Company  in  instalments  as  follows  : 

On  the  first  day  of  each  and  every  month  there  shall  be  due 
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and  payable  such  sums  as  shall,  according  to  the  rates  and  prices 
hereinbefore  specified,  pay  for  all  the  lights  furnished  up  to  said 
first  day  of  the  month. 

5.  It  is  further  agreed  that  in  case  the  Town  should  desire  to 
change  the  location  of  said  lamps  or  any  of  them,  the  Electric 
Company  will  relocate  the  same  and  put  them  in  such  new 
places  as  the  Committee  on  Street  Lights  for  the  time  being  may 
designate,  provided,  however,  that  actual  cost  and  expense 
occasioned  the  Electric  Company  for  such  changes  in  location 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Town  in  addition  to  the  other  amount 
accruing  from  it  to  the  Electric  Company. 

6.  If  for  any  reason  not  due  to  the  fault  or  negligence  of  the 
Electric  Company  there  shall  be  any  cessation  or  an  interruption 
to  the  supply  of  electric  light  under  contract,  the  Electric 
Company  shall  not  be  liable  in  damages  therefor,  but  there  shall 
be  deducted  from  the  consideration  to  be  paid  as  aforesaid,  such 
amounts  as  shall  be  a  just  proportionate  discount  on  account  of 
such  failure  to  supply  light,  except  that  such  temporary  failures 
of  the  lights  to  burn,  as  are  ordinarily  incident  to  the  operation 
of  electric  light  plants,  shall  not  entitle  the  Town  to  any  rebate 
or  discount.  The  Electric  Company  shall  nevertheless  be  bound 
throughout  the  terms  of  this  contract  to  use  its  best  endeavors  to 
start  the  lights  again  with  all  reasonable  dispatch  and  burn  the 
same  continuously,  after  any  cessation  or  interruption. 

7.  It  is  agreed  that  the  lights  herein  contracted  for  shall  be 
in  operation  as  soon  after  the  first  day  of  October,  1910,  as  is 
possible  and  that  this  contract  shall  be  and  remain  in  force  for  a 
period  of  five  (5)  calendar  years  from  and  after  said  date. 

8.  Finally,  it  is  understood  and  agreed  that  if  during  the 
continuance  of  this  contract  the  Town  of  Swampscott  shall  vote 
to  establish  a  municipal  lighting  plant  after  the  expiration  of 
two  (2)  years  from  the  date  hereof,  in  accordance  with  Acts  of 
Legislature  now  in  force  or  hereafter  to  be  enacted,  the  Town 
of  Swampscott  shall  not  be  liable  for  the  balance  of  this  contract 
and  all  further  liability  under  this  contract  shall  cease. 
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In  witness  whereof  said  Town  of  Swampscott  has  caused 
these  presents  to  be  signed  in  its  name  and  behalf  by  said

Gentlemen, — I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Cemetery. 

Lots  Sold  During  the  Year- 
Three  (3)  in  the  uew  part  at  $40.00  each. 
Three  (3)  in  the  new  part  at  $45.00  each. 
Two  (2)  in  the  new  part  at  $50.00  each. 
Four  (4)  single  graves  at  $15.00  each. 
One  (1)  single  grave  at  $10.00. 
Number  of  interments  fifty-nine  (59). 

Broken  stone  was  placed  on  some  of  the  avenues,  and  the 
stone  wall  was  pointed.  Necessary  repairs  were  made  on  the 
building,  and  the  same  painted  outside.  A  new  Record  Book, 
for  the  recording  of  interments  was  furnished  me,  which  I 
believe  will  be  valuable  for  records  of  same. 

Recommendations. 

That  the  avenues  in  the  old  part  be  named  and  suitable  signs 
be  placed  thereon. 

For  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  Cemetery  I  would 
recommend  an  appropriation  of  $1,400  and  receipts.

This  Committee  appointed  under  Article  1 2  of  the  Warrant 
for  Town  Meeting  of  June  15,  19 10,  working  in  conjunction 
with  the  Lynn  Drainage  Committee,  investigated  the  conditions 
which  exist  along  Stacy  brook  where  it  flows  through  the  Town 
of  Swampscott,  and  agreed  that  these  conditions  warrant  the 
enclosing  of  these  waters  within  a  culvert.  The  question  of 
building  this  culvert  from  New  Ocean  street  to  Humphrey  street 
was  taken  up  at  the  joint  meeting  of  the  two  Boards  on  July  1, 
1910,  at  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Plans  had  pre- 
viously been  prepared  by  the  Town  Engineer,  and  the  estimated 
cost  of  this  work  was  about  $10,000.  Neither  Committee 
having  authority  to  enter  into  any  agreement,  we,  at  their  sug- 
gestion wrote  them  making  this  proposition,  that  a  culvert  of 
sufficient  size  be  built,  and  that  each  municipality  pay  their  pro- 
portionate part  of  the  expense  thereof,  and  if  this  met  with  their 
approval,  we  would  submit  same  to  the  people  at  the  next  Town 
Meeting  with  recommendation  that  an  appropriation  be  made 
for  and  the  work  done.  This  communication  was  referred  to 
the  Finance  Committee  of  the  City  of  Lynn,  and  no  report  hav- 
ing been  made  previous  to  the  change  in  governments  it  will 
probably  be  taken  up  by  the  new  Municipal  Council. 

We  recommend  that  this  Committee  be  continued.

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REPORT  OF 

Local  Superintendent  of  Moth  Work. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Gentlemen, — At  once  after  receiving  official  notice  of  my 
appointment,  I  made  a  survey  of  the  Town  to  ascertain  where 
the  moth  work  had  not  been  done.  I  found  about  ninety  per 
cent  of  the  private  property  and  a  few  street  trees  uncleaned, 
March  28,  1910. 

As  the  brown-tail  caterpillars  emerge  from  their  web  about 
the  middle  of  April,  or  earlier,  if  the  weather  is  warm,  it  was 
necessary  to  accomplish  all  1  could  before  they  came  out.  There 
were  fifteen  men  employed  in  the  work  until  the  treating  of  the 
nests  and  removing  the  webs  were  completed.  This  was  the 
largest  number  of  men  on  the  work  at  any  one  time.  The  small- 
est number  was  four. 

The  method  of  carrying  on  the  work  has.  been  the  same  as  in 
previous  years,  with  the  exception  of  spraying  and  tinning. 

Tinning. 

Tinning  was  substituted  for  cementing,  which  has  been 
unsatisfactory,  because  the  cementing  was  not  properly  done. 
To  do  it  properly  was  too  expensive,  as  many  trees  were  not 
worth  it.  Tin  patches  nailed  over  cavities  and  tarred  on  both 
sides  make  a  neat,  durable,  and  inexpensive  means  of  keeping 
the  moths  from  laying  their  eggs  in  the  holes  where  it  is  impos- 
sible to  find  and  treat  them. 
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Spraying. 

Spraying  has  been  done  more  extensively  this  year  than  in 
years  past,  and  one  and  one-half  tons  of  arsenate  of  lead  were 
used.  The  addition  of  a  power  sprayer  to  the  equipment  of  the 
department  make  the  facilities  for  fighting  the  moths  complete. 

With  this  machine  it  is  possible  : — 

First.  To  throw  a  spray  over  the  highest  trees  in  town  from 
the  ground,  thus  eliminating  dangerous  climbing. 

Second.  To  do  all  the  spraying  necessary  in  the  spraying 
season,  which  is  very  short  (from  the  middle  of  May  until  the 
last  of  June) . 

With  the  old  hand  apparatus  it  was  impossible  to  spray  the 
town  trees  properly  in  that  time,  to  say  nothing  of  the  many 
calls  from  private  individuals  for  spraying.  This  year  over  one 
hundred  acres  were  sprayed  besides  the  town  trees.  The  results 
were  very  satisfactory,  and  many  large  estate  owners  at  the  lower 
end  of  the  town  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  have  their 
trees  sprayed. 

Third.  To  spray  at  a  minimum  cost.  It  takes  one  horse 
and  five  gallons  of  gasoline  more  to  run  the  power  sprayer  one 
day  than  it  does  to  run  the  hand  outfit,  but  on  an  average  it 
has  sprayed  twelve  to  fifteen  elm  trees  on  the  street  in  an  hour, 
while  it  would  take  almost  a  whole  day  by  hand  power. 

Although  the  power  sprayer  was  bought  from  the  appropri- 
ation for  moth  work,  the  work  to-day  is  farther  advanced  than  it 
was  when  I  took  it  much  later  in  the  season  than  this,  March  28th. 
The  appropriation  was  five  thousand  dollars,  but  the  actual 
expense  to  the  town  is  only  three  thousand  six  hundred  dollars, 
because  fourteen  hundred  dollars  was  assessed  the  tax  payers  for 
private  work  done,  and  reverts  to  the  town  treasury.  Then  the 
gasoline  sprayer  and  hose  cost  one  thousand  dollars,  and  this 
deducted  from  thirty-six  hundred  dollars  leaves  twenty-six 
hundred  dollars,  actually  spent  for  moth  work  this  year. 

Tanglefoot. 

Tanglefoot  was  used  on  trees  near  stone  walks  and  rocky 
places  that  were  badlv  infested,  thus  preventing  the  the  larva 
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that  hatched  from  eggs  under  the  stones  from  ascending  the  trees. 
About  six  hundred  pounds  were  used. 

Burlap. 

There  were  twenty-five  hundred  yards  of  burlap  used  this 
year.  In  the  future  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  use  so  much, 
because  spraying  is  being  substituted  for  it.  The  neighboring 
towns  are  using  very  little  burlap  and  some  have  abandoned  it 
entirely. 

I  have  reason  to  believe  spraying  is  one  of  the  most  practical 
and  modern  methods  of  combating  the  moths.  By  saving  the 
expense  of  so  much  burlap  as  has  been  used  in  the  past  and  the 
greater  expense  of  having  it  turned  three  or  four  times  a  week, 
it  seems  that  the  whole  area  of  the  town,  woods  as  well  as  the 
residental  part  could  have  the  attention  of  the  moth  department 
and  that  our  woods  would  no  longer  be  left  to  the  devastations 
of  the  pest  and  to  continually  furnish  a  supply  for  the  residental 
part. 

I  do  not  say  we  can  exterminate  them  after  they  have  such  a 
foothold,  but  we  certainly  can  suppress  them  to  a  limit.

7o  the  Citizens  of  Sivampscott : 

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  : 

In  the  spring,  as  soon  as  was  practical,  I  had  all  dead  trees 
removed,  and  live,  thrifty  ones  planted  in  their  places.  The 
best  on  the  market  were  bought,  because  a  tree  planted  by  the 
roadside  has  more  adverse  conditions  to  withstand  than  in  nearly 
any  other  place. 

The  dead  trees  removed  were  as  follows  :  Humphrev  street. 
4:  Walker  road,  1  :  Andrew  road,  1  :  Hampden  street,  2  :  High- 
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land  street,  i  ;  Thomas  road,  2  ;  Farragut  road,  3  ;  Shaw  road, 
1  ;  Norfolk  avenue.  2  ;  Stetson  avenue,  3 ;  Burrill  street,  2  ; 
Ocean  avenue,  1  ;  State  road,  1  ;  Middlesex  avenue,  2  ;  making  a 
total  of  twenty-six  trees. 

One  tree  on  Humphrey  street,  although  alive  was  unsafe,  and 
was  removed.  The  trees  set  out  are  as  follows  :  Essex  avenue, 
4  ;  Stetson  avenue,  3  ;  Burrill  street,  2  ;  State  road,  2  ;  Norfolk 
avenue,  2  ;  Middlesex  avenue,  3  ;  Hampden  street,  2  ;  Andrew 
road,  1  ;  Farragut  road,  3  ;  Walker  road,  1  ;  Thomas  road,  2  ; 
Elm  wood  road,  1  :  Humphrey  street,  1  ;  Redington  street,  2  ; 
Highland  street,  1  ;  making  a  total  of  thirty  trees. 

Protection  of  Trees. 

Every  tree  planted  on  a  highway  ought  to  have  a  wire  pro- 
tector which  must  be  adjusted  every  year  as  the  tree  grows.  As 
soon  as  the  planting  was  done  all  the  old  wires  were  adjusted 
and  four  rolls  of  new  wire  were  put  on  where  it  seemed  most 
needed. 

Cavities  in  Trees. 

This  year  there  has  been  but  one  large  cavity  treated  and  rilled 
with  cement,  as  it  is  very  expensive  and  the  small  amount 
appropriated  would  not  allow  of  more  being  rilled.  All  the  old 
fillings  were  painted  over  and  look  well.  As  has  been  stated 
before  there  are  three  or  four  reasons  for  this  kind  of  work  ; 
first,  it  improves  the  appearance  of  the  tree ;  second,  it  keeps 
out  the  moth  and  last  it  strengthens  and  preserves  the  trees.  Tin 
could  be  used  on  the  highway,  but  it  does  not  resist  wheel  hubs. 

Trimming. 

A  lot  of  trimming  has  been  done  but  there  is  still  a  pressing 
need  for  a  great  deal  more.  The  larger  trees  are  full  of  dead 
wood,  evidences  of  which  are  seen  after  every  storm  and  strong 
wind.  While  doing  the  moth  work  we  break  out  all  that  we 
can,  but  that  leaves  stubs  sticking  out  that  ought  to  be  sawed  off 
close  to  the  tree  so  that  nature  can  callous  over  the  wound. 
There  are  a  lot  of  dead  limbs  too  large  to  break  off  with  a 
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pruning  pole  and  these  are  a  menace  to  the  public.  There  was 
considerable  low  trimming  to  be  done  so  that  people  could  pass 
under  trees  with  an  umbrella.  In  all  nine  hundred  and  fifty-nine 
trees  were  trimmed. 

Insect  Pests. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  we  have  the  elm  leaf  beetle  and 
the  leopard  moth  to  deal  with.  The  last  season  the  beetle  has 
given  very  little  trouble.  In  the  early  spring  they  were  out  in 
great  numbers  and 'ready  to  strip  the  elm  trees  of  their  foliage. 
The  first  week  of  June  nearly  all  elm  trees  on  town  streets  were 
sprayed  and  not  a  tree  was  defoliated  and  in  many  places  all 
evidences  of  the  pest  disappeared. 

The  other  insect  pest  is  not  so  easily  handled,  because  it  lives 
and  feeds  on  the  wood  of  the  limbs,  tunneling  around  and  up 
and  down  under  the  bark.  It  matures  in  two  years,  then  pupates 
and  lays  its  eggs  singly  on  the  bark  of  the  tree.  The  eggs 
hatch  and  the  young  borer  enters  a  young  sucullent  branch  and 
in  many  cases  weakens  it  so  that  it  breaks  off.  To  fight  this 
borer  it  was  necessary  to  be  on  the  lookout  for  these  broken  off 
limbs  constantly  and  cut  them  off  below  the  break  and  thus  catch 
the  borer  before  he  got  out  and  into  another  larger  limb.  Di- 
sulfide of  carbon  injected  into  the  hole  made  by  the  borer  will 
kill  it.     But  it  is  not  at  all  an  easy  matter  to  find  the  holes. 

Recommendations. 
I  recommend  the  following;  supervision  $75,  for  new  trees 
$75,  for  removing  trees  $50,  for  pruning  and  trimming  $400, 
for  elm  leaf  beetle  and  leopard  moth  $100,  and  for  wire  and 
tree  guards  $50,  making  a  total  of  $750.

AIR  WHISTLE. 
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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  TO  LOCATE  AND 
INSTALL  COMPRESSED  AIR  WHISTLE. 


Swampscott,  Mass.,  February  10,  191 1. 
To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  locate  and  install  a  Compressed 
Air  Whistle  in  connection  with  the  Fire  Alarm  System,  for  the 
use  of  the  Fire  Department,  would  report  as  follows  : 

After  visiting  several  of  the  cities  and  towns  using  such  a 
system,  and  deciding  what  the  Town  would  need,  calls  for  bids 
to  install  the  same  were  made  as  required  by  the  By-Laws.  The 
contract  was  awarded  to  R.  W.  LeBaron  of  Arlington,  Mass., 
for  $1,845  tnis  amount  to  include  the  entire  expense  of  installing 
the  said  system  complete,  and  ready  for  use. 

The  question  of  location  was  a  serious  one  with  your  Com- 
mittee, and  after  looking  the  situation  over  thoroughly  it  was 
decided  to  place  it  in  the  basement  of  the  Town  Hall,  that  being 
the  only  Town  building  of  anything  like  a  proper  location,  that 
would  accommodate  and  spare  the  room  necessary  for  placing  the 
air  tanks  operating  the  whistle.  It  is  located  in  that  portion  of 
the  basement  used  formerly  by  the  Police  Department. 

The  Committee  feel  that  the  Town  has  an  Air  Whistle  System 
second  to  none.  One  that  will  be  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the 
Fire  Department  for  many  years,  and  that  the  cost  of  operation 
will  be  very  small  as  compared  with  that  necessary  to  operate  a 
steam  plant  either  by  maintenance  or  by  contract.

For 
the  election  of  Town  officers,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  at 
6  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  they  shall  remain  open  until 
half  past  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  after  which  time  a 
vote  may  be  passed  to  close  them  in  not  less  than  ten  min- 
utes. After  the  declaration  of  the  votes  for  town  officers, 
the  meeting  shall  be  adjourned  to  the  Tuesday  next  there- 
after at  such  time  as  the  meeting  may  determine,  when  the 
remaining  articles  of  the  warrant  shall  be  acted  upon. 

Section  5  of  Chapter  2  :  By  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing :  u  and  no  action  shall  be  had  upon  any  article  involving 
the  appropriation  or  expenditure  of  money,  the  creating  of  a 
debt  or  the  disposal  of  any  town  property,  other  than  a  reference 
to  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  unless  not  less  than  one 
hundred  qualified  voters  of  the  town  are  present  at  said  meeting.  " 
So  as  to  read  as  follows  : 
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Whenever  the  Warrant  for  any  Town  Meeting  contains  an 
Article  appropriating  or  involving  the  expenditure  of  money, 
the  creating  of  a  debt  or  the  disposal  of  any  town  property, 
the  Selectmen  shall,  six  days  at  least  before  the  day  named 
in  said  Warrant  for  holding  said  Town  Meeting,  send  a 
copy  of  the  Warrant  containing  such  Article  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ways  and  Means,  who  shall  consider  the  same  and 
make  a  report  thereon  with  their  recommendations  to  the 
Town  Meeting ;  and  no  action,  other  then  a  reference  to  the 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  shall  be  had  upon  any 
Article  involving  the  appropriation  or  expenditure  of  money, 
the  creating  of  a  debt  or  the  disposal  of  any  town  property, 
unless  not  less  than  one  hundred  qualified  voters  of  the  Town 
are  present  at  said  meeting. 

Section  4  of  Chapter  3  :  By  striking  out  the  words  "  for  the 
construction  of  any  public  building"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof,  "  any  public  work  "  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

No  contract  or  change  of  contract  or  order  for  labor  or 
materials  involving  the  expenditure  of  over  $500  from  any 
appropriation  shall  be  valid  until  countersigned  by  a  majority 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for 
the  purpose.  This  Section  shall  be  written  or  printed  upon 
every  contract  for  the  construction  of  any  public  work. 

Section  1  of  Chapter  4  :  By  striking  out  the  entire  Section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  : 

The  Selectmen  shall,  once  each  third  year,  or  whenever 
there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Town  Accountant,  appoint 
a  competent  Accountant  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  624  of  the  Acts  of  1910,  who  shall  perform  the 
duties  prescribed  by  said  Chapter. 

Section  4  of  Chapter  4 :  By  striking  out  all  of  said  Section 
after  the  word  u  Selectmen  "  in  the  sixth  line  thereof,  so  as  to 
read  as  follows  : 

If  he  shall  approve  a  bill  or  demand  he  shall  cause  it  to  be 
entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  prepare  a 
Warrant  or  order  for  its  payment  for  the  signature  of  the 
majority  of  the  Selectmen. 
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Section  8  of  Chapter  4 :  By  striking  out  all  of  said  Section 
after  the  ninth  line,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following. 
Such  statement  shall  be  arranged,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  con- 
form to  the  classification  prescribed  by  the  Bureau  of  Statistics 
and  Labor,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  schedule  of  the  prop- 
erty belonging  to  the  Town.     So  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

He  shall  in  his  Annual  Report  include  a  statement  of  all  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Town  for  the  past  finan- 
cial year,  giving  in  detail  the  amount  of  each  specified 
appropriation  and  the  expenditure  therefrom,  the  receipt 
from  each  source  of  income,  the  reduction,  if  any,  in  the 
Town  debt  and  the  change,  if  any,  in  the  sinking  funds. 
Such  statement  shall  be  arranged  as  far  as  practicable  to  con- 
form to  the  classifications  prescribed  by  the  Bureau  of 
Statistics  and  Labor,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
schedule  of  the  property  belonging  to  the  Town. 

Section  1,  of  Chapter  5  :  By  striking  out  the  first  ten  lines 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  :  There  shall  be 
appointed  a  standing  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  to  consist 
of  six  citizens,  no  one  of  whom  shall  hold  Town  office  at  the 
time  of  his  appointment,  or  while  serving  on  this  Committee  ; 
election  to  Town  office  shall  terminate  his  membership  on  said 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means.  Upon  the  adoption  of  this 
article  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  serve  for  the  following  terms  :  Two  for  one  year, 
two  for  two  years  and  two  for  three  years,  and  at  each  Annual 
Town  Meeting  thereafter  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  two 
members  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years.  The  members  of 
this  Committee  shall  serve  without  pay.  So  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

There  shall  be  appointed  a  standing  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means  to  consist  of  six  citizens,  no  one  of  whom  shall 
hold  Town  office  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  or  while 
serving  on  this  Committee ;  election  to  Town  office  shall 
terminate  his  membership  on  said  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means.  Upon  the  adoption  of  this  article,  the  Moderator 
shall  appoint  the  members  of  the  Committee  to  serve  for 
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the  following  terms  :  Two  for  one  year,  two  for  two  years, 
and  two  for  three  years,  and  at  each  Annual  Town  Meeting 
thereafter  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  two  members  to  serve 
for  a  term  of  three  years.  The  members  of  this  Committee 
shall  serve  without  pay.  The  Selectmen  shall  fill  any  vacan- 
cies occuring  in  their  number.  The  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means  shall  have  access  to  all  the  books  and  vouchers  belong- 
ing to  the  Town  (unless  otherwise  provided  by  law.) 

Section  7  of  Chapter  6  :  By  striking  out  the  entire  section  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  : 

The  financial  year  of  the  Town  shall  begin  the  first  day  of 
January  and  close  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  next 
ensuing  and  during  the  interval  between  the  thirty-first  day 
of  December  in  each  year  and  the  time  of  making  the  next 
annual  appropriations,  the  Selectmen,  in  order  to  meet  the 
liabilities  of  the  several  departments  incurred  in  the  carrying 
on  of  the  work  entrusted  to  them,  shall  have  authority  to 
make  expenditures  and  payments  from  the  treasury  from 
any  available  funds  therein  and  the  same  shall  be  charged 
against  the  next  annual  appropriation,  but  such  expenditures 
and  liabilities  incurred  shall  be  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
carrying  on  the  actual  running  expenses  of  each  department. 

Section  8  of  Chapter  6  :  By  striking  out  the  words  "except 
state  and  county  taxes  and  principal  and  interest  of  legally 
authorized  notes  and  all  payments  authorized  by  the  laws  of 
the  Commonwealth  "  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

No  money  shall  be  paid  by  the  Town  Treasurer  without  a 
written  or  printed  warrant  for  the  same,  bearing  the 
signatures  of  a  majority  of  the  Selectmen  and  stating  the 
appropriation  against  which  such  warrant  is  drawn. 

Section  13  of  Chapter  6.  By  striking  out  the  words  "  at  a 
rate  to  be  fixed  annually  by  the  town  pursuant  to  Chapter  12, 
Section  72  of  the  Revised  Laws,"  in  the  sixth,  seventh  and 
eighth  lines  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  "six  per  cent  per 
annum  "  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 
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All  taxes  assessed  in  each  year  shall  be  paid  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  November  in  the  same  year  and  on  all  such 
taxes  as  shall  not  be  paid  on  or  before  said  day,  interest 
shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  per  annum.  In 
aTl  cases  where  the  tax  bills  are  not  paid  at  the  time  specified 
above,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Collector  forthwith  to  issue 
a  summons  to  each  delinquent  and  if  such  delinquent  does 
not  pay  the  amount  of  his  tax  within  fourteen  days  after  the 
issuing  of  the  summons,  the  Collector  shall  forthwith  proceed 
to  collect  the  amount  due  in  manner  provided  by  law  and 
the  Collector  shall  be  authorized  to  use  all  means  of  collect- 
ing taxes  which  the  Town  Treasurer,  when  appointed 
Collector,  may  use. 

Section  15  of  Chapter  6  :  By  striking  out  the  words  "except 
county  tax"  in  the  third  line  thereof,  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Every  collector  shall  pay  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer  all 
taxes  by  him  collected,  at  least  once  in  each  week,  until  the 
collection  is  completed.
